The Hon’ble Kao Bahadur Thakdr Kartai; Sinqu Ji : 
The iii6ome of Rs. 3.00,000 estimated for the year 1992-93 was 
based on the consideration that the salaries of the 
Government employees having been subjected to tax tuero 
would be an increase of Rs. 1,25,000 in the income of the 
Department on thisaccouut. It is still expected that thetotal 
income would approach Rs. 2.30,000 though the full amount 
may not be actually recovered before the close of the year. 

(6) Prom tbo figures compiled so far it appears that out 
of the impositions amountiug to Rs. 2.80,000 made ur>to 
date a sum of Rs. 72,864 has been deducted at source from 
the salaries and pensions of Governm- ut employees both on 
the active and retired list. This represents only 11 months 
ooUectrion.

Minister, wherein 1 had eriquired about the number of the 
bady Doctora and trained uursea in tiie State, More¬ 
over, I had enquired alK>ut the number of the liospitals 
and the number of Women of the chitd-bearing a^e in the 
last census and in what percentage were the Lady Doctors 
or the Dai? appointed for women and whether the exist¬ 
ing number of these l>ai>: and Lady l)octoi*e is sufficient 
to meet the I'equiremeut, if not, then will not the Hovernment 
consider the question of increasing the number of the Lady 
Doctors and the hosfutals m order to meet the existing 
demand. 

From the reply that was given to this question, it will 
appear, that there are eight Zenana Medical officers and 
thirty-one trained Dais in the '^tate. There is only one 
Maternity Hospital at Srinagar and such patients at dam mu 
are treated in the Zenana Hospital Jammu also. It was 
further stated that the number of such women is b 
including the widows and married women between ’the 
a^e of 15 and 40, and there cumber at pi*05-ent is 7,94,243. 
'J'here is, therefore, one doctor for every 99,405 women 
and thei-e is one Dai f<»r evey 26,65J1 women. The reply 
given to the last i>art of my question is, in my opinion quite 
absui'd. Therein, it is Mated, “yes, it ia suffic-ieiit for the 
prefsent requirements” «. e., that one Lady Doctor for 99^405 
women and one Dai for 25,fiOJ women is quite sufficient 
Further on it was stateil, that this number will not 
suffice in case the MhIicrI Department is one of the moat 
l^enofieial departments 'I’herefore the requiremeuta of the 
public, regarding maternity matters may lie neceasarilv

The popnlation of Srinagar is 1,76,000 but rcgaiUing the 
mater^ty matters, tlie medicai aid, which is at present 
ava4Iable, is quite inanffioient. Simiiar is the case at 
Jammn and in villages and towns ; there is absolnteiv no 
arrangement by the Government for providing Dais or Ladv 
Doctors.

I am thankful to Mr Amar Nath Kak because he has 
given me the o]>portunity lo lay before the House all that 
tlic (iovoniment lias clone so far ami is doing in 
direction. Pandit Amar Nath Kak has divided ^irresolution 
into tlivee parts; the first part concerns itself with the 
opening of classes for the training of Dais. Perhaps 
Sahib is not aware of the fact that the classes were started 
at the time of the Coronation of His Highness the Maharaja 
Bahadur when many reforms were introduced in the State. 
Accordingly he commanded Colonel Hugo to improve the 
Medical Dejiartmeiit and to train women in mid wifery and 
nursery. To fulfil this purpose ten scholarships in all were 
sanctioned by His Highness for women. But 1 feel very 
sorry to remark, that despite onr great efforts no wonien 
were available who would like to avail of the scholarship 


and get training. 

Then, it was decided that these persons be aeputetl 
outside the State. The training period extended one to 
three years. If at all any women came forth for training 
they left after getting training for a year or two. They did 
not regularly attend and they were quite unfit and could 
not even read or write. Dpto the last year the experiment 
liad been tried for eight years. It was decided last year 
that women should be deputed for training in nursing 
abroad. Accordingly the Government sanctioned two 
scholarships of Rs. 40 per mensem each tor the training of 
women in nursing in Delhi Women’s College. We regret to 
say that despite our continued efforts for the last eight mouths 
we have not succeeded in this direction. I want to make it 
clear that we are not treating this matter sympathetically 
hut rather wo in fact wish that all our female folk be 
educated so that their social condition may compare favour¬ 
ably well with that of the women in the outside world. We 
]>roinise that we are prepared to give every assistauce and 
we have issued instructions to the Director of Medical 
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Services so that he maj' try to j;et some women for trniiiiuir: 
By sanctioning twenty-four scholarsliips every year 
in the beginninjl we did not only aim al reeruitiug tiiem in 
the Zenana Hospital but desired that such women may sot 
up their nrivate practice, after receiving training and render 
service to the females in the villages We will persist with 
this object, and we will carry it out. We do not stand in 
need of starting new classes. Send atd’hcations to us. 
Please address them to the Director Medical Services. 

The second part of the rcsfdntiou is that the number of 
the Dais he increased to ai» extent whereby after throe years 
the requirements of the State may be conveniently f\dlilled. 
The Director of Medical Services will lay out some scheme 
for the same. 

Then thirdly. Private Institutions (where training may 
be provided for tlic Dais) and Nursing Homes for ebildreij 
may be opened on a large scale, ami otlu r hc)j» and faejlities 
may be provided. If the public want to start sneh classes 
the Government is prepared to help them. Some clas.'^es are 
started here and the Director Medical Services is satislied 
with their iirocress. Grants can be provided; the Govern¬ 
ment fully support ami sympathise with this resolnti.m 
and 1 accept this resolution on behalf of the Government.

I was saying that inspite 
of such a large population, there is not a single Govern¬ 
ment girl school at Poonch where education may be imparted 
to the girls. The result is that after passing the fifth 
prirnary class most of the girls have to go outside for 
receiving further education, they have to face great hard¬ 
ships and to bear heavy expenses. A few days back in 
reply to one of my questions relating to Putri l^atshala, the 
Wazir Poonch stated that he is looking up to the rules in 
force. This is no reply. He ought to have stated in reply 
as to whether grant can be given or not. 

I have been asking questions about this Putri Patsbala 
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' continuously forthe last three sessions but in reply it has been 
stated that this matter can not receive consideration on 
account of financial stringency. In reply to my question 
asked on the 8th ApriC 1936 in; the last session as to 
whether the Government were prepared to give crant-in-aid 
or not, the Wazir Poonch did not give any satisfactory reply 
and only stated that the matter will be considered, on which 
the Hon’ble President remarked that I would be informed. 
But to-day again it is stated in reply that he is looKirg up 
to the rules in force.

Mr. M. a. Beg: What has been the outcome of the 
promised consideration?

625. Khawaja Sanaullah Shah : (at Are Government 
aware of the fact that the Mulberry Department used to pay 
wages mutually agreed to, to the zamindars for planting 
mulberry trees. 

(6) Are Government aware of the fact that the said 
department do not pay wages now to the zamindars for 
planting the trees, but got it done by forced labour ? 

(<;) If it is a fact, do Government think it advisable to 
consider the matter, and issue orders for paying the wages 
mutually agreed to, to them for such work, and thus relieve 
them from this oppressive treatment (whereby the zamin¬ 
dars may get rid of such hardships) ? 

The Uon*ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram : (a) Yes.

(c) Tbe trees are planted by the zamindars in their own 
interests and therefore the question of payment of wages 
does not arise. It may be mentioned in this connection that 
the zamindars derivH benetit from tbe mulberry trees planted 
by them in the shape of price of cocoons which they get from 
this department.

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram : 
Government is aware of the fact that a Forest Company 
named the “Jammu and Kashmir Forest Company Ctd. 
has been started. Bui. they are not aware whether all the 
Directors are hereditary State-subjects and whether all the 
capital is subscribed by hereditary State-subjects. 

The question of the grant of concessicnA did not arise 
as the tender of this firm was the highest and was accepted 

in accordance with the tender principle. 

Sardar Mal Singh: If the Director of this Company 
and other share-holders are State-subjects, will the matter 
be considered theni 

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram : I he 

question does not arise. 

Mian Ahmed Yar; Is it not necessary that even if 
there is a decrease of 5 per cent, in favour of State subjects, 
they should still be given some concession? 

(No reply was given) 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid: My question is whether this 
Company will be given a concession of 5 per cent, as against 
other contractors and companies ? 

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram: When 
two companies stand as rivals and the tender of the 
company from outside the State be 5 per cent, less than that 
offered by the State-subject Company, in that case the State• 
subject receives preference. 

628. Sardar Mal Singh : The chief sources of income 
of Kashmir lie in the iuflux of visitors. Indians visit this 
place in large numbers for enjoying scenery and there are no 
arrangements of board and lodging and other comforts for 
them. Are Government arranging an up to*dnte Hotel and 
Restaurant, etc., for them ? If the auswer be iu the affirma¬ 
tive, when will it bo done? 

The Hon'blb Rao Bahadur Thakub Kautar Singh Ji: 
(a) TUove are already a good number of Hotels, Res^tauraut^ 
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and Cafes in Srinagar for Indian gentry. Besides a large 
number of house-boats in which Indian visitors live are 
always available on hire in Si inagar. 

Opening of Restaurants, or Hotels is the concern of the 
public.

Sardar Mal Singh : If European visitors live in house¬ 
boats why should not a hotel be built for Indian visitors ?

it is intimately connected with the revifion of salaries. Tt 
is very difficult to release increments nntU Government sees 
the report of the Committee appointed for the revision of 
salaries which is now sitting. 1 cap quite appreciate the 
natural sympathy of the House with those servants of the 
Government who are drawing small salaries, but it is 
necessary to work out the details; apd it is impossible for 
the Government to give an absolutely blank cheque in the 
matter. 1 should like to point put that revision of salaries 
does not necessarily mean reduction of salaries. In some 
cases, probably, salaries will not be reduced specially in the 
case of small salaries. That however remains to be seen. 

Another point that I wish to make clear to the House 
is that the fear expressed that the revision of salaries will 
take a long time and the increments will therefore also be 
delayed is not justified. loan assure the House that this 
is not so. The Committee’s final report has been demanded 
by March next and Government will pass orders on it as 
soon as possible thereafter. 

A further point on which fear has been expressed in the 
House is that all salaries are likely to be reduced. About 
this I will only say that if any reduction is made in a salary 
the present incumbent will not be affected but only future 
appointments to the posts, the salary of which has been 
reduced. In any case this question is very seriously under 
the consideration of the Government and by the 1st of 
Baisakh 1994 it is hoped that final orders will be passed. 

Mr. Kak: Will the increments be released by the 
Ist of Baisakh t 

The Hon’dlb Lieutenant Colonel E. J. D. Colvin; 
1 cannot say that definitely till 1 see the report of the 
Committee on revision of salaries. It is not possible 
for Government to anticipate the report and promise the 
actual release of increments beforehand. But the question 
has not been lost sight of and is being dealt with. 

On this assurance I hope the mover will withdraw this 
resolution.

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram: No 
Government orders were ever passed exempting Rajputs of 
Jammu District and Rajput Jagirdars from payment of 
Chowkidari tax; no such exemption is pi'ovided for in 
Chowkidar Rules either. The order issued by the Wazir-i- 
Wazavat Jammu is appealable in the ordinary course and 
any aggrieved person can seek redress before higher 
authorities.

Tl»o Assistant Sera-etary read out the following re¬ 
solution of Lain Ham I^al :— 

“Tliis Praja Eabha r(commends to the Council that 
a UK.tor road be constructed at an eaily date 
from Ciutnlian, District Mirpur to Jatlau and an 
amount of Hs. 40,000 or more be provided foi 
this purpose in the Budget for 1993 191)4/’ 

Lala Ham Lal: Sir, belore 1 say anything regarding 
the advantages and disadvantages that will accrue from the 
lay-out of this road I want to ])oint out to the House tliat 
1 have requested in my re.soltition for the construction of 
road from Outalian ti* Jallan. Outnlian is at a distance of 
nine miles from Miipui. There is a pacca road up to 
Uutaliau. From (lutalinn, Jatlan is only seven miles. I 
have requested in lu}' resolution for a sum of Rs 40,000 
from tile Bndg<‘t for the construction of this road. 
Yesterday tlic Hon’ble IJomf. Ministci stated that we should 
lirsl direct our attention to those roads which are con¬ 
sidered tlic Trunk roads. Therefore it is to be seen 
whether this or other roads can be considered Trunk roads. 
I don’t say tliat the road from Akhnoor to Dharamsala 
Jhangar or th? Mirpui-Bhimber road may not be opened 
o» that it may he closed But I submit if only seven 
miles of this road are in a bad condition there is nc reason 
why this may not he considered, as a Trunk road when 
it is in a good eondilion fioni Poonch to Gutalian. Further 
on this seven miles journey is so very troublesome that the 
traveller feel greatly distressed. One wdio goes from Poonch 
to Mirpnr has an easy .lourney up to Gutalian. But from 
there lie has to take another route. In this journey only 
two miles are so much full of hardships that it is almost 
impossible to arrange any conveyance there. Regarding 
Mallahs the complaints are so many that it is difficult 
even to relate them. The Hou’ble Revenue Minister 
kuow5 what iuconvonieuces the people have to face when 
they cross the river. Besides the tax, the people have 
to pay a rupee each per beddiug or trunk and four to six 
annas for carrying a child In summer it becomes ini' 
possible to walk on the heated sand. During the rainy 
season it is still worse. 

Rai Gholam Hussain ; And what ftbont those Who 
travel sixty miles a day. 
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Mr. President (The ITon’hlo Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
(Addressing Lala Ham Lai ) Yon said seven miles. 

Lala Ram IjAL : Yes Sir, seven miles And 
submission is that if only this middle portion of two miles 
be improved we will get a throupli line up to Poonch. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
Js this the road connecting Mirpurand Poouch 

Lala Ram Lal : Connecting Poonch with the Punjab. 

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandjt Anant Ram : 
Lala Ram Lal is labouring under a misconeejjtion arul 
I believe he will continue so till the end of it. Probably 
he does not know the geograpical position of the Illaqa. 
By Gutalian he means Chechian. 

Lala Ham Lal: The adjoining village of Chechian is 
called by the name of Gutalian. I have seen this place 
' he Ministers, of course, go along the canal road, if they 
also were to go by the other road they would know what 
difficulties have to be faced there. 

Mr. President ( I'he Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ) : 
Is Jatlan in the Punjab. 

The Hon’ble Rai Bahadur Pandit Anant Ram: No it 
is in our State. ’ ’ 

Lala Ram Lal: If a road is constructed from Mirpur 
to Bhimber (within the territory of the State) only forty-live 
miles of road have to be constructed to countct it with the 
Punjab. In that case by constructing only seven miles of 
road more, we can be directly linked up with the Punjab. 
Besides, the public will be saved from incurring such heavy 
expenditure on the transport of goods and in the rainy season 
people will be saved from the damages of being swept away 
in the floods. 1 don’t desii’e that the State money be spent 
without cause but in this connection 1 will also submit that 
it is not proper to ignore and reject the legitimate demands 
of the public without any reason. If the road to Bhimber 
be constructed via Chechian then the Government will not 
have to incur any expense because the “Line” can bo 
extended from Jatlan to Bhimber. In doing so the 
Government will profit and the public will be relieved of 
this inconvenience. Of course, if a separate line has to bo 
prepared for Bhimber that is a different matter. On the 
other hand 1 would submit that it would be much better if 
a sum of Ks. 40,000 be spent on the construction of this 
road for seven miles because it is a Trunk road. I shall be 
satisfied if the Goveimment promises to construct a Kacha 
road this year and provide money in the next year’s budget 
to get it metalled. I want to say one thing more and then 
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1 will lini?h Hiy spooch, Tlioro is not iiuioli liopc of an}'- 
tliinp rpsultinc from all that is talkptl irparding the 

corrpspoixlonc'^ tfiat is going on with the Government of 
India Beennse we have been in conesporKlence with tljcm 
for tlie last ten ortwenty years ami uptill now no satia,factovy 
reply has been received And, perhat»s, it will he said, on 
behalf of the Government that tlie ground being damp no 
road can be eonstnictod there. Such objections are not 
right, because tliere is no dampness tin re. If a road of one 
furlong in widtli bo got eoustructi (1 this dinicult}’ will also 
he removed. 'J'he absence of road in this area of seven 
miles is the cause of groat inconvenience to tlie people of 
Mirpur, I’oonch and Kotli. 1 am at a loss to understand 
that when there exists sucli a long road bow far is it justi¬ 
fiable to leave a portion of seven miles unattended. If, 
instead, anotlior “Lino” is taken n]* a distance of twenty- 
five miles has to be covered, which is a pretty long way. 
Therefore, if this distance of seven miles is covered all 
other dinicnlties can be removed. I daily obsoi ve that the 
very reasonable demands of the public are badly spurned 
ami tlie grievances of the public are not cared for at all. It 
thi.'^ procedure persists the consequence of it would be that 
on account of the opposition of the (-iovcinnieut the official 
members will not agree with me and my vusolution will be 
turned down It does not become tlie dignity of tbe 
Government to ignore the grievance of the public and to 
reject their demands so cruelly, that even the just demands 
of the people are disregarded and the means to redress the 
grievances of the jicople are not being adopted and because 
more and more is being spent from the Budget on salaries 
tlie elected members luive walked-out. But I am present 
here in the EIousc and 1 will see whether the Government 
will set aside or take up just demand of the public, and 
maintain the honour and prestige of the Government. I 
will appeal to the House and especially to the Hon’ble Home 
Minister that the public is the back-bone of the body of 
the Government. No Government can exist by breaking the 
public strength. It does not become a Government to 
continue spurning the just demands. Those people who 
raise their hands in favour of tho Government should 
remember that this voice can no longer bo suppressed. That 
time is fast approaching when these people shall have to co¬ 
operate with the people and the Government shall have to 
remove the public grievances perforce. 1 would request 
rather I would implore that the public difheuities be removed. 
It is a very ordinary alYair. An ordinary Kacha road can 
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be constructed with forty thousand rupees, and a j>acca road 
may be constructed afterwards when there are funds 
available in the budget. I hope the Government will 
certainly accept my resolution. With these words I close 
my speech. 

fc>AiiDAR Hari Singh: Sir, the resolution which Lala 
Ram Lai has submitted is a very important one. His sav¬ 
ing that Jatlau and Chechiati are dififerent places is not 
right. Chechian and Jatlan are one and the same place. 
They are not differcni. Chechian is the Pattan and 
Gutalian i& Octroi Post. There is a pucca road upto 
Chechian. From that place afterwards there is Patri, on 
either bank of the canal. On one side of the canal horses, 
ponies etc. can go and keep on going. ’ 

Lala Ravi IjAl . No, they can not go. 

Si^RDAR Hari Singh ; They can. I have lived therefor 
quite a numberof years and 1 fully know the conditions of 
the place. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: Is Sardar Sahib supporting the 

resolution or opposing it. 

Sardar Hari Singh : 1 support the resolution and want 
to acquaint the Government with the real state of affairs. 
In my time and when Pt. Anant Ram was the Governor 
correspondence was carried on with the British Government 
but permission was not granted. It is all in vain if even 
now no permission is granted. A little further up than 
Gheohian near Mangla Mai if a bridge be constructed which 
should link up Jehlum with Mirpur then there will oe great 
increase in the trade of Rajouri, Mirpur and Kotli and many 
lives and goods worth lacs will be saved. With these words 
I support the resolution and conclude my speech. 

Choudhari Abdullah Khan: 1 support the resolution 
of Lala Ram Lai and particularly want to point out that it 
is not wrong that Chechian and the Customs Post of 
Gutalian are not one and the same place. It is known to 
the Hon’ble Pinauce Minister that there is a customs post 
at Giitaliau. Thousands of people of the Mirpur District 
ai*e employed in the British Indian forces and when these 
people go to and from their homes they have to cross as 
many as ten streams and in so doing they have to spend 
about tea rupees each. The boatmen worry these poor 
people so much that they are obliged to incur such heavy 
expenditure. The Ministers and other high officials travel 
by the canal road' and therefore they cannot fee! the hard- 
shi>p8 that the public has to face. If permission can be 
secured from the British Government for the use of the 
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canal road from Cliocliian to Sarai Alamgiv then the 
jlifficulties of the tiavellers can b- reinovect. if tlje 
expenditure on the lay-out of the bridge be very excessive 
and the 8tate i.s iiuable lo bear it theu some portion of the 
exi)euditure can be demanded from the Poouch Illaqa, 
because Pooiich is also in a way concerned therein, for a 
road leads to Poouch from Mirpur. it is a very important 
road. Froir the time the Praja Sabha has been constituted 
even earlier requests have been made to the Ministers for 
removing this difiiculty, and that a bridge and a Pucca 
Tonga load be constructed uj)to Mangla Mai by a lay-out cf 
about one lac of rupees or a road be constructed upto Dina 
Station. Lacs of rupees go to the Government treasury 
from the Mirpur District therefore it is important that 
facilities be provided for public traffic and the life and 
property of the people be jrotected against damages, if the 
Kashmir Government is not able to bear all this expenditure 
it would not be unreasonable to get half the amount from 
the Poouch Illaqa. With these words I support the 
resolution and emphatically request the Government to 
accept it. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Wajauat Uussain (Home Minister): 
Sir, the present condition of Miri>ur is this. All those 
travellers who have to go from Punjab to Mirpur have to 

face many hardships at Chochian There the river Jehlum 

ramifies into several tributaries and unless they are crossed 
it is difficult to reach the other side. As has been stated 
by L. Kam Lai and fS. Hari singh indeed the travellers are 
considerably inconvenienced, i)articularly in the summer 
and the rainy season. From Chechiau to the other side is 
a distance of two miles and in traversing this distance much 
expense has to be borne. In summer when the days arc 
excessively hot the travellers are troubled a great 
deal. It is indeed veiy imperative that this 
grievance of the travellers be removed. We have 
often said, that we have to consider over several 
other tluugs and not merely to construct roads. Along with 
this what deserves consideration is what are those works 
carrying out of which would beneht the entire public of the 
State. Is is not L Hnin Lai's proposal that a bridge be 
constructed between Gutalian and Oheebian which we may 
cross to reach Jhclum. His proposal is that a road may 
not be constructed for going over to Jehlum, but rather on 
the Lahore Station side t. e. between Gujrat and Jhelum 
and upto Sarai Alamgir Station. The caual hows from 
Chechiau to Jatlan. The Government shall have to acquire 
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land lower down the left bank and prepare a Kaeha road 
from Mirpiiv to Chechian and there will be a Kucha road from 
('hechian to Jatlan. The difficulties that have to be borne 
in so doing have been explained by Sardar Hari Singh. 
There is a Nullah close to Jatlan called Suketar and a 
bridge has been constructed by the Punjab Irrigation 
Department to cross this Nullah. After crossing this bridge 
there is a road which leads to Ali Beg and from there it 
leads to Sarai Alamgir which is a Kailway Station. It has 
been said that a road be constructed from Jatlan to Sarai 
Alamgir which is a part of our State In 1983 this 
proposal was brought before me when Mr. Jardian was the 
Special Minister. He had recommended for the construction 
of this road. But rather had asked for funds from the 
budget. And luckily 1 too had an occasion to go there 
and I learnt of the facts of the case The road which lends 
from Chechian to Ali Beg is along the frontier of our 
State. If this road be constructed the villages of our State 
all being situate on the left side not much of our population 
will be profited l)y it. At that time this was also tried 
that if tlie, other road be constructed, then the State would 
profit immensely. It is this very road for which money 
has been demanded. 'I'liat is if a road he constructed 
between Bhimber and Mirpur hundreds of villages in the 
State will be benefited. On either side of the road arc the 
villages of the State and not the British territory. I appeal 
to the House to consider this. There is no doubt in the 
fact that the traders of Mirpur cannot go over to Jcblum 
but are we to spend money for the traders of Mirpur or 
for the village round about Bhimber and Mirpur. L. 
Rain Lai said that this is the backbone. 1 teink for him the 
brain of the State is situated in Jehlum while for mo it is 
all at Jammu. Therefore it is my duty to look to Jammu 
first and then to the Punjab and finally to provide facilities 
for traffic to Jehlum etc. But this can be done later. From 
the time I have come to this State and the P. W. D. has been 
under me my aim has always been that the fiist thing that 
may be done should be to link up Jammu with other places, 
because Jammu is the Capital of the State. The Capitni 
of Kashmir is Srinaga^ but as compared with Jammu there 
are many facilities there. Only this year we have wivon 
one lac and a half for Akhuoor and Chaugar (Dharmsal). 
But side by side with it I must say that we have great 
basiness dealings with the Punjab and we will not ignore it. 
The Jav-oiit of the road between Mirimr and Bhimber will he 
very advantageous. Our road shall then be only 18 miles 
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firom Giijvat. The road that is iu our State is a Kuclia one 
but not a complete one. Hurther on, the road in Gujrat 
is also incomplete. Therefore we will bo linked up with 
the Railway Station. Now the fiuestioii .arises wliy don’t 
we plan a road alou" with Bhimber and Mirpiir. The 
matter worth consideration is what will be the expendi¬ 
ture? You remember that Lala Bam leal’s proposal is 
for a pucca road I don’t have with me any estimate 
for a pucca road but L do have for a Kucha one. We have 
to spend 16,000 rupees as compeusation for the acquirini? 
of land from Chechain to Jatlan. Besides componsation 
the expenditure for the construction of the road amounts to 
16,000 rupees Tl)at is 28,000 are reqiniTd only for the 
compensation and the constructiou of the road. Besides 
this you are all aware jjentlemen that there are quite a 
number of streams ill thi.sarea and .so b‘ idp;es are needed 
after every seveuth mile At least three or four bridjjes have 
to be necessarily constructed for which a sum of Ks. 30,000 
would be required. That is a total of h’s. 58,000 is the es¬ 
timated expenditure for the construction of this road. Jjala 
Ram Lai has asked for only 40,000 while.'8,0U0 thousands is 
the estimate lor a Kacha road. Apart froui this consideration 
of the expenditure th?re is yet another question and 
that is what has been pointed out by ISaidar Hari Sin^zh tl»»t 
from a very long time attempts are being made that the 
Punjab Government should Itself construct road from Jatlan 
to Chchian. The roasou for doing so uri‘ as fofciowB:— 
When the Upper Jhelum caual was constructed the 
late His Highn ss Maharaja Pratap ^ingb Ji sadd 
to the Punjab i-ioverumeut that the Stale would 
give laud iu compensatiou to the latter. That is 
hr paid the zamiudars of the Punjab Government 
froin Itis own pocket. He acquired land by 
spending the money of the State. At that time 
the Punjab Government made many promises one 
of which was that the road iu que.stion would be 
constructed so that the people of Mir,pur may 
have convenience in going on to Jbelum. The 
State bas been repeatedly writing to the 
Punjab Governmeut. The Hon’ble Prime 
Minister wrote to the Puujab Goveruuiont and a 
reply to that bas been received though; >uot 
satisfactory is this:— 

*'T'bc Punjab Government is enable. ti> provide:^£uJiid8 
from the Reserve in the Centre Hoad dlhind-and 
itwilluot bei possible to proceedvfuvtber with

the scheme till March 1937.” 

That is to say this work cannot be done this year. It 
will be considered iu Mai'ch 1937. Now the question before 
us is whether we should depend on this promise and 
save 58,000 rupees or regard this promise as not very 
likely to be fulfilled. My opinion is that we should wait 
till March 1937 and see what the Punjab (Toverument 
does in this direction. The Uon’bie Prime Minister has 
been writing regularly for the last three year.s to the 
Punjab Government. We even heard that the Heveuue 
Member of the Punjab Uoverninent went round to Mirpur 
and he promised that he would acquire tlie con.sent of the 
Punjab Government in this regard, ilow sad, that he who 
made the promise was not to remain there for long. 
Therefore I would request the House to wait till March 
1937 and the Punjab Government will be requested again.

Sir, the Hon’hle Homo Minister has 
cleared the point which would give rise to misunderstand• 
iug that DO bridge is necessary there 1 he resolution for 
the construction of the road has been opposeti lor two 
reasons. Regarding the road, 1 would appeal to the House 
that the reason given by the Homo Minister that when 
we go to Gujrat side from Bhimber we have to travel 
hundreds of miles from Akhiioor, is a very weak argument. 
It is not correct to say that no village falls lu the way and 
we have to pass through the jungles. Sarai Alamgir 
which is situated between dehlum and liiijrataiul two or 
three stations come iu the way. [ can ik t understand 
whether we will be reaching JoUlum lir5t or daiumu. if we 
have to reach Jammu fiist thou the coiKstruction of the road 
becomes ail the more necessary. The other point which 
the Hon’ble Home Minister observed is that the road is 
situated on the frontier. This i>oint is not borne out by 
the facts of the case. This is one of the boundaries of Llie 
Htate and Briti.sh India in between there is a river Tlie 
boundary or tbe canal is present and on the other side our 
boundary is present also. How then can this be said that

'I'liereforoa motor roail is 
very uri'ently n -ediMl. Of course to sliow to the House it has 
been said tliat the freight tdjarged on Ingiraue carried 
t'ia Oujrat is enn? rupee per maund and via Mirpnr only four 
annas. It is hard to umlerstaud why is the public being 
denied sucli a great facility, b’ifty-eiglit thoiisaiirls is not 
a big sum Tlie relations of the |)eople of those ])iaces and 
those of Jammu arc quite cordial, and people have to travel 
long distances of several hundred miles in order to meet one 
another ami fai’dlities are being denieil to them, without any 
reason- It has boon said before the House that correspon¬ 
dence is going oil witli tlie Puu.iab (lOverumeiit and that 
this (jovernment will write to tliem again that they should 
soon get the road constructed, h'or the last 30 j'ears no 
hopeful Solution has been found nor isthei*e any likelyhood 
of the same, in my opinion to expect the construction of 
this road by the Puniab (ioveminent is a mistake.

Mr. Amar Nath Kohli : No Sir, he says that the people 
below the age of twenty and above fifty who are not willing 
should not be forced. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
This shows that within twenty and fifty 3 ’ears, there 
should be no consent It is for the House now to proix^se 
whether these words be included or not. I think 1 should 
take votes. 

Mian Ahmed Yar : Yes, Sir. 

(Votes were taken) 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
Mr. Ahmed Yar and Mr. Ashai, please count the slips in 
the box. 

Khawaja Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq : Sir, our complaint 
was not that the votes were not correctly counted. Our 
complaint was that the list of voters should be published. 

Mr. President (The Hou’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
All right, if Mr. Ahmed Yar is not here let Mr. Moham¬ 
med Amin replace him. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma : Sir, in that case Sheikh 
Mohammed Amin will come to know who has voted for 
and who voted against it. 

Mr. M. A. Beo : Sheikh Mohammed Amin may know it.

Mb. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) :

Beg: Yes, a good suggestion must replace 
a bad one. 

Mr. Amar Nath Kohli : 1‘would submit tb^t there arc 
many people Avho transport loads in the ihtdrests of ‘ their 
business. Now’ anyone w ho carries a load bf any kind 'what¬ 
soever w’ill be considered a coolie. A* man transports a load 
on his pony from a big town to a small village for his shop. 
Under the present conditions ho will' also be considered a 
coolie. Therefore 1 suggest that the words “cash payment”' 
be added so that the people 1 have referred to may not be 
included among coolies.

Mr. pRESiDBtrr (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) :

I would submit 
that if people in the villages can secure coolies to build ttieir 
houses or C'^rry their loads, I do not see any reason why 
Hovernmcnt onicials too cannot secure them. List may 
certainly be maintained but every one should have the op¬ 
tion to work, 

Mr. President (The flon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt) : 
This cannot be done. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : If he wants, he may have 
his name enlisted, otherwise not. Every one should have 
liberty t) work or not to work. 

Lala Hans Raj: Sir, 1 would like to explain the word 
“liberty”. This country is not yet so good that it be granted 
so much liberty. (Laughter) 

I have rrtany times had this experience in rural areas 
and the Hon’ble Revenue Minister has also witnessed it 
once. I had gone to Pampur to work This work was in 
the interests of the betterment of the. people L had gone 
there to form committees in the , villages.

Mr. Presideni (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : By 


Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Sir, you have under¬ 
stood, but 1 have not. On the one side a written 
‘ consent” is necessary and on the other there is the 
restriction of a^e. Therefore 1 did not at once affree to this 
part. It contains two contradictory things If a person 
is engaged with his ‘‘consent” there is no question of j’outh 
aud old age then. 

This bill has been pivsented so as to do away with 
compulsion. Therefore this amendment has been moved. 

Mr.. President (The jlon’ble Sir Bav,ior Dalai Kt.): 
This bill is not for doing away with compulsion. It is 
for securing of payment for any Government work that 
may be done and for that there will be compulsion. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Sir, you have just said 
that comimlsion is of two kinds. Ono is to force a man to 
do a thing gratis. The other is to pay proper wages but make 
him do a thing for the doing of which his consent is not 
obtained. This bill has been framed by keeping this very 
thing in view that State work should be done when it is 
paid for and that coolies should be registered. 

Mu. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.); 
You are wrong. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: However, Sir, you say 
it is wrong In support of this I would say that even the 
mover has not objected to the receiving of wages. But 
Brahmans are being e.'^craptod ; Moulvis are being exempted. 

Mr. President (The HoiTble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
Who is being exempted? 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: I submit that compul¬ 
sion should not be used for the performance of State work. 
But after promising payment of the proper wages, their 
consent for readiness to work, even though they may be 
paid properly should be obtained. Otherwise the blame 
will still lie on the Kashmir Govornmeot that work is done 
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tore under begar system and that the curse of hegar is still 
there, I therefore support it. Otherwise in the civilized 
world of today we will be blamed with haviuj; the system 
of begar still in existence in Kashmir. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ): 
This is not a Government bill. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: It is in the interests of 
the Government and also to help it in the completion of its 
works. In reality it is aimed at stopping begar. It would 
not be proper to force a persen to earn his wages, against 
his will. It will be a blot on the Kashmir Government. I 
therefore support it.

The Governmont 
sliould therefore not be promt of what they sav even if their 
opinion is with it. The Government should consider the 
opinion of the elected representatives of the people, ibey 
should see what they say. There is a tug between the 
present Government and the people; there can be no 
co-operation between them, because when the people ask tor 
broad they get stones instead, so that they may be silenced. 
If the people demand liberty they are put in heavy chains. 

Sir, before I concludG iny speech I would request all the 
elected’and nominated members to bear in mind that this is 
the hour of our trial. That oath which each of us took 
before taking our seats in the House is now put to test. 
All the promises which we made to our voters for the true 
representation of their feelings are again on trial. Now is 
the time when we should all came out suecossfnl from this 
test This can be doue only when wo all unite to support 
the decision of the country. The country has already given 
its decision in this connection that this law be repealed. 
At this tage 1 would like to take all those gentlemen who 
fire present in this llouae, and who for any reason may have 
to oppose my bill, that 1 assure them that if they help us 
now we will always, not by words alone, but by pi’actical 
co-oporation, support all Ibeir bills and other means may be 
introduced in this House in the public interest. 

Sir those of us who arc sitting on this side have 
decided'that we will try and not allow the Government to 
take a wrong step. Wo will fight We will discuss and we 
will oppose. If the Government does not desist even then, 
we will try to change the present system of Government and 
we will change it. Keeping in view the proceedings of the 
last sessions and also the words which the Hon b e Home 
Minister uttered at the very start against this bilK we do 
not hope that the Government will support us. But once 
again 1 would appeal to the Government that the false 
prestige which it is after cannot last long. No justifacation 
has so far been shown for the bringing of this law on the 
statute Book. The number of cases of rebellion, of other 
criminal cases, of the bomb explosions and of the con¬ 
spiracies that have been hatched against the Government 
all of which may have compelled the Government to frame 
this law, has not been stated >et Because this law has 
passed in British India, it is being thrust on us here, ihe 
Assembly did not pass it there. His Excellency the Viceroy 
passed it by certification. It was rejected in the Assembly 
there but the Viceroy used his special powers and enforced 
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it I cannot understand that the Government has any 
reason because of which it is deemed iiecessfli'y to have this 
law hang round our necks. 

Lala SSiilv Natu Nanda : It has not been hanged round 
your neck. 

Khawaja Ghdlam Mouammed Sadiq : We are the re¬ 
presentatives of the people. 1 once again appeal to those 
members in the House who arc against us, that if they have 
even a little love of country and some feeling of self respect 
in' their hearts they should support the country. Xbe 
country has decided that this law should be repealed'. With 
these words 1 appeal to the House for permission for tho 
introduction of this bill. 

The Hon’ble Wr. ^ajahai Hussain: Sir', onij’ one 
point from out of the brief speech delivered hy Khawa.ia 
Ghulam Mohammed! Sadiq has a]»pealed to me. He ba.s 
said that the tiovernmcnt should not be proud on its 
passing such a bill, it should instead he ashamed. The 
circumstances, though not the bill, are indeed such that 
not only we but the representatives of the people here, 
should also feel ashamed. 

What is the reason for our being ashamed ? In every 
country where such laws ai*e framed or where the Govern¬ 
ment feels the need for such laws, the condition of the 
people is kept in mind ami then those laws introduced. 
Therefore it is reaJly a matter for shame that the people 
should have brought into existence circumstances that 
demand the framing of a law like this. 

There are many ob.iection3 to it The first is that this 
law has been passed only six months back. In all places 
which have parliaments or 8abbas like this, no bill is 
introduced in their life of three or even five years for tho 
repeal of such laws as have once been passed. 

Khawaja Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq: Question. 

The Hon’blb Mio Wajahat Hussain : There is evidence 
for it ; in the British Indian Assembly this bill was not 
passed. Bis Bxcelleney the Viceroy passed it by certifica¬ 
tion No bill for its repeal as yet been introduced there also. 

Khawaja Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq : Perhaps Sir, voii 
are not awao-e of the bill of Mr. B. Base. 

The Hon’blb Mr. Wajahat Hussain: Sir, this bill 
will have the same fate which that bill met. If we go to 

Parliament, instances from where are quoted in this 
Bouse, we will find that if an Act is passed, no bill for its 
repeal is introduced in the life of that Parliament. You 
wiU remember that in the nineteenth century in the time 
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of Mr. Huxloj', Mr. Gladstone and Lord Palmerston and 
others, the party system d€ voloi>ed so much and so many 
mutual wrau^liiijis started that many kinds of Acts had to 
ho enforced. But none of these was repealed later on. 

Now I will tell you what happened to my bill in the last 
sessions. Khawaja Ohulam Mohammed Sadiq has stated that 
all the representatives of the jieople were against it then and 
that the Government passed this bill with the co-operation 
of the nominated members. So far as 1 remerabor I think 
that the members who were against it walked out then. 
Many representatives of the people sympathized with the 
bill and did not w'alk out. 

Sir, you were in the chair then and you gave a ruling 
that votes need not be taken, for those who were opposed 
to it had left the House aud those who were in were all for 
it. 

Mr. M. a. Beg: The walk out took place after votes had 
bceu taken. 

The Hon’dle Mr Wajahat Hussain: If the House 
wants to establish the convention of repealing in one session 
the bills it has passed in a previous session, even then half 
its time will thus be taken up in the repeal of its work of 
past se.ssioiis. You can therefore yourself judge whether 
this will not iiivoine waste of time and whether any useful 
j)uri»ose w'ill be served. 

As for the first objection 1 have stated whether the 
Sahha should or should not consider this bill. 

The second objection is w'hy necessity for the repeal of 
this bill is being felt. Section 108 has been objected to 
most. What is that section? That section does not laj* 
duwn that anyone may be kept under custody or that any¬ 
one may be imprisoned. Its only object is to check those 
people who are a menace to public safety. If they do not 
obey, they will be presented before a court of law. When 
the court weighs nil evidence aud the judge is convinced 
that that person has gone against the law, he is convicted. 
The law lias only been framed to prevent people from 
disturbing the public peace. Wc have no law except this 
one for the maintenance of peace. We have therefore felt 
the necessity for its introduction. We challenge all the 
representatives of the people to declare how many people 
have been charged under this law during the last six mouths 
and how many have been convicted ? Or again how many 
political activities have been stopped ? 

It is wrong to say that police and executive officers 
have passed tys law as a mere “pastime”. We have many 
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reasons for the passing of it. Its object is to punish a man 
if he goes against the law. It was thought that under this 
law disobedience of laws would cease. This effect hasin- 
deed been observed during the last six months. If this law 
had not been on the Statute Book, it is likely that public 
peace would have been greatly disturbed. Khawaja 
Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq in his speech has raised the ob¬ 
jection that reasons were not stated last time. I am sorry 
that I did not like to mention that. 

A VOICE; The instance of a Sadhu was given. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Wajahat Hussain : Yes, the instance 
of a Sadhu was given We have not introduced this law 
wantonly. Do you nf>t know the dispute about temples and 
mosques ? Have you forgotten the state of affairs at Mnltanf 
Many such things have taken place. One would weep if one 
narrated them. If these circumstances had not cropped up 
there should never have been any necessity for the intro¬ 
duction of this law. 


Wo have to open our eyes and see what is going on 
Have such conditions not existed in the State? Do voii 
want me to say all this? Did I he Multan occurrence not 

lake place? Hid the disj)ute not take place at Parol ? Did 

nothing happen in Poonch ? Who did all that? Did the 
Government do that? Did the non-State-subiects who, you 
t^hmk, have no sympathy with yon do it ? We should have 
been highly pleased if these conditions had not at all come 
into being. You will, therefore, excuse me if 1 say that 
we were compelled to pass this law. A very comprehensive 
bilJ was introduced in the last session at Jammu, It did 
not consist of Section 108 alone. It had many other sections. 

oil, it was you who said that after an experience of 
uve yeai*s you had come to the conclusion that no Govern¬ 
ment couM really carry on here until this law, permission 
mr the repeal of which is being sought now, was passed, 
lou, teir, were appealed to. As you were the Prime Minister

Mian Ahmed Yau’s Civil Procedure amendment 

REGULATION No. 9 OF l9fK) RbPBAL BiLL. 

Mr. President (The Llon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
Will any one oppose the introduction of this bill ? 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : Yes, I will do it. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
This procedure is being followed according to Section 51, 
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iMian Ahmed Yar : Sir, about the objects and reasons 
which prompted me to seak permission for tho introduc¬ 
tion of this bill, 1 would only like to submit that no law 
should consist of self-contradictory sections. That makes 
the very purpose of the law doubtful. Section 60 of the 
Regulation No. 10 of 1977 of.the Civil Procedure Code al¬ 
ready contained amongst other provisions clause (A) accord¬ 
ing to svhich political pensions or allowances are not liable 
to be attached. But in the amendment to the Civil l*ro- 
cedure Code dated the 13th of Phagan 1990 clause (g) has 
been added to Section 60 of the Civil Procedure Code ac¬ 
cording to which half the income of Jagirs has been de¬ 
clared to be liable to attachment. Almost all the Jagirs 
here have been granted on political grounds and they are 
included in the term ‘ political pension*’. It is therefore 
absolutely misleading to have two contradictory clauses in 
the sauiC section. There is already the Uuardiau and 
Wards Regulation for the realization of the debts of Jagir- 
dars. Arrangements for the realization of debts can be 
made through the Court of Wards according to the law of 
the Slate. 


The previous practice here was to secure the permission 
of His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur for the attachment 
of a part of the income of an Illaqadar or Jagirdnr. There 
is no need, to deviate now' from this practice. The cause 
of the conferment of Jagir is the royal pleasure and the 
Jagirs continue during the pleasure of His Highness the 
Maharaja Bahadur. Therefore it this clause is allowed 
to remain as it is it w'ill throw the royal pleasure also into 
the back-ground. 

X have framed this bill with the object of removing 
imbugity. As realization of the debts of Jagirdars have 
always ^en made under the Guardians and Wards Regulation 
in a civilized manner, therefore a bill to amend the nre^ent 
law according to which half of the Jagir is liable to 
attachment is presented now. X, therefore, move for leave 
to introduce it. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak: Hon*bIe President, Jagirs were 
completely liable to attachment previously in tL Stat^ 
Accordingly many snob cases were instituted and on t he 
award of decrees attachments took place. Subscouentlv 
according to order No. 9 of 13th Phagan 1990 an 
was made in the Criminal Procedure Code that on?v h«^f 
of a Jagir will be liable to attachment ° 

Many moves have so far been made in this House to 
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.safeguard the rights of the poor aubjocts. This law is 
presented for the safeguard of the mouied. My loarued 
brother, Mian Ahmed Yar Saiiib, must be aware that the 
dagir Committee divided the Jngirs into three kinds. 
There are, now,,the lllaqadars the Jagirdars, the Muahdars 
or Mastammiridars of Mukar.vridars. 

The minor Jagirs with smalt iuc<)mu8 are Mukararidai’s 
uosv. The big Jagirdars are lllaqadars. 

The question is on what priuciple is this proposed i In 
section (>0 we lind that agricultural implements, artisan’s 
tools and widows residential rooms have been exempted 
from attachment. Th is means that the attachment should be 
of such a kind that the poor and the helpless may not be 
deprived of the uecessarie.s of life. The ameudmont which 
has been moved docs not at all raise the question of the 
protection of the lights of the poor. The point is that no 
zamiudar's laud is liable to attachment. Only the crop can 
be attached. A Jagiidar’s position is that of an “a.«signee 
of land-rercnue” and this is his heritable right, because the 
right descends from father to son. 

The argument put forth by my learned friend that 
Jagirs will continue during the pleasure of the Rules is 
correct. But Jagirs cannot be political pensions. 

The land oi the zamindars cannot be attached for the 
.■‘like of payment of debts. According to this amendment 
the Jagirs will not be liable to attachment now. 

The uiouey-leiideps have already got many facilities 
to realize their debts. The Agriculturists* Relief Kenlatioa 
and other laws are already in forece* In spite of ajl this 
the present amendment is moved without any reason. Half 
tho income of the Jagirdars is already exempt. Why should 
the other half be also declared such ? No argument has 
been advanced in suipport of this 1 would therefore 
submit, that under these ciroumstances leave tor tho 
introduction of this bill should not be granted.

Mk. President (The Hon*b}e Sir Barjor Dalai Kt>: 
Does an.ybody want to oppose f 
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regulation no. VI OP 199(). 

Pandit Amar Nath KaIc; Yes, Sir 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla; My argument is that Sir 
Walter Lawrence bad stated that the zaniindar of Kashmir 
is not far-signted. If he goes on alienating hisJand hiacondition 
will naturally grow worse. Mr. (now Sir) B. J. Qlancy also 
agrees that the possibility of the condition of the peasant 
getting deteriorated still exists. My friends can see 
page 37 of the Glancy Commission Report. Mr. Glancy 
has written, that and acknowledged in that the Kashmir 
peasant is d<-1 prudent and that he cannot safeguard his 
land. Therelore xt she uld be safiguarded so that it nxay 
not go out ot his possession This is the reason that not 
only did the Glancy Commission write (in course of 
recommendations) but Bis Bighness;the Maharaja Bahadur, 
while sanctioning the recommendations and granting f|he 
rights of proprietojship, commanded that this right should 
not be used recklessly atd improperly. Bis Highness 
commanded the Bou’ble Revenue Minister to see how the 
peasant of Kashmir could be saf^uarded. 

It is not to be denied that it was with the object of 
safeguarding the interests of the zamindarsof Kashmir that 
the law of Prior Purchase was passed. But my friends are 
aware of the reality of this law. In fact when that hill 
was introduced in the Bouse, it was stated that the 
proposed law is not adequate. 

When the law of Prior Purchase was presented and 
discussed in this House, my learned opponent argued that 
the strong would take the land from the weak. The 
GJanoy Commission also recommended that it would bo 
proper to have a law of Prior Purchase 

My object in introducing this bill today in the Hou^e is 
that under the present ciroumstances there is a great 
necessity for it. In the Kashmir State, since the grant of 
the rights of proprietorship to the peasants there are no 
safeguards for his land. 

My first argument is that as yet no definition of the 
word “agriculturist” has been given by the Government. 

There is a definition of the word for the Jammu Province 
and none fqr Kashmir. 

Your honour has admitted that the definition of the 
word “agriculturist” with reapect to Kashmir ia not positive. 
This 18 what your honour’s decision was, when in reply to a 
question the Hon’ble Revenue Minister stated that the 
dehnition of “agriculturist” in the Kashmir Valley is 
negative and not positive. If the Jammu and Kashmir 
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Pra.ja 8abba Debates Volume No. 1, |>ai t 1, pajie 69 isesatniued 
it will be fouud that the Government ijas acknowledged that it 
is a fact that the debnitiou of •Agricullurist” for the 
Kashmii' Valley is negative. Wliat vsas needed was to 
safeguard the land but when a law was made, this term was 
defined in such a way that there was no protection. If you 
see page 69 of the Debates of th? last session, you will see 
that the llon’ble President remarks,..... 

Mr President (The iiou’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
You say that the Hon’ble President has said. Sometimes 
you say the Hon’ble President has said aud sometimes that 
the Government has stated. A reply may be only an opinion 
which is not binding on the Goveinmeut. 

Modlvi Mohammed Abdulla : The Hon’ble President 
gave the reply on behalf of the Government. I mean to 
point out that there is no definition of the “agriculturist”. 
1 would ask the House if they know of any instance in the 
world of a law being framed and no definition given. As 
there is no definition at present, land is not safeguarded, 
ytate servants, Sabukars, traders have all been included 
in the “agricultural classes”. Lauds are fast being 
transferred to their names on account of their influence. 

Mr. PRESiDENf (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt. ): 
Are you of the opinion that a man should cease to be 
agriculturist when he takes up State service? 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdolla: I mean that State 
servants should be prohibited from purchasiug land. 
Section 6 of the law’ lays dowu that a non-State-subject 
cannot purchase laud, lu the same way restrictions should 
be imposed on State servants, Sabukars and traders. I do 
not want to mention any names. If you want 1 am 
prepared to do that too. 

A gentleman who was once the Prime Minister in this 
State has had twenty-one villages transferred to his name 
as Assam! rights. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: Who cultivates the land? 

This agriculturist State servant spent eight lacs on a 
marriage. They were not like the State servants of today. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
You, of course, dislike the State servants of today. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Sir, 1 have no dislike 
for them. I mean that State servants should not purchase 
land through their influence. 

Lala Sbiv Nath Nanda; He means that his son should 
not be able to purcha.se land. 

M?*?*'I* Mohammed Abdulla: There need be no joking^^ 
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I do not want to waste time here by this sort of fiin. The 
8abha consists of cultured people and irrelevant interi up- 
tions should not be made in serious speeches. 

I submit that the State servants with their influence 
and the traders by the pressure of their debts manage to 
have land transferred to their names. Influential people 
have taken possession of lands. The question briefly is that 
there are His Highness* commands that land should bo 
safeguarded and proprietorship granted. But on the other 
hand State servants, trader and monied people are buying 
lauds. 


If the need for protection exists. I hope. Sir, yon will grant 
leave for th»? introduction of this bill I do not hat'* traders. 
1 do not hate Sahukars, nor do 1 hate State servants, but 1 
want that there should be regularity and there should no 
longer be any serfdom. Outside the House Lala Shiv Nath 
Nanda agrees with me. Inside it he opposes me. I wonder 
Major-Heneral Rko Bahaduk Thakuk Janak Sinoh Ji : 
“When in private^ they act differently.*’ 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: 1 do not understand 
why there is this joking here 

IjALa Shiv Nath Nanda: 'I'here sliould be no restriction 
for Vakils. Sahukars and traders cannot purchase laud. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Certainly Vakils may 
also be included in the Select Committee. 1 do not object to 
that. 

Pandit Amau Nath Kak : Hon’ble President. Before 
putting my view point before this House about the amend¬ 
ment to the Alienation of Laud Regulation I would like to 
quote the words of this amendment. It runs: — 

“that in the province of Kashmir the transfer of laud 
in favour of a person whose means of livelihood 
wholly or mainly is Government service or 
banking or royal gifts, ia prohibited.” 

If this amendment is dispassionately thought over, it 
seems that the object of my learned friend is that if a zamin- 
daror a peasant who owns four kanals of laud, secures a 
Government job of rupees ten per month, his name should 
be removed Irom the list of agricultural classes. He \^ ill no 
longer have the right to purchase laud in future. Ho 
should cease to be a zamiudar because he gets an ordinary 
job (in the State). If a zamiudar who owns two or three 
kanals of land lends out three or four hundred rupees and 
the protits from lhi.s debt exceed the iucome from the land 
he should cease to remain on the list of agricultural classes. 
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The Ja'^ii’dars sa}’ that they alone are agriculturists. If 
the man who had secured au ordinary .iob is dismissed from 
service and on the other hand his name is removed from 
the list of affricnltiiral classes, he will have nothinsi to fall 
back upon. There is no tiuarantee in service. There is 
no possibility fc)r the children of those wIjo are in State 
service now to be able to secure employment under the 
State. If these centlemen save ten or tifteen rupees and 
without any uikIuo influence and by fair dealing alone 
desire to purchase land, it Wnnld become impossible for 
tliem to do so (if this law is passed). My learned friend has 
forf^otteu tliat there is a law in the State Servants Conduct 
Rules on our Statute Book. Accordinp to this law no St.ate 
servant can purchase land without the sanction of his 
Departmental Head concerned Offleial enquiries ai*e made 
about it. 

Mr. President (The Uon’ble Sir Har.ior Dalai Kt.).: 
J think it is only witli the permission of the 
Government. 

Pandit Amar Nath Kak : Yes, Sir. It is necessary to 
secure the permission of not only the Dopartiuentnl Hoad 
but the Government also. In his speech m> learned friend 
has stated that lands are st'cured tbrtuifjh offleial influence 
but he does not know that without liovernment permission 
no official can purchase land. 

Zamindars demand that they alone should be given 
State service. If this bill is passe<l, tl:ey will cease to be 
zamindaTS as soon as they are taken in Hovernment service. 
A refutation of the arguments of my learned friend is to be 
found in the Glancy Commission Report. It says that the 
Kashmir peasant can discriminate between protit and loss 
now, and that he should be tfiveu the right of proprietor¬ 
ship. The report says that he will bo saft^uarded if u 
Laud Alienation Regulntion is drawn up on the Punjab 
model and enforced here. There was only one drawback in 
it i. c. there was no restriction on the right of prior ^jur- 
chase. Now a Prior Purchase Regulation has also been 
passed and that complaint too is over We don’t under¬ 
stand how he wants i o fiu thcr safeguard the land. I have 
got the Punjab Laud Alieuution Act with me. (In Sauskrit 
it would be called Adarash (model). A Itegulatiou has 
beeu enforoed here ou the same lines of the Punjab Regnia* 
tion. In the Punjab we do'uot tind tiny T’esiriebiou of .the 
kind proposed by the aineudmeut of my learned friend. 
The Punjab Law is a model before us. If itJioiie is no 
restriction o| the kind in thgt 4 Up npt khow on ’w h»t 
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grounds necessity for the imposition of this restriction is 
being felt h.erp. Moreover there is no need for any 
restriction. 

I would submit one thing more. In the Punjab, and 
here also, the principle is that a list of agniculturaJ tribes or 
agricultural classes should be drawn up. The word 
“agriculturist” cannot be defined for the sake of a particular 
individual. My friend has submitted an impracticable 
proposal. It is not possible to declare a man a? an agricul¬ 
turist today and a non-agriculturist the next day and as an 
agriculturist ^ain some time later. 1 would, therefore, 
submit that this amendment is not worthy of acceptance* 
His complaint will beTemoved. There is no permanent 
list here. 1 think that this amendment is repugnant, leave 
for its introduction should not be granted. 

The last thing I would like submit is that he has 
repeatedly said that an ftr^Puime Minister acquired 
twenty-one villages. That Pcime Minister was not onJv a 
servaut of the State. He came here with Msharaia 
Gulab 8iiigh when he came to the place. Xf I am not 
wrong he used to get a pice per rupee from ,the income of 
the State. Moreover when in 1935, 1936 (.Bikrami,) people 
rau^a.way from here and tiie laud was .unoccupied, he took 
possesion of it and had it cultivated. tHe was given laud

1 a <lay, but on the other haiul it his 
daughters and other females also help Lim the 3 ^ can earn 
Ks. 3 to 4 a dai-- and thus the household expeudiLure cau he 
easilj' managed. This is the only means by which povei ty 
can be removed from the country. 1 do not mean as Jkls 
been stated by my friend tJheikb yahib that in the iiresenoe 
of schools w'hich are working smoothly there is no necessity 
of making any other arrangement, there aie many who 
are so poor that they cau not spare time even to go to 
schools. All women are not “ladies”. Some people arc 
such as find work only for 8 months in a year and therefore 
it is necessary that tailoring and embroidery should be 
taught to the women. I claim no originalit}’ to this 
resolution but for this J have got a magazine with mo and 
on page 37 of this magazine it is written that all the 
countries have been affected by this movemeut and the 
fCononiists are at anxious to know how to provide work to 
all the members of a family, and since under the existing 
circumstances one man has to support 20 member/ 
therefore unless all the members work the poverty can 
not be removed w'hatever efforts the Government may put 
in.

Mr. President (The Bon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 


Then why do you follow them? 

MouLvr Mohammad Abdulla : It is necessary to follow 
in case some useful object has to bo achieved. When 
mv respocitd friend Sheikh Abdul Hamid stated that it is a 
burden upon the Government and sympathised with them 
at that time 1 was reminded of an anecdote from Masanavi 
Moulana Room that a gentleman had a pet dog whom ho 
loved very much because the dog was very faithful and 
kept watch over his house. Once he started on a journey 
aud took, a bag containing some looves and bisouRs. 
But when the dog began to starve on the way his 
master started weeping. A man passed that way ana 

enquired why he wept, He was tol^ that the mau loveq 
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thp do" more than his own child because it was very 
faithful and now it was dyiim of hiiiii^er. Tlie strau"eV 
inquired about tlie contents of the bag and was told that 
it contained eatables The ’stranger felt astonished ami 
said that inspite of the fact that he had eatables wjth 
him in the bag how was it that he did not give any¬ 
thing to the dog ? The gentleman replied that this was 
what lie had saved and if ho gave any portion of that 
saving, nothing could be left with him. The stranger 
said in reply that it was a strange .syn path}’ that he was 
not prepared to give any thing to the dog from the bag. 
This instance bolds good in the present case. If it is in 
this way that the Government would treat them faithful 
subjects, 1 would say that it will be a buiden upon the 
Government. The Government should feel sympathetic

The point is 
that Moulvi Sahib in his speech, has not given any reniv 
to the first objection raised by L Hans Raj that first of all 
the Government would have to devise measures whereby 
the old fashioned people could be persuaded to send their 
daughters to schools. Therefore if Moulvi Sahib wants it 
for his own family I am prepared to accept this resolu 
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tion in no time. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdullah: 1 want this resolution 
for the poor people. 

'I'HE Ho.s’ble Mu. Wajahat Hussain (Home M iuistor): 
Becauso the majority of t he people in our State are poor 
therefore the (piestion of rich and poor does oot arise 
here. 

In the first place the Government can notact upon 
this resolution because of the fact that most of tlie 
])eople will not .<end tlnir girls to the schools which 
will be started and thus insi)ite of the fact that the 
Government will be incurring a huge ex])enditure, the 
benefit will b’ d-rived only by a few, as has been pointed 
out by Lala llaus Itaj that this scheme will not prove 
bcnelieiul for the subjects. Moulvi Sahib should let us 
know as to what he really wants. He has stated that in- 
dustjial training should be imparted to the women and 
tliat schools be opened for this purpose. He wants all 
this to be done at once yince he has stated that such 
instructions should' be imjiarted to them within 6 or 8 
months. If it is done the case will be the same as we 
find in the Primary schools, that is when the boys or the 
girls leave the schools after completion their prin'ary edu¬ 
cation iu live or six months they forget everything. If 
this is the intention of Moulvi Sahib, 1 cannot agree with 
him If industrial education is to he imparted to the 
womou, they svill have to devote one or two years for it 
and not six or eight months Primary schools for girls 
already exist iu the State where such education is already 
imparted. Perhaps Monlvi Sahib is not rtware of it but 1 
kilow it because 1 always^ find an opportunity of seeing^ the 
report of the Chief Inspectress which clearly shows that ins- 
tructioiH in tailoring, cooking and other household affairs 
aro being imparted ill theQe schools. Uudfer these civeum- 
stauoes, therS does ttot seem to be any necessity of opening 
separate schools for imparting industrial education. It is 
because he lives in Srinagar that Moulvi Mohammed Abdullah 
has in his resolution recommended that industrial education 
should be imparted to the women living in cities and towns 
only and has totally ignored the women living in the 
villages Had Moulvi Sahib stated that such arrangements 
should bo made not only in the cities but in the villages 
alsC‘, the resolution could have been reasonable to senne 
extent.

got a chance to day. My submission is that in the^presence 

prog^ress^in^thf country cannot mfke any 

direction of trade or industry. In fact whMe 

fixing customs duty, no principle has been followed. The 

customs duty IK of three kinds, namely, Prohibitive duty 

Protective duty and Revenue duty, but in onr State out of 
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these three principles not even one has been kept in view. 

Pandit JiA Lal Kilam: The third one has been kept in 

'''‘""^Sheikh Mohammad Amin: 1 will refer to it later on and 
<,how that this too has not been kept in view but has been 
disregarded. First, 1 will take up the protective duty. The 
obiect of levying this duty is to protect the industries of the 
country to improve them and to be able to compete 
the outside market. Not only the 

for those articles which are manufactured in the btate but 
the State policy is opposed to this and 

iuiposed upon the raw materials is so heavy that no artmle 
canafter manufacturing be sold here there 

cannot be any industrial development in the btate. 

Under these circumstances the starting of an industrial 
concern would simply moan loss. In British India, on t^ 
other hand, the customs duty on goods manufactured ^rom 
raw material is comparatively low. For instance take the 
case of cotton rope. If it is manufactured abroad and 
imported in the btate, no customs duty is levied tipon iti but 
if raw cotton is imported in the State it is habit to 
r» per cent, customs duty. Similarly 30 per cent, customs 
duty is imposed on crude rubber but only o per cent, customs 
duty is levied upon the rubber stamps. If we import glass 
made articles we have to pay only 10 per cent, as customs 
duty but one has to pay 25 per cent, on glass. Now take the 

ease of leather. 20 per cent, customs is levied on chronie 
leather but only 10 per cent, duty on ^ooU made 
of chrome leather and the same is the case ^ith the 
rest of the tariff in the State. 1 have referred to only 
a few cases and Sir, if you take these into consideration 
vou will find that when we have to pay so much customs 
diitv on the raw material no industry can be run in 
tbe^State on account of the fact that customs duty 
levied on the raw material is higher than that 
on the manufactured goods. The Government 
repeatedly been requested to reconsider the rates of customs 
duty imposed on rubber stamps and similar other goods but 
this matter has not so far received any consideration at the 
hands of the Government. In reply to a question the 
Uou’ble B'inanee Minister stated the other day .*^2* 9”^ 
customs tariff is quite in accordance with the tariff in Brifcisii 
India. 1 think this reply was given without considering tne 
matter. 1 would take to cite one instance showing tne 
difference between the Customs tariff prevailing in 
India and in the btate. For instance British Indian Taiiff

makes no mention of “Azarband” but in (be .State before 
1934 it was liable to 7^ per ceni. customs duty aud after 1934 
It has been raised to 25 per cent. 

In the case of Nawar, it was liable to 7.^ Percent 
customs duty before 1934 and now it has been'raisc<l to 
25 per cent. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Baijor Dalai L’t)- 
That goes against 3 'our proposition. The Nawar is imported 
into the State readj’ made. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin: My submission is that in 
levying customs duty no principle lias been followed. 

Now I will take the case of tanning. The obieet of 
starting tannery at Jammu was to tan the leather produced 
in the State, to manufacture foot wear etc., and to sui)niv 
these to the State and ti e traders over there. But nctuallv 
what IS going on is that, in order to set up the tannery 
according to the terms of agreement, all the tanned leather 

j ^ • _ . t . ^ on t paying any cusiom. duty, 

and since in this way the tannery has nothing (o rav a.s 
customs duly on chrome leather the result is that the 
traders of the State dealing in leather made articles are 
ruined and become out of work, because of the fact that 
they have to pay heavy customs duty in securing cJirome 
leather from the market. 

Besides this the emstoms duty on tanned chrome leather 
has been raised by 10 per cent, and thus not to st>eak of the 
big merchants, but the small traders like Bakarwals aud 
butchers suffered a great loss, with the obieet of safeg-^ardina 
the tannery. Afterwards with the object of safeguarding 
the tannery the Government imposed a 2 per cent. cu‘*toms 
duty on crude leather and the Customs Department put it 
into practice, but inspite of that the work of tanning leather 
IS not carried on in Jammu Tannery with the result that 
crude leather from the State is sent over to Sialkot and some 
companies at other places where it remains for mouths to¬ 
gether. And since in other lllaqas no customs duty is levied 

is sent over to the market for 
being sold, the result is that the crude leather from these 
lllaqas is cheaper and therefore it is soon disposed of and 
sent over to the companies for tanning and thus we suffer a 
great loss in the competetion. Many complaints and applica¬ 
tions were made to the effect that the Government should 
issue orders that in Jammu no tanned leather and goods 
made of foreiSD tanned leather other than that tanned in 
the State should be purchased for the Military and other 
Depai-tments in the State. But contrary to this the practice

which is followed is to order the taunery to supply those' 
^oods manufactured from leather which are tauued at 
Cawnpur. The taiiuory did not rest satisfied with this ouly 
but has been supplying to the Government on double profit 
ready made articles like boots etc., manufactured outside the 
State. 

SuEiEB Abdol Hamid : Can I ask whether he is speak¬ 
ing on his resolution ? His resolution relates to the es¬ 
tablishment of a Tariff Board and has no connection with 
the ready made articles. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin; Mj*^ submission is that. 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid : Only one man can speak at a 
time. Is this speech of his based on facts ? 

Sheikh Mohamm.^d Amin : It is based on facts. My 
submission is that the setting up of Tariff Board is necessary 
to prevent such unlawful acts so that the factory may run 
smoothly and tlie countr}" maybe benefited and not to fail 
1 he intention of the Government by keeping the pcTSOnal 
interests in view. 1 think Sheikh Sahib has not seen the 
wording of iny re.solution. The second point I w’ant to refer 
is to levy prohibitive dut 3 * which does not exist in the State. 

There are certain ai'ticles like tobacco and cigarettes 
which are liable to prohibitive duty and similarly prohibi¬ 
tive duty should be imposed upon tbe leather imported from 
outside and orders should be issued t * tiio effect that the 
Government should purchase only leather made goods made 
df leather tanned in the State. In the Stale the 'Govern¬ 
ment is itself deriving on profit of 25 per cent, to 50 percent, 
and not to speak of India, but nowhere in the world do we 
find such an example where 25 per cent, customs 'duty is 
levied on home-made goods. For instance if timber from 
Kashmir is taken to Jammu it is liable to 25 per ceilt. 
customs duty and all the timber of the State which is im¬ 
ported from Wazirabad or Jhelum is liable to 20 per cent. 
custoinS'duty. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjoi* iDalal Kt.): 
You are speaking about Wttzirabad which is outside 'the 
State. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin: I am 'referring to 'tbdt 
timber which is brought to Wazirabad and Jbelum from 
Kashmir through the river and wb'idh has on it the moos 
(atompv) of the State. 

The'timber from the'State is sold at tbe rate Of Ra. 2 
per foot, while at jRmmu it is sold at 'Rs. 3-^8-0 per foot, 
and Rs. 60 are 'realised as road'toll'dn'n'rdad dOO miles long. 

Mr. f’uESrpENT (The TJoiTlile Sil’ Barjoi* UivJgl iJStJ)'*,- 
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Which road is 400 miles long ? The road is uot so long. 

Sheikh Mohammed Ashn ; The road going i'rom Jammu 
to Bomba}^ is nearly 1,400 miles long and there is no road 
toll. 

J 5 iXr_ President (The Hon’ble Bir Barjor Dalai Kt.); 
That is not a hilly road. 

Major-General Rao Bahadur Thakur Janak Singh Ji : 
The same road toll is levied on the Murry road. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin : Besides this road remains 
open for six mouths only and is not so i»opular as Ra\Yal- 

pindi road. . 

Our Government has entered into a treaty with the 

Bidtish Goveriiraeut by virtue of which all kinds of goods 
from the frontier (Ladakh etc) can be conveyed only 
through Jbeluin Valley Road and uot by the Banihal Cart 
Road. There is no arrangement for a fruit market at 
Jammu, while levying road toll, the Customs Department 
ought to keep these facts in view. Boside.s they get from 
the Government of India a refund of Hs. lB-12-0 in the 
shape of bond. 

Before 1931 there was no customs duty on grains. Bo 
much wheat as was sufficient to meet all sorts of require- 
• ments could be produced in Jammu in that case such res¬ 
trictions to prevent the import wheat from outside or to 
levy customs duty on it were necessary, but when wo can 
ndt X)^t>duce wheat sufficient to meet our requirements and 
when’Ave cannot do without importing it from outside, is it 
proper to levy so much customs duty on wheat. Similarly 
there was no customs duty ontvice. 

One thing more and that is that in addition to the 
Customs Department, there is an Audit Department also 
which raises objections on every item and raises the customs 
duly'from 10 per cent, to 20 per cent, and from 26 per cent, 
to 50 pdr cent. Under Section 116 this Department has 
been empowered to receive less customs duty. (For instance 
I will take the case of crude sugar. Crude sugar worth 
thousand of rupees is imported into the ‘Btate and it was 
liable to custotrys duty ^t’the rate Of -/G/- per maund. 

Mu. President (The Hon’ble "Sir iBanjoi* Dalai Ki.): 
Whdt do you say, whrtt was liable to customs duty at the 

rale of -/OZ- per maund. 

BiiEiku 'Mohammed Amin-: 'Crude sugar, Bir. 

Lala Shiv Vath Vjmvai Do you‘mean-Minja ? 

Bheiku Mohammed Amin: Yes S»r,'orudo sugar. Borne 
days’back the Audit Department raised au cbjection .that 
When this was not iudhidcd in the Special Bchcdule it should 
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also be liable to customs duty at the rate of Rs. 1-1-0 per 
mauud, as was done with ordinary sugar. 

It would have been better to have this matter settled 
by the Government but the Customs Department itself de¬ 
cided it and struck out a balance of Rs. 300, Rs. 400 or 
Rs. 500 outstanding against every trader’s name as customs 
duty on this article imported into the State during the past 
three munths. Summons were issued to them and their 
goods were confiscated on which there was a dispute. The 
matter was referred to the British Government and the 
result was that the Government had to refund the amount 
realized in excess. 

Major-General Rao Bahadur Thakuu Janak Singh Ji : 
He should have taken “Khandseri” to be a Greek word. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin: The Customs Department 
finds out some reasons or the other to enhance the rates of 
the customs duty, I regret to say that I have not got with 
me the record of the correspondence which 1 hold with the 
British (Government. There has been a good deal of corres¬ 
pondence between myself, British India and other States re¬ 
garding this matter and if 1 find an opportunity I will try 
to show at .Jammu that there too Section 36 is found and 
this has been copied in the State, but its operation in the 
State is quite different from there. 

There the procedure is like this that first the proposal is 
submitted by the Tariff Board, then the Customs rates are 
passed in the Legislative Assembly and finally it is publish¬ 
ed in the Government Gazettn that it will come into 
operation from such and such date. And if due to a clerical 
mistake Rs. 20 arc realized instead of Rs. 25 this loss is made 
good. The process of law-making in the State is similar to 
that of the Punjab, but they are wrongly iuterpretted. 

Mr. President (The Hon'ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
The question before us is about the Tariff Board and not 
about the method of realization. You are referring to 
making recoveries. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin: My submission is that it is an 
important matter. The State administration and our officers 
have included many things in the personal luggage, while 
in British India it is very less. The members sitting in this 
House are aware of the fact that good many articles are 
brought to Jammu from Lahore or Sialkot and that the 
people of Jammu have i running account with Messrs 
Ghulum Qadir and Co. of Sialkot. 

You can guess as to how many inhabitants of Jammu 
are purchAsiug articles of necessity from Jammu and bow 
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many from Lahore or yialkot. And since many things are 
included in personal luggage, so they bring it without 
paying any customs duty and this is why the traders at 
Jammu are feeling dejected and one cannot find out many 
varieties in goods even after making a thorough search. 
They feel that on account of excessive customs duty in the 
State one cannot have thinss on cheap rates. X will cite an 
instance When Major Hadow came to Srinagar his luggage 
reached there after a month or two and he told that as that 
was his personal luggage, no cu^toms duty should be realiz¬ 
ed from him. The Customs Department demanded to inspect 
the luggage which contained articles made of Silver. Till 
that time silverware worth Hs. GOO were included in the 
personal luggage but the articles brought by Major Hadow 
were worth Rs. 1,200. Since under rules silverware wortli 
Rs. 600 could be regarded as personal luggage and hence 
exempt from duty, therefore the Custouis Depai'tmeut 
told him that as the silverware were worth Rs. 1,200 
the customs duty ou it must be paid. But Major Hadow 
replied that all this is silverware and so it should be 
released immediately otherwise there is danger of its being 
damaged. After this these articles worth Rs. 1,200 were 
exempted from customs duty by the Government and orders 
were issued that in future silverware of the value of 
Ra. 1,200 should be exempted from customs duty. In 
British India only those things which are brought with 
oneself are considered to be personal luggage and 
exempted from customs duty, while here even those articles 
which are subsequently sent for by such persons are 
exempted from customs duty. 

Mb. President (.The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
What you say is absolutely incorrect. 

Sbeikh Mohammad Amin: Moreover the Tariff 
underwent a complete change in 1934. The responsible 
officers want that the income of the Department should 
increase. Sir, just look at the Scheduled rates of the year 
1932 and those of the 1934. 

For merely the customs duty on fresh as well as dried 
fruits was 7^ per cent but now it is 20 per cent, and customs 
duty on fresh and dried vegetables was per cent, but 

now it is 10 per cent. The customs duty on Indian glassware 

was 7^ per cent, now it is lOpor cent. Customs duty on coffee 
was 15 per crnt but now it is 25 per cent. The silk waste 
was free from customs duty but now it is liable to 25 per 
cent, customs duty. The bleaching powder was charged 
at the rate of 2^ per cent but now it is 5 percent. The 
customs duty on Caustic Soda was 2^ per cent, but now 
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it is 5 per cent. The glass beads etc., were charged at 
the rate of 15 per cent, but now they are liable to 20 per cent, 
customs duty. The customs duty on Hax, twist and yarn 
was 74 ])er cent, but now it is 25 per cent. The customs 
duty on iudian b.'Ots and shoes was 7^ per cent, but now it 
is 10 per cent The customs duty on silver thread and wire 
was 5 per cent, but now it is 10 per cent, 

Mr. President (The Hon’blo Sir Bar.ior Dalai Kt.) : 
Why so much difference. Is there any principle in this: 

SiiEiKn Moh.xmmad Amin : Sir, 1 submit that no principle 
is followed. The rates have been so much increased that 
many articles which were previously imported are not 
imported now'. 

air, the customs duty on crystallised sugar was Re. -/12/- 
per iTiaund but now it is Rs. 1/ 12/- per maund and the sche¬ 
dule is totally obange<l.

Sheikh Mohammad Amin : Since 1934. Tbereforeinorder 
to revise the whole thing aTariff Board must be established 
Aly submission is that the British Tariff is copied in the 
State but the principle in vogue there is not kept in view 
Formerly per cent, duty was levied on Madraa^ cloth but 
afterwards 50 per cent, duty was levied on artificial silk cloth 
with the result that even its production was stopped In 
British India the percentage of silk and artificial silk present 
in cloth is taken into account, but here in the State the rate 
has been fixed but the principle is not followed; It reminds 
me of the example cited by General Janak Singh Ji that 
when he visited a certain place the people there were made 
to stand in a row and out of them the fat ones were taken 
into custody. Similarly there is no trained person who 
may keep percentage into account and the result is that all 
sort of cloth is subjected to 50 per cent, customs duty irrespec¬ 
tive of the fact, that it contains larger percentage of cotton 
and less of artificial silk and thus liable to 20 per cent, or 3Q 
per cent, customs duty. The rule in force in British India is 
that when the goods arrive at the port the Customs Departs 
menttakes asample of the goods and sends it to the Chemical 
Examiner in the adjoining room. He then send the result 
ol the examination showing the percentage of cotton, silk and 
wool present therein and the customs duty is levied in 
accordance with that remit. But here the principle is 
copied while the practice is qqite different, and which is 
proving detrimental both to the traders and che subjects. 
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With these wonU. I submit that a 'i'ariff Hoard similar 
10 the Advisory Board of the Food Control Department 
should be set up and I hope tlie Government benclies will 
also supix)it IT 15 ’- resolution. 

Lala Amau Nath Kohli ; Hou’ble President mv 
esteemed friend fc>hoikh Mohammad Amin has clearly 
explained that the rates of customs duty in the State are 
very high. He has already stated that there are three 
objects of imposing customs duty namely the Revenue 
the Protective and the Prohibitive. The income of the 
Customs Department is increasing everj^ year. So far as 
revenue is concerned tliis Department* tried its best to 
extract money from tlie peo])le without thinking that as to 
whether they can pay it or not, but on the other hand the 
clnt}' js increased everyday. The population of State is 
nearly 35 lakhs and the income ot the Customs Depart¬ 
ment is 75 lakhs that is the average duty com- s to.(Inter¬ 

rupted by the Hon’ble President). 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ): 
'J’he income of the customs duty is only 57 lakhs. ' 

Lala Amah Natu Kohli: 1 mean customs and excise 

Mr President (The Hon’ble Sir Harjor Dalai Kt.).**That 
includes everythin^. Pure customs duty is 57 iakhs. We 
are only taking up customs duty as the Tariff will fix rates 
of customs duty only. 

Lala Auar Nath Kohli: If we take customs duty 
only It may be 57 lacs. 

Mr President (The Hon’bie Sir JBarior Dalai Kt.) • It 
is only 57 lacs. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : As has been stated by your 
honour that it is only 57 Jacs that comes up to an averjige of 
nearly Rs. 1/12/0 per head. 

Mr. Prmident ( I'he Hon’ble Sir Barjov Dalai Kt.): 1 

pay nearly Rs. 100 per annum. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli: A poor man cannot pav: 
keeping m view the average income of an individual, everv 
man imnoiTs inore or less from British India. The averairo 
income in British India, although figures are not available 
can be sahi to be double than in the State and there the 
customs duty is less by ./2/- and I would submit that the 
Customs Department has disregarded everything else but 
the mevernent m revenue. 

w. manufactured goods are concerned 

we have no complaint against it on account of the fact that 
of rates of customs duty are the same as on the poits^ 
Everybody has to buy Indian made goods which are liable 
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to 10 per cent, customs duty. My submission is that in 
Llyderabud Deccan there isouly 5 per cent, customs duty 
and on certain articles the customs duty is even less than 
this, so that no article is liable to more than 5 per cent, 
cnstoius duty. Kor instance, the customs duty on utensils is 
1 per c ut. in that Stite. it is stranj^e that f.ji* the British 
1 ndia t he question of imperial preference coui'.s in and the 
duty levied on the British goods in less than on the Indian 
made goods. The cu.'Coins duty on British goods remained 
the same but in the ease, of Indian goods it has been raised. 
'J’ho customs duty levied on goods made in England, Ireland 
and Canada etc., was less because iu the special schedule the 
(histoms Department included only those things which were 
made iu India. Later on they realized this mistake land 
rectitied it. I would liko to refer to a ginning factory at 
Jammu which separated the cotton imported from outside 
from its seed^, but because the .Customs Department 
imposed the same duty on the cleaned cotton and cotton not 
vSep^iraled from seeds, therefore the factory had,to he closed. 
Further I want to submit as has been stated by my friend 
Sheihh Abdul Hamid that it vyas not done duo to some 
personal lanimosity but simply to safeguard the twde of the 
CO,untry. The proprietors of the factory should be provided 
with such,facilities as may enable him to carry out hisworlc 
satisfactorily. The merchants w’ho deal in leather when 
asLed about it tohl that the customs d.uty on crude leather 
w^as very high and that ready made articles from o.utsido 
qan be had at cheaper rates. I ordered sonic Madras cloth 
to be sent to me in which one thread was of artificial-silk.and 
pue.that of cpttoii When these goods were brought ,to the 
'Tasvi Custopis Office, they said that it contaijied artificial 
silk which is liable to a higher customs duty. Wc replied 
that it was for the,sake,of tjhenefs,,biit they .did jnot agree 
to it. AHer thi* we inquired of them ,as to what in their 
opinion was the percentage of artificial 5ilk and, cotton in it 
and,they replied that it contained more than 50 percent, of 
foreign y.arn and therefore 50 per cent. ci stoius duty will he 
levied dn.it. At last we had ,lo send those goods \vorth 
Rs. 20,u0b back. In view of these fa*;ts I suppovt yheikh 
Moh^^^nmed Aniin’s resolution and appeal to the iiouse that 
a Tariff Boftrd mu=t ke set up and the tvadors-shoul ! also .he 
includeil there in it. 

Sardar Budu yiNOH: .Mr. President, my friend, •'Sheikh 
hlohainmed Aijiin has ex,piaiued in details as to A 

Tariff Board is re.qqived to bo set up in tiir* State. I ilhink 
it hi.tlie duly of.tbe (Jovernment to rem^'vc the legitixnAte 
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iji’icvauce^ of tho public roiatiiur to any dcj-artmcut, and to 
discover themselves as to \vlt< thor thcio exists anv such 
defect which required to l>e rectified. In mj* opinion the 
Government sliould, in eonsult-ition witli the traders, 
formulate sueh a practicable scheme ns may not be Injurious 
to tlje interests of the traders and should also rind out as to 
what effect does it ]ivodeee so that in future there may not 
remain any mistake or pouit to he eritieisod. I do not 
want to enter into details recardim; this mailer and nor do 
I know the mode of imposition of tlie present customs duty, 
the articles on which it is imposed, the ])roportion and 
the rates at which it is impn.'-etl. 1 will refer to the cottage 
industries in sjeneral and submit that some measures should 
he adopted to provide work for lacs of unom])loyod persons 
who hc.ve no work to do for six month-* and who work at 
spinning wheels and hand-looms and keepin" their protection 
in view, some atiemps should he made not to im]>ort much 
of such ^oods as are liable to customs dnt^^ in th' ytate so 
that this ^tep can prove useful for removing unemployment. 

I wonlil submit as to what was the pisition of the 
iiulnstries in this country, in the past and what are the 
reasons of its present dercrioration Most of you will hfe 
knowiinr Gasohli a small town situated on* the river Ravi. 
There lived live hundred shawl makers who prepared line 
shawls. Hundr(>ds wero the looms workimr and numerous 
were the spinnin*; w.heels used hore to prejiare cloth Tho 
wool and Pashmina cloth from this place was exported even 
to Emiland. the subjects were prosperous and free from 
anxieties, tlipu* work was appreciated and only a nominal 
custojiis duty was imposed. Tho ivas>ns for the extinction 
of these industries are that in the first place the cottage 
industries have been stopped, country made goods are not 
made use of and besides this tho jieople are patroniziug 
foreign goods even for their (baily requirements aud all 
these are importe<l from abroad and at cheaper rates. he 
Customs Department is proud of increasing the income of 
the State and this results in two fold loss the prevention of 
which is the foremostduty of the Government, lu the first 
place the import of foreign gbods proves detrimental to the 
Cottage industries and secoudly it adversely aff»''ts the 
linaticiai condition of the «tate. Where does this 7l) to 75 
bacs of rupees in the form of customs duty come liom A 
small number of persona import goods from abroad directly 
and they s^'ll it in tue 8tate after including in the customs 
duty and profit, and this money is taken from the people 
There is nobody to inquire into the condition of the home- 
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made goods but on thf other hand the foroigu goods 
have free access here. Protection t) the hotne-made 
goods is not provided on the basis of coinpetetion. The 
goods imported from abroad are generally machine 
made while here we come across hand made goods. How 
can cottage industries compete with the machine. lu fact, 
in order to give an impetus to the cottage industries and to 
encourage the owners of the factory, the import of foreign 
goods should be stopped once for all. The income of the 
Customs Dejiartmeut adds to the number of the unemployed 
on account of the fact that the import of foreign goods keeps 
them out of work. The foreign goods being cheaper the 
people are forced to buy them. The condition of our country 
is not good which is sure to result in agitation. The 
Government should adopt some measures for the removal 
of unemployment. We have every right to live and we 
ought to live. What I mean to say is that the cottage 
industries, silken and woollen \vork.< and the hand looms 
should be started again and t he Government should eneourago 
the people in this matter A few years hack the Kliad<lar 
movement was vigorously going on in the State, but now 
the people are dealins in foreign cloth. Some years ago our 
Government sought the advice Mr. Banker a wool expert in 
England to suggest some measures for improving the 
woollen works in the State. £Ie writ»^s in his report that 
wool iiulustiy can very suecessfully he parried on liere, 
thousand of ])ersons can he I'l'ovided witli work and many 
families (;au he MippoitiMl. Put no aetioii has so far been 
tftkenonhis report by tlie Government. Now that it is one 
o’clock, therefore 1 will say something on it in ti e afternoon 
sitting. 


(Afternoon Sitting) 

8ardau Bunn Singh ; Gentlemen! I was saying that it 
was fortunate to have a Khaddar Bhnndar started with 
a capital of lacs of rupees which thousand of people can be 
provided with work and in this way tlie })uor villagers are 
being benefited, hut on making inquiries it is found that 
the Khaddar Bbaudnr is not making any profit. TIjis 
Bhandav has been establislied with the object of showing 
sympathy to the poor people and giving an impetus to the 
home madi* goods. A European expert who was invited 
here stated that Khaddar Bhaiidar was a very us*"ful thing 
and it must be helped. 

But it can be Uelpei only U’ the goods UTivle by tUa said 
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Khadclar Bbandar are vatronized and valued aiid <^ucdi a 
course adopted which maj’ greatly add to the sale <.f t h esc 
goods and protective measures 'should be adopted tl)at is 
much more customs duty he imposed on Toreign goods. Hut 
we find that woollen cloth worth lacs of mpc s is being 
imported from England and sold here while in comparison 
with it the sale of our woollen clot!) iscqual to nothing. 

There is a great difTerrnce between hand made and 
machine made goods and therefore it is very difficult to 
compete with machine made cloth. Oik- can not hut feel 
proud of the income of the Customs Department. l)nt this 
income is ]noving very harmful to the labourers of this 
country. They can bo iwovidcd witli work if there aie 
cottage industries and this can be i>ossibio only if foreign 
cloth can not be sold here in laige quantities. Under the 
present condition it is tbe bit! foreign compani(s and the 
capitalists who aie maKing piofits while the poor are 
ruitjcd. Hero the factorie.*^ can run only if there is demaml 
of countiy made goods but if its meessity is felt. The 
(’ustoms Department should al.^o realize it and provide cvei-y 
sort of safeguard for the bomr-made goods and with the 
ohjict of increasing the income of the Customs Department 
should not l'< roe our i forde to {-tc-j* tlio mam facturo of 
home-made articl. s. 


Enough of woollen cloth of veiy good (pialiiy can he 
prepared in the State but no safeguards are piovided 
therefor and under these ciicumstauccs tlure can never bo 
any improvement in tlie State industries. Pm 1 would 
like to make it clear that the income of the customs duty 
is not a permanent c ne and there will come a time when 
you will have to devote your aUentton to cottage industries 
and to relinquish customs duty. 

If, out of a total population of lacs, 16 lacs will 
work on the spinning wheel and manual labour is provided 
to them and if each of them earns one anna ]’er day the total 
comes upto Ps. 1,00,000 per day that is more than 
Rs. b,00,00,0u0 per annum. In face of Ihe above how 
jar it is expedient and just to deidve benefit themselves 
by causing so much loss to tlic poor zamiudars who remain 
out of emyiloyment for six inontlis in a year.and saying tiiat 
much of the income is derived from the customs imposed on 
foreign goods. 1 would bay that if a country does not 
safeguard the interest of its subjects, <loes not provide work 
for them and does not impose r.stiiction.s on the foreign 
good.s, it can not maintain its existence. Put in the case of 
Oiu* yute and Jagir Hoonch the Ministers can raise the 
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customs duty in no In the yeai’ 1971 the income from 

the Customs was Rs. 4'),00.000, while this year it has goue 
u\) to Rs. 75,00,000 and all this is due to the fact that foreign 
policy is being followed here. If our country Hourishos 
England is ruined and if England prospers, our country is 
undone. If our State hears a loss of Rs. l,O0.0U0 many poor 
people will get work and then will be no cause of any com¬ 
plaint. If we decide today that we will not allow any 
foreign goods to outer the State we will lind that our country 
will make gr^at progress in industries and the snbiects will 
prosi)er. As a result of \ineniployment the zamindars 
are heavily under debts. The zamiudar.s form the 
backbone of the Government, but alas! they are not the 
least caved for. 

Tlie resolution relating to the appointment of a 
committee to enquire into the figures of debts outstanding 
against the zamindars whicli was placed before the House* 
but was not accepted, and Mr. V. N. Melha the then 
Revenue Minister and General datiak Singh Ji stated that 
these figures could b*^ available from the records. If you 
examine these figures you will find tliat the zamindars are 
lieavily under debts The only way to release them ftom 
thisjlebt isto providethem with work. No body takositinto 
his head that if they are provided witli work they will also 
become prosperous but quite contrary to it cu'^toms duty is 
levied on tlie export not only of grains but mangoes and 
melons as well, .lust louk at the conditions in Pooncll. 
Tiio foreign goods are snb.iected to customs duty fivit in the 
iState and when these goods enter the Poonch territory 
they are again liable to customs duty, further, how 
painful and shameful it is to find that the zamindars-in 
those villages have to buy common salt at the rate of three 
seers for a rupee ? 

The zamindar requires salt for his cattle and cows. How 
shocking it is that too and a half seei*s of butter'and three 
seers of .salt could be had f jv one rupee 1 The root c.mse of 
this injustice is the excessive lat^s of customs duty prevalent 
in the State. A country wliert- high customs duty is levied 
on things like common salt, can not make any pi*ogress. 
When you desire for more and more yarn from outside how 
can the cottage industries like cotton and woollen cloth 
develop? Every kind and just Government will realize that 
the necessaries of life like woollen cloth, salt, handspun yarn 
should be exempted from cu itoms duty so that the people 
can earn their living. 

It is said that the ytute fortunate to hRvo sach a big 
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income from the customs duty. The (Jovcruinent ^'hould not 
feel proud of this income. This i would say, is not an in- 
come but it is a los>, because when tlie industries of Ihe 
c-'untry are deUrioratin;; and when no protective mcasuies 
are bein^ taken for them, it is useless to feel proud of Diis 
income. Lakhs of rupees as grant in-aid are given ti»tlie 
capitalists for manufacturing “Kalins” and silk witli the 
help of machines, but th.-y took back when the Government 
came to know that Lvhaddar will be inamifactured, the sum 
of Rs. 75,000 which was givi-u on interest to Kbaddar 
Bhundar. Lnspite of the fact that it has provided a lot of 
Work to the people, no safciiuards have been provided for 
the Khaddav Bhandar and under Midi Conditions how can it 
compete with the machines ? If the Government want to 
encourage tlie cottage industries they should set up wood 
factories where chairs, tables and other furniture is manufac¬ 
tured an,d the Government should buy those articles for 
fheiTi'clves; the wO'dlen factories stiouM also be started in the 
sain* linos. But here the condition is that innumerable 
woollen blankets are manufactured by' the people, but partly 
for want of public demand and partly for want of Govern¬ 
ment help, those are rotting in their houses; when every¬ 
body, is allowed to bring from outside anything he likes huw 
can tlie.^e works be run, in the State. 

1 would like to refer to the mode of realizing customs 
duty in the State. When a I'oor K/ishniiri comes from 
British India, his person is searched, he is striped naked 
and he has to wait for hours together in order to pay 
customs duty, but on the other baud all,the big persons 
and the Ministers bring everything from outside and no¬ 
body dares take notice of them. The customs duty is 
meant for the poor Kashmiri who briugs with him a small 
quantity of tea and a few clothes for himself and he is 
striped naked, is searched and put to lot of inconvenience. 

How shameful it is that if a poor.man brings some 
clothes for his children, he should be ill-treated like that. 
It is not expedient to put a stop to our cottage industries 
and thus put us to a heavy loss. The Govei’ument must 
set up a .Tariff Boarnland they will find that it will produce 
a very,good result on the poor and unemployed persons. 

A poet says :—Pharoe would not have earned a bad 
mime for putting children to death, but alas! 
be did not think of a college? 

What I mean to say is that the home-made goods should 

he valued. We.do not require big factories, 
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Wo want that ^rant-iu-aid should be given to us for 
running cottage industries like hand-looms, wood works etc., 
and sai’ognards bo i)rovided for them. No goods which may 
adversely alfe<tt these works should be permitted to enter 
the ytate. Until this is done, this country can neither 
make any pn»gress nor can it become powerful or pros¬ 
perous on account of the fact that the people of the State 
are already burdened with debt and are weak with the 
result tliat the (lovornmeut will also become feeble. By 
taking to manual labour the people will be able to earn 
their livelihood and will also be able to pay necessary taxes 
to the Government This will be beneficial to both, and 
therefore, I suppc^rt Sheikh Mohammed Amin’s resolution. 

Lala Hans Ua.t : The form in which this resolution 
has been moved is really p”aise-worthy. The various hard- 
shi])s and inconveniences relating to customs duty which 
are being experienced by the people have many times been 
come to our notice and I have myself seen people under¬ 
going such troubles and hardships. Long ago when Pandit 
Itadha Kishen was alive, a meeting was held in Jammu 
museum where it became known that a certain woman 
brought three seers of grains and two seers of grains were 
realised from her as customs duty and at this Pandit 
Radha Kishen remarked that she ought to have brought a 
suit in a law court. I stated that poor as she was how it 
could be possible for her to spend another Re. 0-8-0 (for 
in those days (f-8-0 stamp paper was required for filing a 
suit and not Re. I as is the case at present) for two seers 
of grains. At this Rai JSahib said that for future he wiil 
think out some device in this behalf but afterwards he 
foTUid no such opportunity. (Prolonged laughter) 

Out Sardar iSahib has, in this connection, related many 
tales in the House. My submission is that the setting up 
of a Tariff Board has loqg since been proposed by the 
Dogra Sabha and this fact is entered in the register of the 
said Sabha. In my opinion this resolution is very im¬ 
portant and must be passed. 

I do not like to take much time of the House because 
much work has still to be done and many resolutions have 
to be discussed, and if much time is wasted in discussing 
one resolution the other resolutions will be left out. There¬ 
fore I would say only this that in order to Save some time 
for other resolutions we should not deliver lengthy speeches 
and pass this resolution. With these words while support¬ 
ing this resolution 1 conclude my speech. 

Pandit Jia Lal Kilam : Mr. Pe.sident! in the resolu- 
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tion of my esteemed friend Mr. Mobammed Amin lies the 
secret of the future prosperity of the State. This is a re¬ 
solution which can remove unemployment and poverty 
from the country. We have, on many occasion? before 
this, made it clear that we are opposed to revolutionary 
ideas. We do not want to weaken the Government baton 
the other hand we want the Government to be stron" and 
the subjects to be prosperous. The stability of the Govern¬ 
ment depends to a great extent upon the strength of the 
subjects. The Government for its own solidarity, should 
take into consideration the well-being of the people 

Mr. President (The Hon^ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ) • 
Do you want a Committee? ' ' 

Pandit Jia Lal Kii^am : I want the Committee 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ) • 
You are talking irrelevant. ’ 

Pandit Jia Lal Kilam : No Sir, I am not talkin®' 
jrrolevaut. The Government ought to change its policy 
regal ding customs duty. They have, by imposing excessive 
customs duty, destroyed the industries and trade of this 
country and if the condition remains the same, the remain¬ 
ing industries will also bo ruined. Many things like shawls, 
paper and iron articles were manufactured in the State but all 
these have been stopped and now we have to depend upon the 

PunjabandotherplacesiiiBritish India. It is the duty of the 

Governmont to protect the industries by means of customs 
but instead of doinz so they are ruining the trade of t he 
country by imposing heavy customs duty. 

What I meant by saying as to what the Government 
should do was that in order to fill up the treasury and 
to provide comfort.s to the rich people, the Government 
should not burden the people with taxes but they on the 
other hand, should take some practical steps towards the 
industrial advancement of the country. These days the 
unemployment is the result of the present policy of the 
Government regarding the customs duty. I want to ])oint 
it out to the Government that it is due to the imposition 
of heavy taxes that the educated unemployed youngmen 
are seen wandering here and there. So long as the customs 
duty IS not appreciably reduced, and industries not en¬ 
couraged, unemployment cannot be removed. Let anybody 
say anything against me or be offended with me. but I 
want to make it clear to the Goveruraent that so long as 
the unemployment among the educated youngmen is not 
removed and the industries started by them uot protected 
it 18 impossible to establish peace and order in this coun- 
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try. We have come here to cooperate but we are given 
stones. We demand the removal of unemloyment but this 
is impossible unless the Government brings about a change 
in its customs policy. Therefore tbe setting up of a Tariff 
Board is very essential. 

Mr. President (The Hon’blo Sir Bar.ior Dalai Kt.): 
This is about committee. You say that if the committee is 
appointed the things will be nicel3’ done The question is 
about the appointment of a Tariff Board and you are saying 
all this about the Government duties. 

Pandit Jia I^al Kilam: My answer to tl)is, with all 
respect, would be tliat the Government should bring about 
the appointment of the Tariff Board at once. They will 
make recommendations for bringing the duty to a certain 
level not on revenue policy but on protective 1‘olicy. I am 
here to }>ut before your honour my own point of view. 
My view’-point is that this resolution i» necessary because 
unemployment probltm will go when this t'osolutiou is 
)>assed. 

Lala Siiiv Nath Nanda: Sir, I too had given notice 
of a resolution similar to one moved by my friend Sheikh 
Mohammed Amin but the esteemed leader of the Liberal 
Group Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey withdrew that resolu¬ 
tion of mine on account of the fact that a similar resolu¬ 
tion was to be moved by Sheikh Mohammed Amin. The 
complaints of the traders regarding the customs duty are 
so numerous that I cannot but make mention of them. 
It is the traders alone who can realise the inconveniences 
experienced by them at the hands of the employees of the 
Customs Department. 1 asked many questions relating to the 
inconveniences experienced by the people in respect of 
customs duty in this session of the Praja Sabha but no 
satisfactory reply has so far been given to me on behalf of 
the Government. All the arguments which have been 
adduced by my friend in connection with this resolution 
are correct and under these circumstances, it is necessary 
and desirable for the Government to set up a Tariff Board 
so that most of the complaints my be removed. After it is. 
set up the board should make it a point to inqxiire into the 
present customs rates and find out as to what reduction 
should be made in the customs duty and what measures 
could be adopted for the improvement of trade which on 
account of excess of customs duty, is going down everj' day. 
1 know the reply which will be given by the Government. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kl.)J 
WMat do you know about the reply which will be given by 
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the Government. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : Yes, I know that the reply 
will be the same as before. Under the existing circnnistancca 
when it is the desire of the people that a Tariff Board 
should be set up, I think, it will be just and proper for 
the Government to establi.sh a Tariff Board. It will be 
just and profitable for the Government to consult the 
traders in the matter of fixing customs du^3^ I think 
when the Tariff Board is set up the traders will also co¬ 
operate with the Government and thus there will be no 
more complaints on this account. My esteemed friend 
Sardar Budh Singh has, in the course of his speech, stated 
that customs duty on cotton goods and other things required 
in the State should be reduced. It is very essential, and 
if it is not done like that the industries of the State will 
be ruined. It has rightly been stated by my friend 
Sardar Budh Singh that the poor subjects cannot bear such 
a huge burden of customs duty. 

We want that there should be a spinning wheel in 
every house, and the requirements of all should be satisfied 
from the State and all the money that goes out-side the 
State should remain with the people of the State. It is 
quite correct and I agree with them but at the same time 
I would ask my friends and myself also that all of us are 
clad in foreign cloth. I do not see anyone who is putting 
on home-made cloth. We must use home-made cloth and 
thus encourage the traders of the State. Unemployment 
is increasing every day, the unemployed persons are seen 
wandering here and there and the poor people in the State 
are on the verge of starvation. Therefore it is necessary 
for the Government to give an impetus to trade even if 
they have to incur expenditure and bear loss. We placed 
our difficulties before the Government many times, but 
unfortunately all our efforts proved useless Many times 
did the deputation of the traders wait upon the Government 
and the attention of the Hon’ble Finance Minister was 
invited but the reply given to us was that the matter will 
be considered. Besides this the difficulties of the traders 
were brought to the notice of the Government through the 
press and the harsh treatment which is being meted out to 
the traders by the Customs Department was also brought to 
their notice. Sheikh Mohammed Amin has referred to the 
case of crude siiger. We waited upon the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister in the form of a deputation to lay before him onr 
grievances regarding the forcible realisation of customs 
duty on this crude sugar and the hardships which we wore 
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being put to by the Customs Department. And since the 
goods were sold two or three months before this demand was 
made why is it that these traders are now being harassed 
for nothing and further regretted that the excess of customs 
duty which has been levied on most of tlie articles should 
be refunded. The Hon’ble Miuister-in-charge gave a patient 
and considerate hearing to the grievances of the traders 
and issued orders for refunding the amoi^nt of customs 
duty which was realised in excess and releasing the 
excessive customs duty which was to be levied on crude 
sugar and on account of which the goods of the traders were . 
withheld. Referring to the road toll my friend stated that 
too much road toll was realised on a road which is not 
more than 200 miles in length and 8ardar Budh Singh also 
stated in this behalf that there was no such a long (about 
400 miles) road in any hilly lllaqa in the whole of India. 

I think tho road toil realised from each lorry running on 
the hilly road from Pathankot to Kullu (about 160 miles) 
is only Re. 1 or Rs. 2; but in our State Rs. 60 per 
lorry are realised as road toll for a distance of abovit 400 
miles both ways which is too much. My esteemed friend 
Sardar Budh Singh has given a pathetic account of tho 
inconveniences which a poor Kashmiri labourer has to face 
on the customs post and in this counection, 1 too would 
like to appeal to this House that the treatment meted out to 
these labourers by f lie Customs Department is verj’ severe. 
The personal- luggage is exempt from customs duty and as 
has been stated by tho Hon’blc President that the lorries 
carrying his luggage were returned and on acknowledging it 
no customs dut}' was imposed even after a lapse of-two 
months. I understand that on account of its being pei’sonal 
luggage no customs duty was levied on it. No Minister has 
ever been on the Tawi Customs House and seen for himself 
how severally the poor peoi»le are treated there when these 
poor labourers return from the Punjab after doing hard 
labour and bring some clothes'for their children they from 
fear of customs duty put on three shirts “Pirns” together 
which makes their bellies look swollen. Their clothes are 
taken otf their bodies, they are very much dis¬ 
regarded and 'at that time they look like cartoons. 
Is that not their personal luggage and why are 
they compelled to pay customs duty 1 It is a pity 
that none looks after the intei’ests of the poor. I 
fail to understand'Why is the Government afraid of 
pstahliahing a Tariff Board? I think* the Government are 

aware that in-this vbry stsJjioiv l‘iiiovcd a resohition* to-tlie 
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effect that the attention of the Government of India should 
be invited to stick to the reiiort of the Tariff Board 
regarding the imposition of cusioms duty on silk in order to 
save the silk industry of the State from the los> resulting 
from want of customs duty. We too desire to have a similar 
Tariff Board established in the State. In our State at the 
time of levying customs duty neither any inquiry is made nor 
are the traders consulted in this matter and customs duty is 
fixed on the report of the Inspector Customs. J think the 
priucipleoflevyingcustomsduty on the recommendations of 
the officers of the Customs L)e]>artnrjent is not to be found 
anywhere else. My friend Moulvi Mohammed Abdullah bas 
said that 1 should conclude my speech. 1 am at a loss to 
understand that whenever I oppose any resolution they say 
that I havo'taken upon mj’^self the duty of opposing them, 
and when 1 support a resolution which is free from 
communal tinge or is for the good of the people and explain 
to the Government such facts as arc beneficial for the people, 
they are not prepared oven to listen to it. In view of the 
difficulties of the people pertaining tO'the customs duty and 
the necessity Of setting up a Tariff Board which I feel, 1 
think, it is necessary to set uj) a Tariff Board in the State. 
Therefore while supporting Sheikh Mohammed Amin’s 
resolution. 1 conclude my speech. 

Laba Shiv Nath Nanda: 1 submit, fSir, that much loss 
is incurred. Everybody, who is present there, feels it. 

Mr. President (The Hon’bie Sir Bar.ior Dalai Kt.): 
What has Tariff'Board got to do witlii it f V«ni f-ay it will 
fix the rates. It will not see that people are made to put off 
clothes there. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: 1 submit. Sir, that the 
Government will form a Tariff Board only when it feels 
that people are put to inconvenience. 

Mh. President (The Hoii’bic Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
The Tariff Board' will fix rates. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: I am stating the inconvenien¬ 
ce fMt by the public. A Tariff Board should bo formed. As 
the Hon’bie President has stopped me, 1 svibiufit that 1 am 
reminded ef having moved a resolution in this House 
requesting the Government to forward the same to the 
Indian Tariff Board which Imd imposed a duty on silk, so 
that our industries may not suffer any loss. IfaTariff Board 
be constituted, every business man should be consulted with 
a view to ascertain whether the customs duty should be 
enhanced or reduced. A Tariff Board is badly needed here. 
The cufeloius duly imposed in our SJtate is based on no 
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investigation. An officer sends a proposal to the Minister 
who submits it to His Highness, and it is sanctioned. This 
practice prevails now here. The Government might say that 
it imposes no duty on bonded goods.-VVe admit it, but 
customs duty is charged on goods imported from the Punjab 
and other places. It is therefore very essential to 
constitute a Tariff Board for an enquiry into the matter 
and impose the duty through such board. 

Lala Hans Kaj : Thank God you are going to finisu your 
speech. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: Lala Sahib has got tired. 

Lala Hans RaJ: It is because there are many more 
things to do. (Laughter) 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda: You are displeased with me 
whether I support or oppose a re.solution. I can’t understand 
what it all means. If the traders are prosperous, money 
circulates. Kvery body suffers when there is no circulation 
of money. When other members speak, nobody intervenes 
I don’t know why my friends are displeased with me. This 
is no I’cason for displeasure. 

Moclvi Mohammed Abdulla: 1 told you that you are 
off the point. 

Lala Shiv Naih Nanda: Being a trader, I submit ray 
difficulties to the Government but my friend think that 1 
am only wasting time, so that no otlier resolution may be 
taken up. It is not so. A Tariff Board, if formed, will 
benetit the people and the Government as well. As my 
learned friends are getting displeased, I therefore close 
my speech and support the resolution. 

SHEikii Abdul Hamid: Hon’ble President and members 
of the House: 1 am of opinion that under section 41 of 
Regulation No. I of 1991, this resolution as it stands cannot 
be moved without the previous sanction of the Council. 
Section 41 provides that no proposal shall be made or 
resolution moved for the appropri.atiou of any revenue or 
money for any purpose excepting by and on the recommen¬ 
dation of the Council. This resolution desires the consti¬ 
tution of a Tariff Board, upon whose will shall depend the 
imposition of customs duty ou any article. This will 
certainly affect the revenues of the State. I mean the 
revenues may increase or decrease. 

Pandit amar Nath Kak: But there is a ruling of the 
chair that it does not apply to resolutions. 

{Sheikh Abdul Hamid: The section contaius the 
word “proposal” when .1 think means a resolution. I did 
not raise the objection in lUe beginning because I was listen- 
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iug to the arguments advanced by my learned friend, the 
mover of the resolution Havini! listened to all the 
arguments, I shall express luy views about the conclusion 
1 have arrived at. if the resolution requested the constitu¬ 
tion of an Advisory Board, through which the Government 
could consult the businessmen about the duty to be charged 
on any particular article, it would have been all right. But 
the object of this resolution is to interfere with the 
administration of the department, so that over 5 'thing may 
be left to the sweet will of the people, and they may charge 
any duty they like on any article. I will elucidate the evil 
that will result from it. 

While quoting some instances, Sheikh Mohammed Amin 
said that there was no mention of “Azarbaud” 'j ) in the 
British Indian Tariff and no customs duty is charged on them 
there, t submit, Sir, that ‘‘Azarbands” are manufactured 
in British India and used there. Therefore no customs 
duty i.s charged on them. Articles produced in British 
India and consumed there are subjected to no duty. There 
could therefore he no mention of “Azarband” in the British 
Judian Tariff. Customs iluty is imposed in this State on 
“Azarbauds” imported from outside. My friend (Sheikh 
Mohammed Amin) has also said that customs duty is 
charged at the rate of 25 per cent, on timber exported from 
and re-imported into the State. He should know that the 
Govornmont has opened timber markets at various places in 
tbe State for the benefit of the public. The State is 
constrained to charge a duty on timber so re-imported into 
the State. This is done with a view to stop import of 
timber from outside. The House has raised a question that 
the timber can be recognized by the marks that it bears, but 
Kj® aSir, that these marksman be inscribed very easily. 
My friend is probably aware of tne existence of a Committee 
of tradesmen in the State. The Committee supplies infor- 
mation to the Customs Department nowand then and the 
iariff IS altered accordingly. An other fact which deserves 
to be noted is that the State charges the same customs duty 

as IS charged in British India. Thert asonis that there is 
a treaty between this State and tbe Government of India 
by virtue of which the latter has to refund to the State duty 

recovered on goods imported into it. It is the duty of the 

traders to save the Goveinment from Joss by importiug 
goods direct. If the rates of duty are reduced the State will 
not bo benefited To take an instance, let us suppose that 
the State will charge 10 per cent, duty on a commodity, 
on which 50 per cent, duty is charged in British India. 
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The result will be that if a trader of the State will import 
goo<l 3 from Kuropo worth ten croros of rupees, he will have 
to pay one crore of rupees as customs duty to the State. It 
will thus iuciu- a loss of four crores. If this fact be ignored, 
the Ck)vernmeut of India will not be prepared to bear the 
loss of four crores. which it will have to incur. I would like 
to state, along with this argument, that under these circum¬ 
stances the Goverument of India will be compelled to charge 
(at the port) a heavy duty on goods to be iinported into the 
State. This will mean an embargo on the import of this 
country aud will affect on trade adversely. Such a step 
would prove harmful for oiir trade because no customs duty 
is charged on sucli goods iu British India at present. 

Secondly 1 would submit that customs duty is charged on 
goods manufactured in India. As the people who 
settled in the State after 1942 are considered to be aliens, 
I do not understand why goods imported from outside 
considered to be foreign goods. People dealing in goods 
manufactured in India know it fully tbaf foroigu yarn is 
used in the manufacture of much of the cloth imported from 
India for use in the State. I think it is known to 
Lala 8hiv Natb Nanda and Lala Amar Natb Kohli as 
well, because they deal in such goods. 

Lala Amau Nath Kohli : This cloth has much 

Indian yarn in it. 

ytiF.iKU Abdol Hamid : Perhaps he says so in order 
to su)*port bis own cause. I know that yarn is imported 
from foreign countries, and used iu the manufacture of 
the cloth. It is very kind of the Goverument that they 
charge a light duty on such goods, aud treat them 
differently from the British goods. What I mean to say 
is that a heavy duty is n^ charged on such goods as is 
done outside India. Mr. OTbli has said in the course of 
bis speech that the income of the Customs Department 
is on the increase. This argument of the Lala Sahib 
is self-contradictory. The income of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment cannot increase so long as trade does not flourish, 
people do not prosper and goods are not imported from 
outside. 

In my opinion this resolution is not worth being 
passed by the House. In view of the arguments just 
advanced, I respectfully submit, Sir, that I agree in toto 
with Sardar Sahib and Mr. Nanda. The poor labourers re¬ 
turning to the State from outside are treated harshly 
by the Customs authorities. They bear the hardships 
of the journey, work hard and earn a little money with 
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the sweat of their brow away from their homes. They 
pay part of this money to the State in the form of Ian<l- 
reveuue. With a ]>art of it they purchase cloth for 
themselves aufl a little tea etc. Wlien they roach the 
Customs post they are subjected to a very humiliating? 
treatment. Any labourer wearing a new turban is made 
to remove it off his head and pay customs duty for it. 
Similarly they are made to put off even their clothes. 
I request, Sir, that this evil practice may be brought to 
an end. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma : Sir, I have listened to 
this resolution with as much interest as you have done. 
Considering the language of this resolution and the time 
at which it has been moved, I submit, Sir, that it is 
very inopportune. The State is at present passing 
through a stage which, considering the circumstances, is 
very critical Our {State is going to be linked with 
Federal India and possibly we shall have to change our 
Customs policy, revise our rates and act accoi'ding to the 
instructions to be received from Simla. It is necessary 
to charge the same duty here as is charged on the port. 
The duty charged here is less than that charged on the 
port by the British Government. The i?oods imported 
at present under bond are dealt with hy the British 
Government, what I mean is that goods imported from 
foreign countries are treated as British Indian goods. 
Under these circumstances it is futile to set up a Tariff 
Board here. 

I deem it proper to state the example quoted by my 
friend Sheikh Mohammed Amin in the beginning of his 
speech. He said that the duty charged on cotton ropes 
was more than that charged on cotton threads ; but he 
did not say what duly is charged on such ropes at the port. 

I enquired this of him but he gave no reply. If he had said 
that the duty charged at the port is different from that 
charged here, I would have endorsed his statement, but 
the fact is that my learned friend has a misunderstanding. 
As a matter of fact, the policy of Imperial Preference is 
followed in fixing the tariff. The duty charged on 
British Indian goods is the same as that charged on 

g oods manufactured in the United Kingdom. The 
ustoms tariff has two columns of which one is for 
goods manulactui'ed in ihe United Kingdom and other for 
foreign goods. The duty charged on goods imported from 
the United Kingdom is not the same as that charged on 
other foreign goods. The rates are different. As I have 
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alrOAcly stated this is uot the proper time for establish¬ 
ing Tariff Board, because the scheme for ,a Federal 
India is before us, and an important change is,going 
to take i)lace in the constitutional histor}^ of India 
I would now like to draw the attention of the House 
to the words used in the resolution. The mover has 
drafted the resolution in a strange manner. The 
resolution is that a Tariff Board consisting of ,,the 
representatives of the Audit Department, Customs 
Department, and traders be appointed in the State 
to interpret, explain and .adjust the items of the 
current tariff and to suggest the rates of the customs 
d uty. 

We cauuot uudorstand clearly what the mover 
means .by it. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin : You have ,not read it 

pvpperly. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma : I ,have read it carefully. 
The meaning is not clear. The first word is “iuterpretation”. 
He has not stated whether it is the Tariff Board which 
will ititerprct, and .wliethpr its hndipgs .will ibe .final or 

recomiuendatoiT Avbether the final authority will 
vest in the iFinauce iMiuister. 

.The next ^word is “explain” and it is ,uot clear 
w.hether the Boar.d will explain the customs or explain 
to the public or the Ministers. Then .we come to 
the .words “to adjust the items of the current tariff”. 
It is a big item and it is not upto us to .altpr it 
because the alteration will affect the revenues ipf the 
State. 

The words “and to suggest the ratesof customs duty” 
which follow ^are also vague It has not been stated 
wjiether .tfie sfiggostio.us . will affect .the .existing rates or 
those to bo fixed in future. Ho scheruejhfts been .prajp^red 
tpr customs duty nor have the .pd>yers .of. the ^Q,ara.been 
ejfplatiied. .1 am of opinion that by ,moving this reso- 
Iption tfie mover has brought no cut .or dry scheme 
before the Hopse. Xt has not been i stated who wijl be 
the ^res\dent of the Board and what will be his power?* 
I .find this resoiution sejf contradictory in every respect. 
Ou.onejiahd is used the \Yorh 'suggest.* The neces8;i|iy 
tpvset up. a Tariff .Board is beipg urged. It,is essouUai 
for thc^Board to ieop .tho pplicy .gf imperial Preference 
in view. 

I might have .s.uppprted this re.'jolutionifit.hftd bean 
moved .in a reasio.hable form orJf a cut and dry .scheme 
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were put forth. The form in which the resolution has 
been moved is not proper nor is the time opportune 
Iherefore 1 do net ^uppo^t the resolution 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin : Hon’ble t^re.^^ident ; Sheikh 
Abdul Hamid and Pandit Lok Nath have both spoken 
against my resolution while all the other speeches have 
been made in support'of it. I will first take up the 
objections that have been put forward'by Sheikh Sahib. 
I think that the i)oint of view expressed by him about 
this resolution is based on lack of information and has 
been formed' without studying the ueces.=ary facts in 
this behalf! About Azarbands laughter) Sheikh Sahib has 
said that customs duty is jiistJ 3 ^ realized. 1 would submit 
that Azarbands are prepared from countiy-grown cotton 
yarn and not from silk. 1 would say that not onlj’ the 
Azarbands but all cotton goods should be exempted frbm 
customs duty. 

Sheikh *Abddl Hamid: While talking of‘Azarbands’ 
you did not make mention of cotton Azarbands: Silk 
Azarbands only are in use here. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin: The rate of customs duty 
oil silk ones is difTercnt. If you examine page No. 2 of the 
Oeiicial Customs Tariff you will find that the following 
words have been laid down there about it “cotton goods 
not otherwi.se specided”. I don’t know why the words 
“All Indian cotton goods” have bfeen left out. The rate of 
duty On Azarbands was 7^ per cent, previously* but snbse* 
qnently it has been raised to 25 per cent. W'ben this came to the 
noticcofthe Audit Branch theyobject6d to it, and said that 
this item comes under “cottdn piece-goods”. Customs duty 
.should therefore be rediiced or the sanction of the Govern¬ 
ment obtained. Since the Customs Department reduced tbd 
rate of dhty Without the sanction of the Government, I 
think that under these circumstances the setting up of a 
Customs Tariff Board is very essential and useful. The 
defects that arefouud in the present tariff may be remedied 
by making proposals then and every thing in this behalf 
may be correctly'interpreted 

Major-General Kao Bahadur Thakur JAnak Singh Ji* 
This curse of Audit will not'spare the Tariff Board ’ also. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin Sheikh Sahib'has also stated ‘ 
that goods worth twelve crrire.s of rupees are imported' 
without payment of customs duty. I think Sheikh Sahib 
does not know that nj goodtl are imported,' ‘lindo'r bond* 
from London. 

Mr- President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : He 
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meant that the port duty which the British Government 

levies would not have to he paid. _ •-i -i. a 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin : Sheikh Sahib also said that 
in this way the State would suffer a loss of four crores. 
The State will not at all suffer any loss. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
You caunot interfere with the port duty. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin : Sir, the resolution that I 
have moved is about Indian goods. The raa^or point is that 
at the time of fixing customs rates British Tariff is referred 
to here. We have to see whether customs duty is or is not 
realised on some principle here. It will be the duty of the 
Tariff Board to exi)lain and interpret each item of the rates 
of duty. They will also propose the rates of customs duty. 
There is a Tariff Board in India too and work is done there 
on some principle. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 

I thought that by a Tariff Board you did not mean a body 
which would fix any customs duty that is liked ; rather it 
would be a board the opinion of which may be called at a 
time when it is required to decide any particular matter in 

this behalf. . 

SiiEiKH Mohammad Amin : No, Sir. The board will in¬ 
crease or decrease the rates of duty whenever that may have 

to be done. , , , , 

Mr. President (The Hoii’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Xt.): 
My impression was that the Tariff Board would simply 
decide about particular article about which reference was 
made to the Government. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin: It is the function of the 
Tariff Board to give its suggestions about the rates of duty. 
These suggestions are then put forth in the Assembly, 
where the rates are approved. There is such^ a board_ in 
Hyderabad too. Keeping in view the inconvenience w’hich 
people are put to because of the wrong piice lists which 
Customs Department has, I have moved a rcsolutian for the 
establishment of a Tariff Board w’hich will consider the 
rates and after considering proposals submit its recom¬ 
mendations to the Government. In my resolution 1 ha^e 
stated that this Tariff Board should consist of the represen¬ 
tatives of the Audit and the Customs Departments and of 
merchants. They will explain and interpret and adjust 
items of the current tariff, and will also propose the rates of 
duty. The w’ords in the resolution are ‘will propose and not 
‘shall ax’. Therefore the proposals of this board will be 
submitted to the Government 4 iid it can afterwards be passed. 
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in this House. This board by itself will not be empowered 
to fix the rates. It is not the object of my resolution that all 
the tariff rates of the Government should be revised. I 
mean that protective duties and the rates of customs charges 
should be properly considered so that the country can be bene¬ 
fited. The Tariff Board will see that if, for instance, the 
tariff value of a certain article was Rs. 100 previously and 
has come down to Rs. 30 now, and whereas the customs duty 
on it has invariably been charj^ed at the rate of Rs. 100 and 
the fact that the tariff value has decreased is not taken 
into consideration. These are the things for the board to 
look into. The board will be similar to the Advisory 
Board which has been set up for Food Control. 

Sheikh Akdul Hamid: So J’ou Ijave amended your re¬ 
solution. 

Sheikh Mohammad Amin: No amendment has been 
made. The second point I want to mention is that Pandit 
Lok Nath Sharma has stated that we are joining Federation 
now it is useless to set ui) this board. About this I would 
submit that the Government should uot raise any objection 
on this ground to the setting up of the board, because even 
if that scheme comes into force the Tariff Board can act 
accordingly. Things will be done according to the circum¬ 
stances. The traders are awaiting impatiently the day 
when the Federal Scheme will come into force and the 
troubles which they have to face on account of the customs 
duty will be put an end to. There are many things the 
need for a protective duty on which is most urgent now. 
But attention is not being paid towards Ibis. 

The Hon’blb Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartab Singh Ji : 
Hon’ble President! My learned frieml Sheikh Mohammad 
Amin the mover of this resolution has himself opposed it. 
He has mentioned a few duties and 1 liavc again to repeat 
the words that ho has laid too much emphasis on the 
Azarbands. He has not maintained any distinction between 
cotton and silk. He should know that silk Azarbands 
have been subjected to customs duty because a protective 
duty has been levied on silk. This has been done in the 
interest of the public. Sheikh Sahib has now exjdainod 
his views and he has stated that he meant cotton A zarbands. 
As regards this I would like to state that since much cotton 
is not grown ill the Slate, cotton emods are imjtorled. We 
have therefore levied a protective duty on them so that the 
people may be attracted to this side. 

Mr. Ghulam Mohammed Sadiq: Do you mean to say th^t 
Pyjamas may not remain in use here? 
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The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh Ji: 
Nobody wants to put on Pyjamas here. I see every oue 
using pents. 

Sardar Budh Singh; This is a false excuse. TMngs 
arc neither this way nor that way. 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh Ji: 
This protective duty h as been imposed to encoiirage ■ the 
silk industry. Now 1 take woollen yarn or cloth. 
Protective duty has been levied on all these things, because' 
we have a sufficient lu'oduce of wool here. If it is not 
lirotected local woollen goods may not be used and people 
will send for cloth from outside and use the same. Duties 
have been imposed on goods manufactured at Dhnriwal and 
it has boon done with the object to encourage the wool 
industry of this place. Many members of the Praja Sabba 
have peisistently been remarking, that no methods to 
promote the local wool and cotton industries are adopted. 
As for leather also, it has been stated that too much duty 
has been levied on it. Tins lias not been done just to add 
to the income of the Customs Department but because a 
Tannery was set up here, it was thought that leather should 
neither he imported nor exported. An export duty was 
therefor** levied upon it. The result is that local leather 
is dyed in this tannery and shoes arc also manufactured'i 
JMoreover you will now find many small shops in Jammu 
which deal in dyed leather purchased from the tannery. 
iMany shops where shoes etc. are made have also been set' 
up and other leather work i?^ also done there. If an export 
duty is not levied on leather, the result will be that' leather 
will bo exported and all the factories will close up. 

About tobacco Sheikh Sahib has stated that a duty of 
00 per cent, is levied on cigarettes. This has bfeen done 
with the object that people may themselves cultivate 
tobacco on large scale. Land in Kashmir is very suitable 
for the cultivation of tobacco. I have myself "town thr^e 
kinds of tobacco in my land there. Virgiha tobicco is alsb 
oue of these. This duty has been imposed just' to create 
in the people a desire to grow tobacco here and make use 
of it. Quito a good deal of money from the State goes out 
ill the purchase of cigarettes aivl cigars. We have likewise 
imposed a inty of 20’ percent ou the tbbacco which is 
imported from the Punjab. If this duty is decreased thb 
re&ulL will be very had for the public. Duty has simildrljt'’ 
been imposed on many vegel.ibles, pulses nnd^ grains. This 
has b3en done in order to protect local wheat'and pulses. 
All customs duty is of a protoctive nature. If tax were not • 
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iini)Qseu on tbe-impoits local produce like grains, Hour and 
pulses would net sell because in that case the iujiiorted 
goods would be available at cheaper rates. What would 
li.appeu with the poor ^^amindars of whom j-oii are 

nieiitioniug here ? Their produce would leniain with tlum 

and,all crops that are grown here would lie unsold. 


Me. Ghulam Mohammad Sadiq: What is the total 
quantilj' of wheat produced here ? 

The:Bon’ble Rao Bahadue Thakue Kartar SinghJi- 
\’ou should know the total pi oduce of this place. 

About timber Sheikh Sahih has already stated that our 
timber is sold in Waziiabad. Big capitalists from the 
Punjab are granted contracts, because a good deal of money 
is needed for timber contracts. Local people have not got 
all that capital. I'herefOTO they cannot engage in such 
big contracts. People get timber from Wazirabad. This 
is not difficult. If the present practice did not obta'n 
people could get tiinber which would benefit outsiders only 
and not the people of the ytate. Moreycr the stoppage of 
the sale of timber in the timber markets of the State would 
be a source of agreater loss to the people of the State. Sir 
tlie general schedule that is in force here is drawn up 
according to the schedule which is current in British India 
Customs .duty is also charged according to this. This 
cannot be intorprcted with. If we interfere with this we 
cau afterwards,not get the refund which we get at present^ 
Customs duty on,our exports will aho be enhanced then 
As,a result of this the State will have to incur a great 

loss. SardarBudh Singh and other members have blamed the 
Government for many things. The Government has been 
made a target of all attacks. The House is under the 
impression that the income of the Cu.stoms Department 
has been added to by enhancement of customs duties This 
IS ab.solutely wrong. The responsiliility for this increase 
in income lies on these representatives who say that thpv 
represent thirty-five lacs of people. ^ 

Lala Hans Raj: This is true. 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Thakor Kartar Singh li • 

My statement has now been supported (laughter) JEfToVti 
were never made on behalf of the Govornmllit that imports 
should increase and customs duty be thus added to * All 
of ns who are sitting in^this House, the elected members 
and the ofticial members are all clothed in 

cloth. Is there a single man here who is dressed in 
country-made cloth ? ‘ 

.AiVoiCE: There isSardar Budh Singh. 
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The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Thakcr Kartar Singh ]i: 
Yes, Savdar Sahib is the only person. Does this not mean 
that the responsibility for this rests not with the <3overi - 
luent but on the House? The people should use cloth 
which is produced in the State The Government does not 
compel anyone. Stress is now being laid on industries. It 
is complained that the Government does not provide any 
funds The Government has already expressed its intenGon 
ill this behalf, and it provides funds now and then. The 
Goveriiiueut desires that industries should tlonrish. But 
what will the result of suiiplymg large funds be ? Ihe 
money will be wasted. Even now the people think that 
there are no cnstomeis for their goods. When People 

give in' the works they are engaged m now and take up 
industries instead and nobody purchases their cloth but 
they order it from outside, all these people be^^ 

bankrupt. Their goods will he in their stock and the othei 
means they may have adopted now to ^^a^e a living will 
also close up. The iirst essentml is that you should be 
prepared to use the cloth produced in the State, ihe 
Government will then try to promote industries. 

A Voice: We are prepared to do so. 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Tuakur Kartar Singh Ji: 
This should not he mere verbal preparation. You must 

show practically that you are indeed prepared My friend 

has lust made objections about personal luggage and 
stated that too much personal luggage has been declared 
dnty-freo. Only a few days back it was pointed out that 
move facilities should be extended to visitors. F®<5ilitms 
wo.o therefore extended to them. Objections are being 
raised now. i should like to give an instance in point. A 
husband had the bad habit of beating his wife. He got so 
clever a wife that she did not allovv him any opportunity 
of beating her. She did everything in aoeordanoe with his 
wishes One day incidently when he came in he saw that 
his wife was kneading the flour. The t"sband 
heather. She was surprised and enquired what her fault 
was The husband told her why she moved in the act of 
kneading. (Laughter) Similar is the case with the 
Government now. Whether the Government does good 
or otherwise it is necessarily blamed. One member 
why Major Hadow’s silver worth twelve hundred rupees 

was allowed to pass free of duty This was 
luggage and the exemption had been granted in his favour 
in British India. This silver was exempted from duty at 
the port. We tried to get the customs duty but had to 
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refund it. Concessions have similarly been granted to 
visitors too. We hope visitors will come in a large number 
next year. 

Sardar Budh Singh: What reply have you given to the 
question of searching the person of poor people i 

The ITon’ble Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh Ji: 
This question has not been put in the resolution. 

Lala Auar Nath Kohli: Does the personal luggage .)f 
the officers come within the purview of this resolution ? 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur Tharur Kartar Singh Ji : 
Sir, with these reasons I would submit that this resolution 
has absolutely no force. However since the appointment 
of an Advisory Board has been asked for I agree to it. I 
submit that the Government will set up an Advisory Board 
which will make suggestions to the Government. I hope 
on this assurance Sheikh Sahib Mohammad Amin will 
withdraw his resolution. 

S'lEiKH Mohammad Amin : I withdraw my resolution 
on the understanding that, as stated by the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister, an Advisory Board will be set up.

**TbU Praja Sabba rocommeodi to the CouDcii that a Commiaaion conaistiDg of 
bail the cii>cicd metnbere bo apnointed to invoetigate into the 
rootonabtflocHa of tho new taxes and tho old taxes onbanood durina tbo 
Iasi ten yoars*'. 

Sardar Kanhaya Sinoh: Sir, I would submit that many 
questions have been asked in this House about the Sanitation 
Tax. Since a Praja Sabha has been set up now such a 
thing cannot take place. But how far are tho taxes that have 
been imposed based on justice. Many questions have been 
asked about theSanitation Tax. It has beenasked whether or 
not it is a just tax on the zamindars. By means of many 
questions and resolution.s it has been submitted as to why 
these taxes were arbitrarily imposed by the Government 
(Laughter) 

1 want that the taxes which have been imposed during 
the last ten years should be considered. The people will 
pay taxes gladly ; but it has got to be seen as to how far 
these taxes are justifiable, and whether the people can bear 
their burden. J therefore submit that a Commission be 
appointed to enquire as to how far these taxes are justified. 
This is for the good of both the Government and the people. 
This was tho state of things previously, A Sanitation Tax 
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has beeu imposed upon ns now. We were at all asked 
whether we were able to pay it. Road toll has also been 
imposed and is realised at the rate of Rs. 60. It has been 
stated that we are following British India. But a tax 
of only Re. 1 ie realised there. It has again been said here 
we have billy Illaqas. 1 would submit that hilly areas are 
to be found in British India too ; 1 would also submit that 
if any visitor f’oni this place goes there be cau see the 
condition of the roads there as compared to tbeir condition 
here. Taxes should be levied upon us in proportion to the 
burden that we can bear. I would submit tbat those taxes 
which have beeu imposed upon us against our will are 
iuiproper. I, therefore, submit that the appointment of a 
commission whose recommendations will be considered by 

the Government is most important. 

Sardar Budh Singh : Mr President! 1 will not take 
loner I have to make a few siibmhssions which are that 
the°resolution of my friend Sardar Kanhaya Singh is not 
without purpose but rather is an important resolution. 
When it was reported to the Hon ble Kevenue Minister 
Mr V N Mehta that there was hue and cry in Sri 
Raubirsinghpura, he said that there is no special fund and 

money should be available for this purpose. Without any 

loss of time and without making any enquiryv he assessed 
the revenue at one pice to a rupee for Sanitation rand. 
Supposing a person pays one hundred rupees as revenue he 
has to pay also one hundred pices as Sanitation fund. Ine 
Government does not know those pitiable circumstances 
under which he pays one hundred rupees. In this manner 
about one lac of rupees are i-ealised from the zamindars as 
Sanitation fund. The zemindars raised hue and cry that 
this cannot be borne for ever. They have to spend on 
-several things; they have to feed cattle also ana it is with 
great difficulty that they are able revenue. 

We cannot bear this tax. Mahatma Gandhi started village 
nnlift work and the Government of India spent one ewre of 
rupees on it while Mr. Mehta has levied hei« one lac of 
rupees as Sanitation fund. I am sorely grieved to see this 
state of affairs. You may appoint a commission or not but 1 
willsubmit that taxes are imposed hero without making any

it is asked of the Government what amount has 
been spent out of this fund on the aamindai's it is slated m 
renlv that so much has been spent on Charai*-i-Sharif and ^ 
much on Batote etc. But the question is why should 
tttx be realised from thirty-aix lacs of people to make 
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Palialgam and Batote more lovely This amount is not 
spent from the income ot the State which i.s two crores and 
forty-seven lacs of rupees. Regarding Kancharai it has been 
submitted that Government has injposed it of its own accord 
and when request was made for the repeal of Kahcharai, it 
was stated that this tax has been in force from old times. 
When this matter was taken up by the Select Committee the 
Hon’ble Revenue Minister was present there. Jt was 

requested that the permanent Kahcharai may be abolished and 
the consequence of it was that the very Select Committee was 
dissolved. 

Khawaja Gholam Mohammed Sadiq • Under what rules 
has the Select Committee been dissolved ? 

Sardar Bddh SiN(iH: We do not know. I simply sub¬ 
mit, is this tax justified or are there any grounds on which 
this tax has been levied? When we say that money is 
needed for village uplift we are told from what fund is the 
money be provided and not a penny is sanctioned for the 
purpose. Therefore, 1 will submit that the api>ointment of 
this commission will be advantageous to the oppressed. We 
do no^ ask for money ; desire the appointment of a commis¬ 
sion. It would be all the more beneficial if two more heads 
are adde<l to where already four heads are working. Therefore, 

I support Sardar Sahib aud conclude my speech. 

Pamdit Ram Chandra Dobey : In support of this 
resolution I will mention only two or three incidents. 
Wasidari Rules were framed for the villages under Ailan No. 1 
wherein for Srinagar the final bid per acre was fixed at Rs. 18 
and for other towns it was provided that no bid should 
exceed the rate of revenue. 

Mb, President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) t In 
which year was this done ? 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey : In 1976. Now in 1933 
these rules are amended purely on trade considerations *. e., 
instead of Rs. 18 per acre now the bid is fixed at Rs. 16 an 
acre. Besides another tax is realised at the rate of Rs. 10 per 
TlQAirld 

Mb. President (The Hon*ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
What tax is that ? 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey ; It is ground-rent. Besides 
I will submit that Government intends to make an amend¬ 
ment right now in the Possession Tax which was padded by the 
Government in the last session. It has been shown therein 
that the Ministers are put to great hardships when they have 
to pay sixty rupees as tax on motor cars. Therefore the 
amendment that no tax be realised on cars which remain in 
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the state for eight months, has been proposed. It is no 
secret that tax has been raised on motor-cars and lorries. Tf 
attention is diverted to this side the whole matter will 
become obvious. Only recently I saw a Government notifica¬ 
tion wherein it is mentioned regarding the appointment of 
a Committee, consisting of the Uon’ble Home Minister, 
Inspector General Police, and President Jammu Municipality 
to consider the feasibility of such taxes. 

1 submit that no member from the Praja Sabba is 
appointed to any such Committees when they are formed. 
Besides during the last ten or fifteen yr-ars the Government has 
imposed several new taxes. The attention of the House has 
on various occasions been drawn to the rate at which Income 
Tax is charged in the State. Government too is aware of the 
suitability and unfitness of the tuxes but the participation of 
non-ofticial members in such Committees sepis very 
necessary. In some Illaqas restrictions have been imposed on 
grain i. e., the produce of one place cannot be freely carried 
over to an other . This effects taxation because the zamindars 
have to pay the revenue and how can they be able to pay 
revenue when they have no money with them. On these 
grounds it is important that a Committee be appointed and 
elected members of the Praja Sabha be appointed as members 
of the same. 

Lala Hans R'J: I desire to submit only this that the 
taxes have been imposed without any enriniry. The people 
have been unfairly treated Why is the Government afraid 
of appointing a Committee for purposes of enquiry No taxes 
should be realised continuously without making any investi¬ 
gation. If your honour agrees and the House also agrees 
a Commission to enquire into the same must be appointed. 

Colonel Abdur Rehman: I want to make a very brief 
speech regarding taxes. If the taxes that are imposed on 
public are just, then in no country will the public ever 
complain against the increase or decrease of such taxes. 
The taxes ought to be such as may be acceptable to the 
public and are reasonable. 1 submit, Sir, a few instances 
of taxes which have been levied on the public. The 
Government has no doubt given assurance of the reasonable¬ 
ness of these taxes but the rate of taxation ought to be 
such as would yield som« return to the public also. There 
is no doubt that there are some taxes for which the public 
also gets some return. Now. I want to state in brief some 
of the taxes. 

1. Revenue Taar.--^Revenue is a reasonable tax but 
somotimes this tax too is uurcaa^uable. Ppr instance this

tax is iust in the Illaqas where the water is available in 
plenty but in Illaqas where there have been only one or 
two crops in a period of ten to fifteen years and where rains 
are the only means of water supply the permanent imposi¬ 
tion of such tax is undesirable. 

—This too is just only in places 
where areas of land are apportioned for Kahcharai. 

3. Customs, —Regarding this the Hon’ble Members of 
the House have thrown sufficient light already.

In this connection I will cite an instance. There was 
a Khatri in our country. He had three cows. Two cows 
had horns and the third had no horns. One day some one 
said, “ Lalaji your cows have grown very weak” Lalaji 
said, “What is to be done then”? He told Lalaji in reply, 
“Oive your cows something to eat; give them salt and j’our 
cows will become fat”. Lalaji went first to the cow which 
had horns but the cow struck the Lala in the belly with 
its horns. Then he went to the other cow which had horns 
also. That cow too struck the Lala with its horns in the 
belly. After this he went over to the third cow which had 
no horns and gave to her all that was there to eat, i e., he 
gave to her the share of the other two cows also. The cow 
drank more and more of water and was reduced instead of 
improvement and died. Just like that is the tax for which 
no consent is obtained. 

When a Moulvi has to perform Nikah ceremony he 
also obtains the consent of the concerned For the 
performance of one Nikah the presence of two witnesses and 
Vakils is necessary. It is a matter for wonder that when 
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for the performance of one Nikab s<> much has to be 
done why is not the consent of thirty-six lacs of population 
obtained when their Nikah has to be undertaken. 

Revenue, which is a permanent tax (I do not know of 
the year 1928) was raised from annas ten to a rupee in the 
year 1962. That is to say, instead of reduction the revenue 
has been increased *. e, it is raised by more than one and a 
halftimes. Kahcharai tax should not be permanent tax. 
Kahcharai should be realised in pi’oportion as the area 
that has been apportioned for Kahcharai or it should be 
realised from those people whose cattle graze there. 

Sanitation fund is realised particularly from the 
villagers, thorfore, it should be spent on their amelioration 
and betterment. As I have said before, the clouds draw 
their water from the occeans and the water pours down in 
the form of rain and coursing through streams and nallahs 
goes back to the occeaus. In spending the amount the 
principle ^ .’) “Charity begins at home” 

should be followed. 

A voice: What do you mean by “Darvesh"? 

Colonel Abduu Uehman: I mean city dwellers by the 
word “Darvesh”. Therefore, 1 support the resolution.

We find a supplementary list of business on our table 
showing that Hal Bahadur Pandit Aiiant Ham (Hon’ble 
Revenue Minister) will make a motion regarding the 
Kahcharai Bill. We are at a loss to understand as to what 
motion will the Hon’ble Minister make and under what 

Mr. President (The Bon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
He has only intimated that he will make a motion. I 
myself do not know what the motion is. 

Mr. M. a. Beg : Sir, we must know it beforehand. 
Since we do not know about it, how are we to start with,

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): If 
you like, 1 can postpone for half an hour. 

Mr. M. a. Beg : Sir, the bill is coming up tomorrow. 
Mr President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 

There will be lot of time tomoirow. 

Mr. M. a. Beg : The time is Bxed for resolutions or 

amendments and it is more than one ^y-^ 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ) : 
There will be lot of time tomoi-row. You can speak if 
there is no resolution. 

Mr. M. a. Beo : So it is not yet known as to what 

the motion will be. ^ v 

Mr. President (The Hon*ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
I do not know that. If yon like I will' enquire and' let 

you know this afternoon* , ^ 

Mto; President (The Hon’blo Sir Barjor Dalai J£B.): 
Members of the Praja Babhat The Hon^ble Finance Minister 
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wauted U> make some speech yesterday. But 1 stopped him. 
For the information of the House I would like to say that 
the Hou’bio Minister was entitled to speak at that time. 

The right to speak vests first in the mover and then in 
the other speakers and the Government. After that the 
Government has again got the right to give a reply. 
Speeches can thus be made twice on behalf of tlie Goveru- 
ineut Any Hon’ble Member can speak in the course of the 
speeches if matters pertaining to his jiortfolio be under 
discussion. 

liALA Amar Nath Kohh : Hon’ble President! I sup¬ 
port the resolution that Sardar Kanbaya Singh has moved in 
the House that a Commission half at least of which consists 
of elected members be appointed to enquire how far the new 
taxes and those old taxes which have been enhanced during 
last ten years are proper. 1 would submit that I should like 

to make a mention of some of those taxes which have been 

levied during the last ten years i. e.. the Water Tax, Sanita 
tion Tax and the increase in Koad Toll. The Income Tax is 
a new tax. Electric cliarges and every item of customs have 
both been enhanced. 

While supporting Sheikh Mohammed Amin yesterday, I 
pointed out that circumstances have foitjed us to make a 
reduction in our expenditure. For the last few years the 
income of the zamindar has been decreasing. The Sahukars 
and traders have also been adversely affected and a marked 
decrease has taken place in their incomes. But taxes are 
increasing day by day. 

Before imposing a new tax it should be seen whether it 
is proper. Also when a tax is to be enhanced, it is necessary 
to consider whether the people who are to pay it are able to 
bear this burden. If the Government or the taxing body 
think that the people can pay a particular tax withont any 
particular inconvenience, that tax can certainly be imposed.” 

Many new taxes have been imposed during the last ten 

years and many of these are not proper. But there was 
then no Praja Sabha where the matter would be considered 
before imposition of taxes and whire the opinion of the 
people could be obtained about those taxes. We are not able 
to bear burden of water tax. The Government imposed 

taxes of its own accord without even consulting those from 

whom these taxes were realized. 

Mr. President (The Hon'ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt): 
The Government has imposed taxes upon its officers too 

Lala Amau Nath Kohli ; The Government had of 
coivrse to impose taxes upon its officers too. So far as 1 
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know. 

Mr. PRESiDfNT (The i.fon’bie Sir Barior Dalai Kt.) : 
I used to pay nothing, But since the imposition of the tax 
1 Lave also been f>aying fifty rupees. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli ; The late His Highness Maha- 
laja Ocibib said that b8 did not like to demand a price of 
water. Ibis tax has not been levied on the urban people 
alone, a Sanitation J ax Las been imposed on the poor zamin- 
dars too. My esteemed friend S. Budh Singh has stated that 
in British India a crore of rupc^es has been given by the 
Government for the work of rural reconstruction. But our 
Government has imposed a tax of a pice for rupee on the 
poor zamindar.s This money has not been spent in the 
villages but rather it has been spent in cities and towns. 

1 would now like to submit somethins: about the Road 

Toll. 

The Government gets a refund of rupees eighteen or 
nineteen for petrol per lorry in going from Jammu to Sri¬ 
nagar 01 rice vcrsfi the Government charges sixty rupees as 
road toll per lorry. Deducting the expense for petrol, the 
road toll etc., for coming and going of a lorry, the net profit 
does not exceed fifteen or twenty rupees. The people who 

in the business earn their livelihood and 
with it satisfy the necessities of their life, receive less than 
oven the Government tax. This means that the tax exceeds 
what the workers get. Not only does this involve a hard- 
^iip for the loriy-walla.s, it is running the trade of Jammu. 
Times and again a reduction in the rate of road toll has 
been asked for but our Goveinmi'nl has nol paid any atten¬ 
tion to it. Perhaps a decrease in the road toll may stimu¬ 
late, trade. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barior Dalai Kt.) : 
“ May stimulate.” 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : Must stimulate, not “may 

Mohlvi Mohammed Abdulla : This is an idiom. 

Major-General Kao Bahadur Thakur JanakSinoh Jj : 

This IS humility. 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : I am thankful to the 
lion ble President for Laving corrected the word. 

^ lorry tax is imposed on the Jamniu-Udhampur 
traffic too. This is a “Short road Nowhere in the world 
IS a tax levied on so “ Short a road 

Next I would submit about the income tax. This tax 
is not improper. But we are unable to pay it. 

Mr. Pkesident (The Hon’ble Sir Barior Halal Kt.): 
Income tax is levied for an income of more than two 
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thousand rupees. Are those people noi fit to pay who have 
an income of two thousand rupees ? 

Lala Amak Nath Kohli ; 1 will argue, Sir. If this 

tax was realized here in the same way as it is in America, 
it would have been all right. The tax is realized there 
according to the number of members in the family. It should 
be levied in the same way here. If the members are counted 
and then the tax realized according to the income, we have 
no objection. Take the case of a man who has twenty 
dependents each getting a hvindred rupees for the main¬ 
tenance. i mean to say that if after counting the dependent 
members of the entire family and deducting their expenses, 
the tax is imposed on the net income, we are prepared to pay 
it even in the case of a thousand rupees income. 

The electric charges have liktwise been enhanced. 
Nowhere in the world are the Hydroelectric charges as 
heavy as they are here in our State. In fact the rates 
charged at places where the generating machines are worked 
by oil are similar to those charged here. Last time Major 
General Janak Singh Sahib njade mention of the white 
elephant and remarked that high rates are necessary for the 
maintenance of the white elephant If the maintenance of 
. the white elephant is essential, the State ought to bear the 
burden of it. 

Mr. President (The Hon ble Sir Earjor Dalai Kt.) : 
Where wiirthe money come from? Only when you T‘av. 
Will the State get the money ? 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli: In Jammu the piofits arc 
about 12 per cent. In Srinagar they nie much less. The 
reason is that the real expenditure is one crorc, even the 
interest of which is not debited in full, the reason of which 
again is the heavy expenditure. According to the actual 
demand the expenditure should be twenty lacs. 

Waj.or-General Hao Bahadur Thakur Janak Singh Ji : 
There is yet another reason for this In the Punjab there are 
idains and the.elephants therefore make off, but the elephant 
gets settled here. 

The Hon^ble Rao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh Ji • 
You consider even the electric charge a tax. 

J.ALA Auar Na'th Kohli : No. 1 don’t consider it. Sir. 
But as it is, it is a tax because it is a monopoly. If this 
concern is banded over to some company or firm on contract 
sptem, I assure you, the rates will fall to two annas a unit 
They will not have this top-heavy administration, nor will 
they need to keep in their employ so very highlv paid 
15,rigineers or Sub-JHlngineors. i ♦ 
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iSABDAR Kanhaya yl^GH : To quote General 6aiiib the 
drainage scheme was started after incurring a heavy ex- 
peuditure. But it was opened into a Wnlar. 

Lala Amab Nath Kohli : About customs duty Sheikh 
Sahib has already dealt with very clearly and 1 also had 

submitted regarding the increase that has been effected. 1 

would now submit that the new taxes which have been 
imposed are too heavy and unbearable. I am told that the 
(Government has set up a Committee consisting of the 
following members : — 

1. Hon’ble Finance Minister. 

2. Hou ble Revenue Minister. 

3. Inspector General of Police. 

4. Inspector General of Customs. 

5. President Jammu Mimicipality. 

This Committee will hold enquiry about Road Toll. If 
a few mumbers from the Praja Sabha are co-opted in this 
Committee and it is authoriBed to consider the other taxes 
too. the Government would be gaining the good will of the 
public. Theieneedbe no new Commission or Committee. 
We have full coutidence in those Government members who 
are already ou this Committee. We are prepared to c-operate 
with them. 1 close with these words and appeal to the ‘ 
House to pass this resolution. 

Lala Hans Raj : I would just like to say a word about 
it. 

Mr. President (The Hon’blo Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
You cBUuot be allowed to speak now. Only Sardar 
Kaiihaya Singh cau speak now. You have already spoken 
about it yestei*day 

Lala Hans Raj ; It is second day now. 

Mr. PKESiDBN'r (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : If 
a resolution is under discussion for three days, you will 
speak thrice. 

Mfan Ahmed Yak : Sir, I strougly support this resolu¬ 
tion. Resolution as moved in the House is wor^d in such 
a manner that the Government can have no apprehension or 
fear fi'om the representatives of the public. The wording is 
quite simple and plain. It is as follows :— 

“ A commission half of which consists of elected 
members appointed to enquire how far the uew 
taxes and those old taxes which have been 
enhanced during the last ten years are proper.’* 

TUnre cau be an increase or a decrease iu it. U does not 
lay down that the rate of taxation should be lowered. This 
question has been left untouched. The Oovernment has not 
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been made bound ” to make a decrease. An increase or 
a decrease can be made in it as may be proper. Enough has 
been said about the taxes. 

There is one more thing in this that deserves attention. 
The Kahchari (grazing) tax is also included in these taxes. 
The Goyernment sny that facilities have been provided to 
the people in Khalsa and Forest areas and therefore the 
grazing tax has been levied. There are many villages where 
these facilities have not been presided. The Kahcharai 
(grazing) tax is levied there as well. Tax can, of course, be 
charged for cattle that are taken for grazing in forests. 
But in places where there are no Khalsa areas, this tax 
should not be charged. The Government has granted 
proprietary rights. Proprietorship has been granted in 
Jammu too. There are no Khalsa areas tbei’e. In the 
Punjab also proprietary rights are vested in the people. 
But the tax is not to be found even there. 

By a comparison of road toll figures, it has been shown 
that the expenditure of the lorry-wallas exceeds their 
income. This road toll is a hinderauoe in the way of visitors 
too. Twelve or fifteen rupees have to be paid. The visitors 
are “discouraged” in this way. JSimilariy there is a heavy 
tax on camping grounds and boats. 

Mb. President (The fclon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.); 
The visitors are increasing with the increase of taxes. 
There is a tremendous inorease of visitors. 

Mian Ahubd Yab: The increase in their number is due 
to Indian visitors. The income of this country depends 
largely on Indian visitors. The standard of European visitors 
is different. As compared to Indians they spend more on 
Shikar and campings. 

About electricity it has been stated that a big scheme 
was set afoot after the expenditure of a ciore of rupees. 
The object in spending so much money then was to start 
many other works (by means of electricity). For instance, 
small tramway service was contemplated. This expendi¬ 
ture is not undergone only for light Therefore rates 
should now be charged according to the expenditure incur¬ 
red for light only. 

Mb. Prbsiden'T (The Hon’ble Sir Barjar Dalai Kt.)t You 
are giving all your opinions even before an inquiry is made. 
You say that all taxes are unjust. When you say so there 
is no need of any inquiry. 

Mian Ahmed Yab : There are so many taxes here that 
it is necessary to hold an inquiry. Cannot any opinion be 
given before au inquiry has seen ma^lo ? All or these taxes 
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<*amiot 1)6 tak^n u|) for consideration. The procedure in the 
Praja Sabba is not this that it ina}- be proroSned lonj? after 
disposing of all tht* business boforo it. In fact a session is 
prorogued cveu when there is still some business pending 
before the House. The appointment of Commissions and 
Committees is, therefore, necessary so that the remaining 
business may be taken up for con.sjderation. 

With these words J close 1115 ’ speech. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wa.iahat Hussain: Sir. 1 did not 
intend speaking about this resolution. But L. Aniar Nath 
Kohli has said .something about my Deiiartment Jt is 
therefore necessary that I should say somethiiig about that. 

I have not been able to understand as to what does the 
resolution shall mean. Tl.ose gentlemen who know even a 
little about Economics are aware of tho fact (hat there is a 
vast difference between taxes, rates and fees. Mr. Kohli 
stated that the electric charges are also a kind of tax. The 
members of the Ihaja iSabha have the right to say whatever 
they like and may interpret any word as thev like. But we 
have to use the words in the sense in w'bich everybody 
could use It. The electric charges cannot be called a tax 
Even if a commission is set up, I do not think any one 
would ever say that the commission should consider the 
question of electric charges also. Moreover, it has been 
remarked here that nowhere in the world are electric charges 
a.s high as they are here. I think the gentleman who said 
so does not possess thorough information in this behalf 
There are many places where the electric charges are the 
same as they are here. Rebates are allowed there and this 
is why the rates appear comparatively low. Last year I 
quoted the local figures too. If the income increases here 
more than 5 per cent, or 6 per cent, the Government will 
consider a reduction in the electric charges But what has 
this to do with a commission? What 1 would like to say 
for the information of the Praja Sabba is that a Committee 
has been appointed consisting of the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister and myself, the Inspector General of Police and 
certain other members. The object of this committee is to 
consider the present taxes on cars, lorries etc. Many repre- 
sentatiouB had been received by the Government from the 
owners of cars and lorries to the effect that the Jammu 
Municipality imposed two or three taxes, so also the 
Srinagar Municipality and besides that the Government also 
charge tax. The Government appointed a committee to 
enquire into all this, to bring motor rules in line with those 
in force in U# P, and to recommend as to how many taxes 
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should there be. We do not want the non-omcial members 
Should not be in the committee. The Uovernmeut would 
be pleased if such members are co-opted but the dilliciilties 
that will arise then will be stated by tbe Hon’ble Finance 
Minister. All the resolutions tliat have been moved here 
ask for the appointment of commission lam afraid next 
year, we may have to levy a tax for commissions because 
the expenses are swelling. An expenditure of rupees ten 
thousand has been provided in the budget only for two 
commissions-the Anti Corruption and the Uneniplovment 
Commission It is believed that the expense will exceed 
ten thousand. All those taken as meiiiber.s of the com- 
niissions have to be paid an allowance. I think if Pandit 
Amar Nath Kak is appointed a member of a commission it 
would be unjust to ask him to go to Jammu when he is not 
paid any allowance. He has a vast pracHce and he would 
be put to a great loss. On the one hand it is said that tin* 
Administration is top heavy and on tlio other it is urtied 
that commissions are to be set up which means that the 
expenditure should be increased. As to votes you mav do 
as you like. We are not going to force you for anything. 
But the fact is that just a few taxes liave been enforced 
during the last two or three years i. e. the Possession Tax 

the income Tax and the irlanitation Tax and as such there 

13 no necessity of appointing commissions. 

My friend Mian Ahmed Var has stated that visitors are 
greatly inconvenienced incoming here as they have to pay 
a possession tax. Government has, of its osvn accord, taken 
notice of it. There is no possession ta.x now. 

It might have been remarked that this has been done 
to save the members of the Government from this tax 
But keeping this very objection in mind we have ordered 
that the residents of this place shall pay it. There is an¬ 
other objection. If a man comes to Jammu from Sialkot, 
he will not have to pay any possession tax. It is, therefore 
an injustice that we should have to pay it when we come 
from Jammu. The House should bear in mind that the man 
who comes from Sialkot has got to pay taxes in the Puniab 

Mian Ahmed Yar : At what rate ? ’ 

Wajahat Hussain: At a rate higher 
than that which is charged here. Punjab is the most heavi¬ 
ly taxed place and as a result of that all thp roads there are 
in a very fine condition. There can hardly be another 
province m India where the roads are as good as they are in 
the Punjab. If taxes are imposed here to such an extent 
we do not know how many times walk-outs may take place.* 
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'Fbc' road loll is cbar^ed oiilj' brcaiiso tlie upkeep of 
liilly roads cost a great <leal. I have had opportunities of 
travelling by many roads in U. P. A tax has to be paid 
while traveliing on the Nanital road, so also is the case with 
Mnssorie and Dalhousio. 

8heikh Mohammed Amin : We do not object to payment 
of tlie taxes hut there should be some limit for this. 

'Phe Honble Mr. Wa.tahat Hussain: 1 am glad .Sheikh 
Saliib has said this. But the resolution moved is not like 
this. You instead want that the taxes should be abolished 
outright by appointing a commission for this purpose. I 
would therefore submit to the nonse that this resolution 
does not deserve aceeptance at the hands of the Government. 
Uesoiutions should be feasible and proper 

f/ALA Amar Nath Kohm : (Hoads the resolution in 
Knglish) 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wajahat Hussain: If we accept this 
ro.'^olntion, we shall liave to face a great difticulty. If any¬ 
thing is agreed to. or a promise made about it, it is one’s 
duty to do it, to fulfil that promise the Government knows 
that if it accepts this resolution, there will be a great diffi¬ 
culty in carrying it out. 

We always try to co-operate with this Prajn Sabba and 
do as we are asked to do by the House. In my private 
capacity and not as an official member, I would say that if 
you examine the last sessions proceedings you will find that 
the Government has really done a lot of work. There were 
many things about which we knew nothing. But we have 
come to know all about them through the members of this 
8abba. We always keep the welfare of the people in mind. 

1 would request you to realize the difficulties which the 
Government has to face in this respect. Resolutions which 
cannot be carried into effect by the Government should 
please Dot be moved. More about this resolution will be 
stated by the Hon’ble Finance Minister now. 

Hueirh Mohammed Amin: Sir, first of all ] would like 
to make a reply to the few points which have been stated 
by the Hon’ble Home Minister. He started with the 
Klectric Department. 1 submit that we need not go too far. 
Only recently in Muzaffai’abad Mr. Sharnia has installed an 
electric plant through his personal efforts. It was with 
quite an ordinary capital and thiough the efforts of one man 
that this enterprize was started. A fee of annas eight per 
16 C. P. lamp is charged there. There are no metres or 
limiters there. They have great liberty. Consumers can 
use as much “power” as they like, I nave had an oppor- 
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tunity to talk to him lu this coiin-cti. He saiii that he 
was thiakiiiK ot i-educiug the rates still further N'o doubt 
as poiuted out by the Hou’ble Home .Miuister.eleetrieobarr-es 
eaunot be classed as taxes. The Hoii’ble Homo .Minister 
stated that when profits exceed G ,,er cent, a redueliou would 

be made in the tees. I think this method of calculation on 
profits IS not proper. 

ninety lacs have boon spent in settin-r nn tJie 
Electric Department in Kashmir But the scheme which 
was in view in spending this huge sum has not been 
followed. The idea was to start an electric tramway and 
thus to utilize the extra power If arrangements for the 
supply of electricity in Kashmir Province had been made to 
meet the requirements, only, the expenditure involved 
\Nould ''ertainly have been halved. 

I would request the Hon’ble Home Minister to have this 
extra sum “written off” and to reduce it to the actual 
expenses. 1 he profit may then be calculated on this actual 
expenditiiie. The .Jammu Power House yields a profit of 13 
per cent, aud that of Kashmir ouly 2 per ceut. Why should 
the profits be more in .Tamnni than they are in Srinagar? 
In Jammu profits are calculated on the actual expenses, 
lhat should be done in Kashmir also You pay no 
attention to this. The iniblie does not want that this^ De- 
partmeut which the Government runs like a business 

nrofi“t w" uprofit. Let them certainly have 

profit but only to a proper limit. 

He has next stated that only recently the Government 

has exempted the tourists from the^ payment of the 
Possession Tax About this I would submit that in the 
resolution moved by Sardar Kaiihaya Singh for the appoin t 
ment of a commission which will enquire into the pripriety 
onhe present taxes, it is not stated that a particular tax il

Mr. President (The Hou’ble Sir Bar.ior DalalKt.): 
But your friends do not visit this place. 

JSheikh Mohammed Amin: 'I hey do visit: All of them. 

Mb. President (The Hoii’ble Sir Baijor DalalKt): 
Thej' visit, but they don't spend anything. (Laughter) 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin: Because of these facilities 
more visitors come and if there is a reduction in the road 
toil, still more will come. If the Government keeps it at 
rupees thirty instead of rupees sixty, visitors will come in 
larger numbers. This will a*ld to the income of the State 
as well. The Hon’ble Finance Minister gave an instance 
from British India and said that road toll is charged 
there also I admit that, but it is charged only upto n 
pro{)er limit. If, for iiistanee, a man traveils by car from 
Bombay to Poona, road loll is charged fro?n him tor only one 
side .ioviriiey. No road toll is charged for the return journey. 

Jf a lorry goes from here to Rawalpindi or from Jammu 
to Rawalpindi, without any load or passengers, a toll of 
Us 30 is charged even then. The instance of charging of 
toll for one side journey only in Britisli India does not 
ilicreforo hold true in this case. As regards electric 
charges, the Hon’blo Home .Miiiistei has stated timt 
the rates in l^iitish India are higher. He has compared our 
State to big cities and States, in Sialkot and Gujranwala 
power is generated by means of coal But in our State the 
generators arc worked by water which should naturally bo 
cheaper than coal. In Mysore State they charge about 
two and n half annas per unit whicli is much cheaper than 
the rates charged iiere. In Delhi three annas are charged 
per unit. 

Mu. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.); 
What is the use of eompariug these. If you compare you 
will find that the rato* in U. P. are higher. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin : Sir, that difference is duo 
to the expenses incurred. In my opinion if the (jk)vern- 
ment sets up a commission in whicli elected members are 
also included it would prove more useful The elected 
members are prepared to make the sacrifice of not charging 
any travelling allowance which comes to about five thousand 
rupees. They are prepared to forego their travelling 
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allowance to relieve the people of their trouble, pvovi«led the 
Government membeis also do not charge an^- travelling 
allowance. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : Sir, 1 will speak for two or 
three minutes only. In the resolution moved by my friend 
Sardar Kanhaya Singh, a discrepancy seems to have arisen 
between the Urdu and the English version The object of 
the appointment of a commission is an equiry into ihc 
propriety of taxes. The commission will then submit its 
report to the Government and \vill recommend an increase 
or a decrease in the taxes. 

My friend Lala Aiuar Nath Kohli has said that there 
should be no water tax. I agree with him .that this is pin¬ 
ching. I remember w'hen the question of water tax came up 
before His late Highness, His Highness said that the im¬ 
position of a tax on a necessity like water is cruelty to man, 
because in the siunmt r, when they are driven to despair by 
the heat, people find comfort in it. It would not be proper 
for a Mabaraja in wliose State there are many other means of 
revenue and w’here w'ater is in abundance to imi^ose a tax on 
water.

Every paper, Sablia and society raised a cry against 
this and said that,tbe tax is improper Personally I think 
that w'atcr lax at least should be remitt*’d am) 1 would request 
the Goveinment to do so. Our State has an income of about 
two and a half crores, ]t would not be far from justice, if 
pitj" is shown to the poor subjects and tins tax remitted 

Mil. PjiESiUENT (The Hon’ble fc>ir Barjor Dalai Kt.): It is 
only the water tax but that ever}' tax you arc declaring as 
impro 2 H‘r. Can a Govertm«rnt accept a committee which 
would recommend the remission of all taxes. 

Lala Bhiv Natu Nanda : Whnt i submitted was only 
with regard to the water tax. The Hon’ble Home Minister 
has correctly remarked with rega-d to the electric cliniges 
that they are not a tax. I quite agree with him. Anything 
which is received a4 a return cannot b * classed as a tax. 
The electric charges may be compared to the profit of 
lie. -/I/- recovered by a merchant by selling any goods pur¬ 
chased by him. Just as we cannot call this profit a tax 
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similarly we cannot call the electric fees a tax. However as 
pointed out by my friend Sheikh Mohammed Amin the 
rates are very high and a reduction is needed. A trader 
keeps the convenience of his customers in view for the 
purchase of his goods. The Electric Department should 
similarly bear in mind the convenience of the consumers. 
The electricity expenses as at present are very high. I 
would therefore submit that the Government should appoint 
a committee with, as stated by mj" friend, some public I’e- 
pvesentative also as its member. The public always helps 
the Government. The members who are taken on this 
committee should be reasonable 

Sardau Kanhaya Singh : Sir, I will not take much time. 
1 would only submit that there need be no anxiety in 
the Government benches on account of the wording of my 
resolution. My resolution is 

“This Praja Sabha recommends to the Council that 
a Commission consisting of half the elected 
members be appointed to investigate into the 
reasonableness of the new taxes and the old 
taxes enhanced during the last ten years.” 

I would submit that the people are prepared to 
])ay gladly all the proper taxes. 

Mr. President (The Hon*ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
My Secretary says that you had sent the resolution in 
English and not in Urdu, Your signature is to be found 
on that. 

Major-General Rao Bahadur Thakuh»)anak Singh Ji : 
He means what he says now. 

Sardar Kanhaya Singh : Yes Sir, that is what I meant. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : If 
that is what you meant, you had better make a "rammer 
of your own. (Laughter) 

Sardar Kanhaya Singh : For the information of the 
House 1 will mention only one or two taxes which have been 
improperly levied. For instance the Sanitation Tax which 
has been imposed is realized at the rate of a pice per rupee 
from the zamindars This tax is realized tor being spent in 
the interests and for the betterment of the zamindars, for 
the cleanliness of rural areas and for removing the defi¬ 
ciency of water supply. But we see that the money thus 
realised is spent in the towns and not in the rural areas. 
Shops are being built in Batote and Pahalgnm with this 
money. It is also spent in Town Areas. The zamindars 
a'e not at all benefited by this money. 1 would submit 
that we never object to the payment of proper ta^es 
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nor has any such thing beeu said anywhere in the State 

Mr President (The Hou’ble Sir Bar.jor Dalai Kt } .- 
You do’ut object. You onl}* cr}' against them. 

Sardar Kanhai'a Singh : We crj’ because some taxes 
have been levied without an}' reason. Some taxe« are 

realised from one place and spent in another. It is therefore 
that I have moved thisresolution. If it is accepted there will 

be no need for us to cry any more. A tax should be 
such that the people are able to bear it The committee 
which 1 have asked for in my resolution will see which 
taxes have been imposed improperly and how much re¬ 
duction should be made in it or whether it should be 
abolished altogether. The committee will likewise see 
which taxes are to continue. This does not mean that 
all taxes will be abolished or reduced. The committee 
will only see which taxes the people are able to bear and 
which taxes have been imposed improi>er]y. 1 therefore 
hope that the Government also will .support my resolu¬ 
tion. 

The Hon’ule Rao Bahadur Thakdr Kartar Singh Ji ; 
Sir, the wording of the resolution which has been moved 
is quite misleading. It does not indicate which particular 
taxes Sardar Sahib wants to be abolished or reduced. 
The demand for the appointment of a commission to 
enquire into the propriety of ail the taxes is the first 
of its kind. No such demand can ever have been made 
so far from any Government. It would be possible to 
some extent to inquire into one particular tax if Sardar 
Sahib stated that that particular tax was adversly affect¬ 
ing the public interest But the form in which Sardar 
Sahib has moved his resolution that an enquiry should 
be made into the propriety of all the taxes does not seem 
correct. 

1 do not feel any necessity for explaining that no 
Government can run as long as means of incoiiie are not 
created. It is therefore essential for every Government 
to impose taxes. In view of the fact that the expendi¬ 
ture of our Government on roads, bridges, and other 
public works is increasing, and that demands about these 
are always made in the House, it is necessary that 
means of income be created by the Government. If 
otherwise how can these important works which the 
Praja Sabha also considers important be carried on with¬ 
out income. Kvevyday we see that in the House the 
attention of the Government is invited to works of 
public interest. Sometimes it is asked that electric 
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charges be rediicod. Sometimes construction of roads is 
demanded and sometimes it is stressed that hospitals 
sliould be opened and schools started. \ on can youiselt 
understand how these demands can be considered. If 
taxes are abolished, or reduced these demands can never 

be met. i , 

Lala Amar Nath Kohli : They can be met by de¬ 
creasing the pay of liigh officers. 

The Hon’ble Kao Bahadur Thakdr Kariab Singh Ji : 
(Continuing his speech) When we keep the urgent works 
in mind we find that the exv)euditure of our State is m- 
ereasin<' The reason for it is the increased expenditure 
on works of public utility and the starting of import¬ 
ant departments like the Praja Sabha, Federation de¬ 
partment and the Panchayat Department etc. The oon- 
tin^ent expenditure of these departments has also to bo 
kept in view. For instance only recently twenty thou¬ 
sand rupees more were sanctioned for two Bub-Com- 
inittees of the Praja Sabha. Next year the ex-chequer 
will also have to boar the expenses of the forthcoming 
Praia Sabha elections. 

The Praia Sabha Sad has not specified any particu¬ 
lar tax in his resolution as being improper. But I am 
sure that he will not refer to any tax, the incidence 
of wliich falls on the agriculturists class alone, ihe 
House always asks for concessions to zainindars. Ihe 
Government 1ms also, ns far as possible, treated the 
zamilulavs very sympathetically. Areas in Kahcharai anu 
land-revenue, amounting to lacs of rupees have been re¬ 
mitted, Kahcharai has been exempted in many tehsils 

according to the new Kahcharai Rules. 

Mr. Nauda has mentioned taps and stated that the 
water tax is improper and unjust. Mr. Nanda has perhaps 
forgotten that if the Government had not installed pipe 
connections'in every lane and house, all would have to eu- 
o'age servants who would get drinking water for them 
from DhoanthU. One w6uld have to pay about five oi* six 
rupees to a servant and these days none Nvould accept less 
than twelve or fifteen. Mr. Nanda can imagine the diffi¬ 
culty and inconvenience that would a^'^se in getting water 
from DhoanthU and also the facilities which the Govern¬ 
ment has provided. In summer well-water in Jammu costs 
anuas two a ghara. The people should be grateful that they 
have been saved of an expenditure of twelve or niieen 
rupees and have instead to pay only an ordinary nominal 
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bhoikh Mohainmed Amin stated that the road toll f.-.on 
Poona to Bombay le.ss than what ischaiired here «heikh 
vihib has perhaps foi-otteu that comparatively we have to 
spent much on our valley road which has be^ constructed 
aftcrcuttm£<very hard rocks. About forty lacs have ^ 1 . 
spent so <>>» this road only. Therefore keeping in \ 
the money that has been spent on it, the road toll levied bv 
the Government IS not inuch. Since Wry owners have al 
ready submitted their objections in this connection trthe 
Goveinment, a committee has been appointed. If the PrAin 

Sabha w«auts that two or three iioii-ofificial members of the 
House should also be co-opted in this committee the 
Government will have no objection. But the resolution 
moved by bardar bahib is quite misleading. The Govern¬ 
ment has no objection in puttiriEf some members of the 
House on the committee of inquiry into road toll. Govern 
ment members will also be taken on the committee. But a 

committee cannot be apjiointed for everything and for 
inquiry into every t ix ®

liESOLUTION NO; I OP SaRDAU PI ART SiNGH, HEAD BY 

Assistant Secretary. 

“This Pra.ia Sabha recommends to the Council that 
a Commission f t official and non-official members 
be ap]>ointed to sniigesfc ways and means for the 
improvement of the Jammu city.” 

Sardab Habi Singh; Sir, the city of .Jammu stretches 
from North to f^ontli on the slope of the top of a bill. The 
river Tawi Hows on its soutb-east side. h,\en a small 
sbower of rain makes the city clean and even constant heavy 

rains do not cause any mud here. 

Sir, for long this city has been the capital of the .lainwal 
Kulers This is clear from its name. When the late 
Maharaja Gulab Singh Sahib took up into his bands the 
reigns of Government of this country, he set up his capital in 
this city. On his accession, His late Highness Maharaja 
Ifanbir Singh Ji also graced Jammu by making it the 
capital of the State. Both these rulers established factories 
iu the city tor its improvement, tn these factories rifles, 
guns, swords etc. were manufactured. P'rom Lahore and 
other cities intelligent and experienced artisans were called 
to settle here The Maharaja bad ordered that the summer 
uniforms of the army should be prepared from Samba cloth 
and the winter uniforms from the Pattu made in Kashmir. 
As au experiment he also had sugar and oil factories set up. 
Traders from the different cities of the Punjab were made to 
settle here and were grauted special concessions. People of 
every profession, the shawl makeis, saddlers, brasiers, 
goldsmiths and shoemakers etc. were set up here and 
encouraged. It was ordered that all officers should fulfil 
their requirements as also of tho State from the Jammu cHy. 
This order was strictly adhered to. To facilitate trade^ .Uis 
iate Highness Maharaia Bir Pratap Singh, had a railway 
line laid. A r^ad for vehicular traffic wa.s constructed from 
Jammu to Srinagar. A college was established ,and the 
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Ranbir Caual opened. 

Moreover iu order to add to the extccs on of the city, 
His late Highness ordered that timber should be ^llpplied 
at a concession of 10 per cent, to those State servants who 
had no residential houses in the cit 3 ’. It was al>o oidered 
that house buihlinst advances wiihont interest should be 
made for the coustruetion of houses. Some ofTiceiv and 
other well-to-do men from the Punjab were sriven fre<‘ land 
for the construction of their houses. 

When iu these days of cnlijhtuient the cities of the 
Punjab are profiressing, Jammu also ought to have prospered. 
But here it is just the reverse Even the name of the 
shawl-makers is not heard of not so much so that the shawl 
factory has been put to auction two year.s back. There 
now exists hardly a shop or two* of the saddlers (Serajs) 
who had thirt}' or forty shops here once and after which 
the Dhakki Sarnjau had been named The same is the 
case with other professions too. In various ])arts of the 
city, there are ruins now and wherein Bliaikar and other 
wild has appeared. 'I'o fulfil the requirements of the people 
living between the Pir Panjal and ''ammu, the city of 
Jammu ought to have been a centre of trade. But due to 
heavy Customs duties, it is JSialkot which is benefited in 
this connection. Lorry traffic has moreo er given a further 
impetus to the trade of Sialkote 'I’he ])eople when they 
see that there is a great difference between the Jammu and 
vSialkot prices, purchase their requirements themselves or 
get them purchastd through neighbour or friend from 
fSialkot or some other city cf the Punjab. The officers of 
the State and the State too fultil their requirements from 
British India or foreign countries and not from Jammu. 

Moreover as the Motor and the Lorrj' road does not 
remain open throughout the j'ear and thei'e is no Mandi or 
Sei’ai in Jammu where the traders from Kashmir or other 
merchants from Yarkand could keep their merchandise. 
Therefore the traders are not generally inclined towaids 
this side—Banihal Cart Road was constructed alter the 
Jnelum Valley Road was opened and no special concessions 
have been allowed to popularize it. 

1 would therefoie submit that a commission consisting 
of official and non-official members be appointed to propose 
means for the improvement of the Jammu city as to how 
it can prosper like Srinagar or cities of the Punjab. 

Mr. Lok Nath Sharm.a : Whenever resolution about 
Srinagar city or the Visitors Bureau is moved and a 
member gets up to offer some practical suggestion, Moulvi 
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Mohammed Abdulla evades it bj* sayin^r that the discussion 
is serious and he should not make fun. yaidar Sabib ha.s 
now moved an impurtant resolution aud Moulvi Sahib is 
trying to evade it. 

MouiiVi Mohammad Abdulla : Have you heard me utter 
even a ward ? 

Major-General Rao Bahadur Thakur Janak. Singh Ji : 
Much can be done by moving the beard, i daughter) 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma : 1 am afraid that this 
resolution is such that it may be said that a commission is 
being asked for everything* 1 would submit that many 
resolutious were moved in this session. At times things 
which were not to be found in the resolution were after- 
waids expressed by th».- members in thiir speeches 'J’lic 
resolutions were thereujion discussud aloni; witli the ex¬ 
planations that had boon given. The object of this resolu¬ 
tion is the improvement of the Jammu city. It is not 
necessaiyto appoint a commission whicli would think out 
]>roposals. The higher oflicers can, if they like without 
the co-operation of nuybodv else thc-mselves devise moans 
of improving the oily. 

Kiiawaja Ghulam Momammed Badiq : Is the Hou’blc 
member supporting the resolution or moving the amend¬ 
ment ? 

Mr. Lok Nath Sharma : I am sui^porting the resolution 
and pointing out that if anyhow the Government dues not 
SCO its way to appoint a commission they may themselves 
do something to improve the city 

Sir, 1 would submit that the city of Jammu is the 
gateway of the Btato. Visitors to India would convey a 
very bad impression about this country if Bombay were not 
made attractive, yiuce Bombay is called the gateway of 
India, it is kept in a most up-to-date and decorated oouditioi). 
All those who come from outside have to pass through 
Bombay. A special body is being maintained to keep 
Bombay in a good condition and this body is called the 
Bombay Improvement Trust. 

Mr. President (Tiie Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
It is already bankrupt. 

Mr. Lok Nath Sharma: I would submit that we need 
not set up such a body here which would become bankrupt. 

Major-General Rao Bahadur Thakur Janak Singh Ji : 
Are you opposing the resolution ? 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Mr. Sharma, please say 
clearly what you mean. 

Mr. JvOk Nath Sharma; Sir, let us examine as to what^

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most insignificant nnmieipality of the Punjab. I can 
confidently say that it was nij' good fortune that my 
house is situated opposite the residence of the Hon’ble ' 
bMuance Minister, who was and still is in charge of the 
Municipalities. Rut I would say that nowhere else do we 
liave as mucli dirt and filth as collected from all mohallas 
is to be found around his residence and my house. More¬ 
over a road has also been constructed and metalled. But 
unfortunately instead of benefiting it has only been a 
source of uinsance There is a tank which belongs to the 
lllaqadav of Roonch. Around it tlien* is a garden. All the 
dirth and tilth of the city is thrown into this garden. 
There was also a wall around this. But this has been 
dismantled. Ror three years a dispute has been going on as 
to whether the Poonch Durbar or the Municipality will 
rebuild it. 1 mean to say that there is a huge army of 
mosquitoes and these are a source of great trouble. 

Next 1 would submit that for evening walks we have 
the parade ground there. Men and women go there as they 
can find fresh air thme. That is undtr the military. If 
a park is constructed there in any central place in the city, 
it would bi* highly pri>\)er. Moreover an exhibition should 
be held there to make Jatiiuiu attractive in the winter and 
provide a stimulus to trade. In winter many people from 
tlie Punjab and Mufassils go for the Vaisbnavdevi pilgrimage. 
They purchase many tilings. They purchase Dal, nuts, bark 
of walnut trees (Dandasa), \nardana. peas, Vetch (Haimah) 
and other articles there. I would submit that Jammu is 
the trade centre for the sale and purchase of all these 
things Steps should be taken to increase this trade. 
There is no market to give an impetus to the trade of 
Kashmir too. There is a great need to stimulate the fruit 
trade of Kashmir. Tliat can be done only when there is 
some trade centre. 

Moreover, Sir, you may be aware that there is no 
Mandi for grains outside the Jammu city. There is only 
one Kauak Mandi (wheat market) and this is situated 
right up in the middle of the city. There is always the 
dan‘yer of plague getting spread from hero. The Municipali¬ 
ty too has paid no attention to this If the grain market 
be outside the city, rats etc. that spread plague iufectiou 
cannot enter into the city, in Rawalpindi also plague 
used 10 spread because the grain market was located in the 
city. The Municipality then shift ?d it outside the city to 
a place wherefrom rats could not get into the citj’ and it 
was protected against the infection of plague. 
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The K-ishmir Goveruiuent intoiisely desired that the 
number of visitors should incivase and s)»en*ls a great d^al 
to achieve this object. But we have also to see that the 
gateway to this eountrj* is in a good condition so that 
visitors may get.the impression that we have good towns, 
good buildings, good roads and beautiful rrcieation parks 
here. We could then be proud of our tovns and the 
scenery, both good and worth seeing. 

Except the canal tnere is no resort for recreation in 
flammu in summer. When people go there in summer, 
are greatly inconvenienced. Its “banks” have not beru 
coaltarred. Therefore when a car or a lorry passes, dust 
that is spread there becomes a nuisance for those walking 
there. Half a mile of it is in a very bad condition and 
there is a very bad smell tb< re iSardar Budh Sinvh has 
submitted something about this and he ha' received a repl}’ 
with regard to that. From the Canal Head to your Lord¬ 
ship’s bungalow the road is not at al'. in a satisfactory 
condition. Bad smell pervades this locality. 

This bad state of affairs does not befit an industrial 
to.vn like Jammu. Iron is available in Jammu. This can 
be understood from the fact that the material for the 
Kambaii bridge which is entirely made of iron and is very 
old, was all made in Jammu. When tliis bridge was 
constructed, it was not contemplated that lorries and steam 
rollers would pass over it. But now you find that all 
vehicles pass over it safely and easily. 

In Moti Bazar in Jammu utensils are manufactured. 
Bi aziers make different kinds of pots and pans here and 
high customs duty is charged for the utensils which are 
imported from outside. The braziers in Moti Bazar receive 
no encouragement. Many people come from outside to 
give a stimulous to the tanners Even one-fourth of the 
attention that is paid to Srinagar is not paid to Jammu. 
Srinagar now is in much better condition than Jammu is. 
With these words I support this resolution. 

Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla: Sir, I did not intend to 
take any time about this topic. Fortunately my friend 
Lala Hans Raj has come here. We had both decided to 
keep silent. But Mr. Sharma has accused me of startiug 
on hearing the very name of Jammu. I am pleased to hear 
the name of Srinagar and take particular interest in that. 

My beard was moving because the wording of the 
resolution is not clear. In the resolution in Urdu we have 
the word Islah (improvement) and not Taraqi (progress). 

The word “Islan ” implies rehabilitation. The Hon'ble 
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Homo Ministor has most soriously and losically stated in a 

scholarly manner tlie difference between the words “ Islah ” 
* 

and “Taraqi”. My heard diil not move at the word “Islah ” 
onl}' my whiskers moved. The word “Islah” does not mean 
what my friends in the House take it to mean. Its mean¬ 
ing? was doubtful. 1 could not understand whether this re¬ 
form was to bo brought about in the intellectual, physical or 
>l)iritiial realm or agaiu whether amouj; males or females. 

I coul'l not understand what kind of reform was meant and 
therefore my beard was moving. 

Now from the speeches of my learned friends I have 
gathered that there is filth and dirt in tru* city and that it 
should be removed and tbe city cleaned. Hut the mover 
has stated that the city becomes as clean as glass when there 
is rain, because it is situated on a hill. What is the need 
to have Munici]>ality when the city becomes clean by 
itself? What is the use of spending money on that ? As 
such it is tentamount to attempting at naught. 

In the course of a speech it has been stated that I want 
to differentiate between Srinagar and Jammu. But I would 
submit that [ consider that a sin. Jammu and Srinagar 
are in the same State and tliey are one entity and inseparable. 
What does it then mean to ask the Government particularly 
about a particular place ? Improvement is needed in this 
place too and my beard was therefore moving. Jammu alone 
ivS not to b*‘ particularized. It is a sentiment of sympathy 
for all and this should be indiscrimately shown to all parts 
of the Jammu and Kashmir State. The reason stated for 
particularizing Jammu is that it is the capital of the State, 
in spite of my moving of my beard I support this resolution. 

Sheikh Abdul IIamid; Sir, 1 want to invite the atten¬ 
tion of the House to the fact that if the history of the past 
is studied carefully, we find that Delhi was the biggest city 
in India and it was also the capital. At that time, it was 
called Hastana.pur and when Hastanapur was at its full 
"lory, we liad correspondingly Jammu as the capital of the 
State. From ancient times it bad remained so. But if 
Jammu is compared to Delhi now we find a vast difference 
between the two. If we carefully see the area of the 
Jammu city nod its present population, we will find that 
it is equal to a mohalla of Delhi. In these days, small 
towns have developed into big cities. • Why is it then that 
Jammu is declining day by day. 

My best sympathies go to this not only because it is my 
birth place. Those who know are aware that if those people 
from the Pun jab or the surrounding Illaqas of Jammn who were 
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ou their way to Jammu weio asked where (hey were "oiut' 
they wouiil reply that they were goiucr to «hahar (i. "’city 
Jammu)i This shows clearly how im|X)rtaut the city was 
even in those (lays. Kawalpindi, (Injrat, Lahore and'other 
places are called Shahrs (cities) now. But the city of 
Jammu has been looked upon with respect and admira¬ 
tion from ancient times. Much liad been talked here about 
the improvement of the cities of Srinagar and Jammu 
Nobody objects to the improvement of Srinagar-Kashmir. 
I am glad that all cities should prosper and tnat the State 
should progress as much as i>ossible. But it is a matter of 
envy that Srinagar should go on progressing, that its 
gardens, its buildings and its roads should keep on improv¬ 
ing and that all means for improvement should be made 
available, while nothing is done for Jammu. The Govern¬ 
ment has not taken any effective steps for the improvement 
of ihe Jammu city. 

MouLvr Mohammed Abdulla : Sheikh Sahib you 
should not be UDgrnteful. ’ 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid; A resolution of gratitude will 
also be passed. There are certain causes which lead to 
prosperity of cities. For instance iu Amritsar, Lahore and 
other cities, there is no octroi duty. In Hoti Mardan no 
duty is charged on cloth. It is therefore that they are 
developing into big cities now. If the Government wants 
that the city of Jammu should be prosperous and that 
Jammu shciuld irapi’ove, it should also take such steps. 
The population of the city will then increase and the trade 
will receive an impetus. The peope will become prosperous. 

I would now submit a few suggestions in this connection. 
If for instance road toll on the Banihal Cart Hoad is decreas¬ 
ed as compared to the Jhelum Valley Hoad the trade of 
Jammu will increase aud traffic on this road will be greater. 
In flammu there will then be big fruit market. All the 
fruits of Kashmir will be exported to the Punjab via Jammu 
in that case. The goods which are imiiorted into the 
Kashmir valley will also be carried by this road then. If, 
apart from road toll, customs and octroi duties, on certain 
goods be reduced, it would have a wholesome effect on the 
^ade of Jammu. Import and export trade will increase. 
Rest-houses should moreover, be constructed for travellers 
and traders and recreation grounds and parks for tourists. 
This will benefit all and give an appearance of splendour. 

So far as the question of the municipality as stated by 
Pandit Lok Nath yharma goe.s, to the best of my knowledge 
the Jammu Municipality is spending more than its income 
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would pnrmit for the cleanliness and impiovement of the 
city 

1 was born in Jammu (Jamniu men bosh sambala 
tlia) I remember that all the lanes and streets there were 
Kacha.

((Continuing his speech) ISot only have the drains of 
Jammu been metalled now, but there are electric lights at 
every place, (.iardons have been set up and some separate 
gardens have also been arranged for females and males. 
So far as the Jammu Miiuicipality is concerned and so far 
as its income goes, no stone has been irlt unturned. But 
the Municipality is unable to do w^bat is its duty. 1 there¬ 
fore sui'port this resolution, and submit that the Govern¬ 
ment should lake pity on the condition of Jammu and 
appoint a commisssou as proposed. 

Sabdar Bodh 8ingh: Hon ble President: according to 
section 21, no member can use undignitied language against 
any memoer. A very undignitied word has been used here 
by one member against another member. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.);

Sheikh Abdul Hamid: Whom does Bardar Sahib refer

Sardar Budh Sinoh ; You remember that you said “you 

must be more closely connected with them.” It is highly 
improper to use such words. 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid; I am soriy at your mentality. 
You have given a st»aiige interpretation to my words 
*■ closely connected”. This is the fault of your intel¬ 
ligence. 

Mr. Presidbnt (The Hou’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt..) :

Sheikh Abdul Hamid ; I protest against the words of 
Sardar Sahib, because he has misinterpreted my words.

Ml;. President (The Hou’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt ) : 
Who has started them f 

Lala Hans Raj : 1 too say that there should be im¬ 
provement there. Trade should flourish and receive every 
impetus. But I would say that uothing is being done for 
the people i. e. those who pay land-revenue and whose 
money you waut to use for this work. We must bear 
their necessities and their demands in mind. No body cares 
for their convenience or the cleanliness of their villages 
but every body is ready to spend their money. I have no 
objection if thu’e are cars everywhere in Jammu and 
Srinagar and every care is taken to maintain cleanliness. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : So you are opposing the re¬ 
solution. 

Lala Hans Kaj : 1 say let there be improvement by 
all means. Every nook and corner of the .State may pros- 
jjer. Ever> care should be taken for cleanliness in all the 
Miifassils where there is filth to be found. If you go out 
into the villages you will find a single clean house. Some 
of these are such that on account of there being filth and 
stinch one cannot even sleep there for the night. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
A sanitation tax will have to be levied there. 

Lala Hans Hai : The money from this tax is also be¬ 
ing wasted. It is used at other places. 

There were ten resolutions on yesterday’s list. Only 
two of them could be discussed. There were ten resolu¬ 
tions today also. It is three o’clock now and not even one 
has been disposed of. The people who came to represent 
the subjects here tell them six months in advance that they 
will put in all efforts to remove their troubles. They tell 
them that they will have arrangements made for water in

its climax here. I think this has now become a club for 
recreation. (Prolonged laughter) 

1 am much grieved. I would say that I would feel 
grateful if even four pice were spent on some useful 
work. 

1 am highly thankful to lady Dalai. She has donated 
a thousand rupees for the supply of water in the Kaudi 
Illaqa. She has also asked us to request all to subscribe, 
to request His Highness aud the Hoii’ble Prime Minister. 

People here want petrol for their cars. No matter 
tliere may or may not be any water in the Kandi Illaqa. 
^ hen the resolution about Kaudi was to be moved in the 
House, a walk-out was staged. (Cheeis and prolonged 
laughter) 

Mb. President (The Hon'ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
Why did you go out. you were asked to stay? 

Lala Hans h‘Aj : Let there be progress by all means. 
But it is a pity that no one cares to stop the shows of 
dancing girls and others in the cinemas. Nobody here says 
in this connection that in this way thousands of rupees of 
the people are wasted in Jammu. Nobody says that che 
dancing of “civilized i)rostitutes” in these cinemas is spoil¬ 
ing the character of boys and of younginen. This should 
be checked but no measures are being adopted for that. 
How careltssly has the Museum at Jammu been deserted. 
Property worth lacs of rupees has been stolen thence. 
Maharaja (iulab Singh and Ranbir Singh did quite a lot 
for Jammu. Maharaja Partap Singh and our piescut 
Maharaja Bahadur have both spent huge sums of money 
for the improvement of the Jammu city. 

1 would submit that the treasures of wealth that lie 
underground in the State should be dug out. Industry 
should be given an impetus. Wealth amounting to crores 
and millKns of rupees lies embedded in the mines here. 
No one pays any attention to that. When a resolution is 
moved, elaborate speeches are made about it. The members 
do not think that they may speak for a few minutes each 
and have done with the discussion. (Laughter) 

Somebody may get disideas^d by my speech but I will 
never fall from the path of truth, no, not oven if it were 
Rajas and Maharajas before me, I will always say that the 
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poor should be looked after. 

All the vices and sins that are to be found here re- 
liect on the Raja too. By Raja 1 mean the Governnient 
and It IS the Government who is responsible for our welfare 
or otherwise. 1 would ask that arrangements should bo 
made for the supply of water in the Kaudi lllaqa, that 
attention should be paid to rural uplift. 

1 can submit such schemes to you as would enrich the 
State treasuries. Thousands of rupees of the (jovernmeiit 
are wasted for nothing. 7'he funds of the budget which 
amount to two or two and a half crores are spent with¬ 
out any purpose here or there. This money should be 
spent for some useful work. Something should be done 

for the villages too aud we should not waste our time for 
nothing. 

Sheikh Mohammkd Amin; Sir, quite asufficient number 
of speeches has been made about this resolution, so I do 
not Nvaut to waste inuch of tlie time of the House. 1 
would like to submit a few words in support of the re¬ 
solution of Sardar Hari Singh. Some membeis from Jammu 
should be co-opted ou the committee which has been ap¬ 
pointed to enquire into the road toll. (I.aughter) 

Another tbinii Miat 1 would like lo submit is that uu- 
fortunately for Jammu neither the citizens nor the Govern¬ 
ment have paid any attention to thi.^. The Government 
always keeps its attention engaged for Kashmir only. The 
office move takes place from Jammu to Kashmir when 
the roads have hardly opened yet. In fact it is said that 
thousands ot rupees are speut and the road opnnd

You also move resolutions for Kashmir. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin ; We must think of all place.s 
Kashmiri's ought to move resolutions for Jammu peojde 
and Jammu people ought to move resolutions for Kashmiris 
There are no arrangemeuts to attract visitors to Jammu’ 
There are no parks.there, nor any place for public recrea¬ 
tion. During Christmas the people are compelled to go to 
Lahore or some other cities and spend thousands of rupees 
outsidp. Jammu is the capital of the State. The Govern¬ 
ment of India spent crores of rupees ou new’ Delhi simnlv 
because it is the capita) of India otherwise, Calcutta 
Bombay etc. were better places for this purpose Jt the 
duty of oiir Government that it should tak,^ a deep interest 
in beautifying Jqmmu and stimulating its trade. A piopos- 
al was made to set up a Hindu Hotel in Jammu But 
apart from setting right the site nothing else was dono 
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Major General Rao Bahadur Thakur Janak Singh Ji : 
Sir much need not to be said now. Enough has already 
been staW. I would only like to bring to your notice an 
incident that has taken place todny lu the House 1 
had familiarity with my friend Moulvi Mohammed Abdulla 
before, and particnlarlj' since the establishment of the 
Praia Sabha. He is an old friend of mine. In his speech 
today he has mentioned of bis beard nine times. Since I 
pointed out first about the movement of his beard. I am 
afraid lest he may have become augi*y with me. But the 
fact is that whenever auy question came up before the 
Hou<e 1 always looked at his beard Its movement in a 
particular direction told me whether he is going to oppose 
or support a resolution My guesses have always turned 
out true.

Haus Raj will certainly say that every boody is fond of 

speaking. I believe every body in this House has the right 

to speak. Therefore nobody should object. 

Sir. the object of the resolution moved by Sardar Sahib 

19 that the poverty of Jammn should be removed and' not 
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only that the city needs to be kept clean. Many speeches 
have been made at this time about cleanliness. We should 
be granteful to the (.lovevnmeut. Let us see what the 
condition of Jamrau was before and what it is now. 
Formerly none could go out of eJammu even in da}' time. 
A boat-bridge spanned the I’awi and great inconveuienct- 
was felt. The State then constructed an iron bridge. 
That bridge lasted for some time and since it had been built 
by the Dharmarth Department all peilestrians who made use 
of it had to pay a pice each. On his accession to the thron»‘ 
our present Maharaja Bahadur remitted this tax too. Not 
only this but later on, His Highness had a inagnihcient steel 
bridge constructed like of which is not to be found in the 
whole of India. 

Sardak Hari Singh: On which there are not even any 
electric lights. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : The Government has spent 
lacs of rupees and instead of thanking it and being indebte<l 
to it, we are raising objections, if there is no adequate 
light there, areqiiest for the supply of sufficient light can be 
made to the Government. 

i think Sardar Sahib takes his walk there during the 
night. There is enough light there aud if more of it is 
needed, a large number of electric lamps can t)e fitted. 

It has next been stated that Jammu is the capital of 
the State. My friend has quoted the instance of Delhi in 
this connection. Jammu is in no way less important than 
any other place. It is progressing day after day. You may 
perhaps be aware that there was previously only one gate 
for entrance into Jammu. After climbing the ‘*Dakki” 
people entered the city thmugh this very gate. There used 
to be a hut there and one policeman. He would enquire one’s 
destination, name and the nature of work which brought 
one to Jammu One had to move on foot in the city. To 
.say nothing of children, even young man would not go out 
of the city. Now the Government has constructed roads on 
all the four sides of the city. The roads have even been 
tarred. There is no road on the Tawi side only as yet 
The roads are so beautiful that they can compare with some 
of the best roads of India. The city looks decorated 
Viev/ed at niglit from the Railway Station the city looks as 
beautiful as a freshly decorated bride. My respected fidends 
have said that there is no park in the city. This is correct 
We have got only the parade ground in Jammu and this 
is under the military. If the Government acquires a part of 
it aud turns that into a park for women and children it 
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would be very useful because it is necessary to have a park 
in Jammu. My friends have mentioned the canal. 
Formerly there was no land in Jammu and if the people 
wanted to rret the cold water of the river Chenab for drink¬ 
ing purposes, thej' had to go to Aknoor. The State has 
opened a canal in Jammu now. This has saved people the 
expenditure which they bad otherwise to undergo in going 

Aknoor. There are roads on both sides of the canal. 
It has been said that then* is dust and stink upto the 
bungalow of our Hon’ble President. We have to see as to what 
the condition was before and what it is now. The roads are 
magniticient The road which leads to Dewan Sahib’s 
Kothi has also been tarred. At first it was difificult to go 
upto Ghulami Bagh even That road too has been tarred 
now. My friend has correctly stated that the road in front 
of my garden has also been tarred. The road has been 
metalled. 

A Voice ; Upto your garden ? 

Fjala Shiv Nath Nanda : No, beyond that also. 

I would submit that we want that the poverty of Jammu 
should be removed. Trade is getting depressed. Merchants 
have no business. We must think out a remedy for this. 
In connection with this resolution, some one remai'ked that 
we should pay more attention to villages. I cannot 
understand how he said this, and how he could connect it 
with this resolution. 

Sheikh Mohammed Amin : You may oppose that. 

Lala Shiv Nath Nanda : My friends have asked for the 
appointment of a commission The Hon’ble Home 
Minister in his speech has declarad that that would cost 
thousands of rupees. It was afterwards said that the 
members of the commission would take no travelling 
allowance or daily allowance. They therefore asked for 
being co-opted on the commission. I would submit that 
these points do not at all arise. If my friends had not 
walked out and, as stated by Lala Bans Kaj now, had 
co-operated during the budget discussion, they could have 
asked for funds for particular purposes for the 
improvement of Jammu.

A survey for the supply of water in Kebari has also been 
made. Many gentlemen have mentioned the parade ground. 
Hut 1 wo\ild submit that since this ground is stony, it would 
take a good deal of money to turn it into a recreation park.

Sardah HAiii Singh : If the Minister-in-charge sets up 
a committee in which the citizens (of Jammu) are also 
co-opted, I have no objection. * 

The Hon’ble Fao Bahadur Thakur Kartar Singh Ji; 
Sir, too much discussion has already taken place in this 
matter. There has been a good deal of wrangling over the 
form in which this resolution has been moved. In reality 
the scheme was about the improvement of the Jammu city, 
but things which lie outside the Jurisdiction of the Jammu 
Municipality have also been discussed. You should please 
note that this resolution is only about the impiovement of 
the Jammu city. But a part of this resolution is about the 
cleanliness and improvement of areas outside the municipal 
limits. Moreover gai’deners live outside the city and four¬ 
fold and even five-fold abiana has been levied on their 
lauds. They require manure for the growth of their 
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vegetables. Moreover they have to pay separately the rent 
for their land aud in tlie case of a contract a revenue of 
forty to sixty rnj)i*es per acre of land. Tlie (jovernment 
cannot prevent them from using iiiaunr. , It is not the 
business of the Municipality to prevent these v<‘g.tab]e 
growers from the use of manure bi-canso these poor j)eople 
live by growing vegetables whicli cannot grow without 
manure. The Government realizes land rovenuo. If the 
vegetable growers are prohibited from tlie use of manure, 
it means that the (Joverninent should remit the revenue 
Sardar Sahib has stated that the number of the 8arajs in 
Jammu has decreased but the reason that Sardar Sahib has 
giTen for this decrease does not tally with facts. The 
correct reason would be that shoes are less in use now. 
BoiHs, f.ill slippers, and half slippers, are more in n.se now." 

Leather goods are imported. Country *nadc leather articles 
are liked by few. 

ISardar Sahib has also stated that there arc many pits 
in the city. But he ought to know that many pits have been 
filled by now. Previously the parade ground was the haunt 
of jackals and innumerable pits w'ere to be found there 
But all these have been filled now. There are good roads in 
Jammu today. Not a single lane tliere is such as has not 
been metalled. First class drains are to be found tliere, 

1^ once talked to Colonel Millar, the director of Medical 
Services about the sanitary condition of Jammu. He told 
me that he had seen practically the whole of India and that 
he had not seen any other place with better .sanitation and 
drainage arrangements than Jammu has. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma has complained of the 
existence of the gr »in market in the centre of the city. 
He wants that it should be removed from there. There is 
no doubt about it that we too have been feeling this for a 
long time, for at the present site, the grain market is a 
breeding place for plague germs But the Municipal 
Committee is not to be blamed for this. The Committee 
wanted to acquire some land from the State for this purpose. 
Mr. Wakefield and I both went to see the site elected for 
the purpose. But the difficulty is that the people of that 
mohalla are not willing to part with it. VVe were pref*ared 
to acquire land oven on lease for this grain market, but the 
people were unwilling to shift to some other place. We 
have now to see what we are to do in order to remove those 
people from that mohalla. We have to see whether they are 
to be forcibly ejected or what other methods will have to he 
adopted to remove them from there. 
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•Similarly has my friend the State Councillor remarked 
about braziers. He has said that the noise that is caused 
while they make their pots and pans does not allow the 
gentleman who live near about to have any sleep. But my 
friend should know that we cannot turn the braziers out 
of the city, as long as provision for another place is not 
made for them. 

The resolution moved in tha Praja Sabha is vague and 
we cannot know what improvements are wanted. This resolu¬ 
tion is the only one of its kind It is for the Municipal 
Committee to propose ways and moans for the betterment 
and welfare of the city. According to the new rules, the 
elected members in the Municipal Committee outnumber 
the nominated inombors. These car. represent the public 
in a better way. The settin" up of another comuiittee 
already in existence will mean that the dignity of the 
elected members be set at naught and may be practically 
put out of confidence. 

So far as the city is concerned, the Municipal 
Committee is doing all possible efforts to improve the city. 
Koceutly three or four now public parks hive been opened. 
Drains are being constructed and lanes metalled in fdarijaii 
moballas. Restrictions have been imposed for the erection 
of new buildings, in the congested parts of the city. A large 
sum has been san tioned for the construction of n bridge 
over Rohari Nallah to connect the h'chnvi mohallnh with 
the city. The Municipality is, in short, making all possible 
efforts for the iinprovcmcnt and betterment of the city. 
Under these circumstances the appointment of a new 
committee would not be of any use. In fact it will cost a 
great deal of State money and this expenditure can never 
be said to be justified or proper, However if the Praja Sabha 
Sad brings to me some particular proposal for the improve¬ 
ment of Jammu it will receive my full consideration. But 
tlio appointment of another committee for this purpose, 
when tlie Municipality is already in existence will not be 
proper in any way. It would indeed be a strange thing. 

1 would therefore request Sardar Sahib to withdraw 
his resolution.

But this report w'as not pres*>nted be¬ 
fore the House tor eliciting the opinion of members. Sec¬ 
tion 60 clearly lays dowm that the report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee should be published in the State G-azette. But the

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): 
At any stage. The bill is there, that is right He wants to 
withdraw it. that is right. He can withdraw it Th.d is 
uiy ruling. 

Mr. M. a. Beg : I would submit that the Hon’ble 
Keveuue Minister’s motion should not b.- supported by the 
House in the face of the.se sections. The bill should not 
be withdrawn. 

Mb. President (The Uon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.j : 
The President without wishing to lay down any ruling 
desires to draw th- attention of the members of the Praja 
Sabha to what happened today at question time. .Mr. Beg 
quickly and very correctly realised that when the Govern¬ 
ment gives an answer in any personal matter, there will be 
danger when the man himself about whom the question was 
asked ma}' appeal, the answer may stand in the way of 
proper justice being doue. I commend this view to the 
attention of all the members it is much to he desired that 
as far as possible no personal question should be asl ed so 
long as the man himself has a remedy still open to him by 
way of appeal, revision or an application of mercy. The 
Ministers do their best to be impartial but it is in human 
uatuie that once an answer pi epared by the ofiicc is given 
it will be difficult for tlio man himself to induce the 
Minister to arrive at a contrary decisiuii. The meniboi who 
has quite genuinely the good intention of heipinir the injured 
person leally does him liavm by asking such a question on 
the floor of the-flousc before his case is finally decid< d and 
every remedy open to him, himself lias been taken. I have 
admitted such questions so I have no desire to say that such 
questions are not allowed by rules nor do I desire to deter 
any one from asking such questions in future. I merely 
point out, as my duty is, what the consequences of such 
questions would be. particularly as the consequence was 
realised by one of the elected members. 

Lala Hans Raj: Sir. what is the meaning of all that 
you reaci in English Please let us know it. 

Mu. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) : 
(The President explained it to the member in Urdu) 

Sardar Bodh Singh: Hon’ble President! 1 think it 
necessary to slate the circumstances and the reasons which 
brought about the introduction of the Kahcliaiai Bill, a 
motion for the withdrawal of which has just been presentecj 
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by tlio Hou’ble Revenue Minister. In October 1935 a 
resolution was moved for lowering the Kahcharai rates. In 
his reply to the resolution, Mr. Mehta, the late Revenue 
Minister stated as follows in the course of his speech:— 

‘•1 honestly feel that 1 succeeded in passing the I.C.S. 
examination, but 1 could not understand the 
A. B C. of this Kahcharai, and for which 
I had to sit at the feet of Rai Bahadur Pandit 
Anant Ram. I sent the papers to Pandit 
Auaut Ram and after two or three months’ 
instruction which 1 received from him and the 
(Toverner who i.s sitting behind me, 1 have 
been able to understand the problem, and I have 
to the best of my ability, drifted rules and 
regulations which will be published for general 
information. .Members shall have the opportunity 
of considering the matter. It is well known 
to the members that it is a thing that should be 
the subject of a regulation that cannot be 
touched by a resolution. The I'esolutiou comes 
to the Council to make a regulation. We have 
already formed a regulation which we are 
publishing for general information and all the 
interesting remarks that have been made by 
the Hon’ble members who are feeling the pinch 
will bo carefully considered when the bill will be 
referred to the Select Committee and every 
shade of opinion will be given due consideration 
before the bill takes iho Hnal shape. 

I assure the House that the question raised by Colo¬ 
nel Sahib has the utmost sympathy of the 
Government and a bill will be presented in the 
House iu the final shape, which when passed 
will be considered one of the most important 
successes of this Bouse. (Cheers).” L^ee 
Volume III-A., Part I, the Jammu and 
Kashmir Assembly Debates page 160 English 
Proceedings and page 179 Urdu Proceedings]. 

Later on another resolution for the remission of the 
Kahcharai Tax was moved in the Jammu session. In 
the course of my speech I also agreed (see page 78 Volume 
VI, .lamuui and Kashmir Assembly Debates Jammu 
Session March 1936). A discussion cropped up as to 
whether this could or could not be moved and the Hon’ble 
President ordered as follows:— 

‘T am sorry that the resolution about 
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romisgiou of Kahcharai to tho zamiudar 
shoiil,l have been adinittord by mistake. 
This resolution is about a ' reirulation. 
If tl]e Kahcharai Tax is realized under Keveniu* 
law the Council cannot interfere in that case. A 
bill should be introducedforthis |iurpose. ’ («ee 
page 131, Part List Volume of the Jammu and 
Kashmir Assembly Debates, Jammu Session 
March 193(5). 

Further discussion then took place It was stated that 
Kahcharai bad been remitted in seven Tehsils and it 
should be remitted in the remaining tehsils too and 
that a resolution could be moved about it. The Hon’ble 
Pre.sident then ordered: - 

•‘Before Regulation Ro. 1 of 1991 came into force 
His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur used to 
introduce ail laws and rules. Only one man was 
entitled to frame laws. Because of this, rules 
were not given the shapes of regulations. An}" 
rule which may have the status of regulation 
and may have been passed before the introduc¬ 
tion of Regulation No. I of 1991 can be amended 
by the l*raja Sabha. The Council is not 
empowered to amend any such rules. Therefore 
no resolution of reeommeudatiouscan be presented 
before the Council. Moreover all the commauds 
of His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur prior to 
the introduction of Regulation No. I of 1991 are 
only rules. 1 he Council can change them. The 
Praja Sabha can, therefore, through a resolution 
ask the Council to take action in particular 
cases.” 

After this a good deal of disciissiou took place about 
the resolution, in the end the present Revenue Minister 
Pandit Anant Ram from whom the late Revenue Minister 
Mr. Mehtci learnt all about Kahcharai and when he (Mr. 
Anant Ram) educated iu Kahcharai work—you 
may say anything more of the kind—and who (Pandit 
Anant Ram) is fully conversant with the Kahcharai 
problems, made the following statement iu the course 
of his speech:— 

“In the light of these facts it will be clear that laws 
and regulations were systematically drawn up 
from 1985 onwards. After that the defects 
that were observed or the difficulties that 
cropped up were removed in course of time. 
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Different orders were issued in this connection 
Dnrin? this long period the issue of continued 
and numerous orders made the rules very 
complicated So necessity for co-ordinating 
all these scattered orders and amendments was 
felt It was also felt that other difficulties 
which had been experienced, should also be 
removed. To raako things better the rules 
were given the shape of a regulation, in 
which the proposals about Kahcharai and their 
administration and the grant of proper powers 
were all given a complete shape. Therefore, 
such a Kahcharai Regulation is being introduced 
in the present session of the Jammu and 
Kashmir Praja Sabha. Every member will 
now get an opportunity of proposing any 
changes or amendments that he may desire to 
introduce. Major Atta Mohammad Khan can 
also suggest any amendments or changes when 
the bill about the Kahcharai Regulation is 
introduced in the House. Under the circumstan¬ 
ces stated above there is no necessity for Major 
Sahib to move his vesulution.” (See page 142 
of Volume IV, Jammu and, Kashmir Assembly 
Debates Part L March 1936, Urdu;. 

B'rom all this it is clear that this bill was not intro¬ 
duced in a inuTy Kor more than a year and a half it had 
been thought about. When some resolutions for the re¬ 
mission of permanent Kahcharai were moved and there was 
a good deal of outcry a special Kahoharai-Offioer was appoint¬ 
ed to make an enquiry. We asked for that report and still it 
has not been supplied to us. When the Government realised 
fully that all the old rules etc. are very complicated, and mean- 
iugfesa: tbatit is difficult to-understand them; that there are 
great difficulties in the realization of Kahcharai and im 
Kabchai-Mi administration ; and that the public ar® also put 
to a.great inconvenience and snffier a heavy loss, f 

charai Bill was introduced in the Praja 

necessity that existed for the introduction of this bill the 
quotations which have been given above from the speeches 
of both the late and the present Revenue Minister are oleai. 
It is strange that the question of the withdrawal of this 
bilhshould, have arisen at a stage when the bill together 
with the report of tlio Select Conimittee was to be presented 
before the House. This is absolutely unconstitutional. 
WJicn this bill was discussed, in, the Select Committee a 
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majority of its members were of the opiniou that peima- 
iieut Kahchaiai should be remitted. The Hoii’ble Ueve-nue 
Minister ou seeimi that a part of the perniaueut Kalicliarai 
Would have tu be reiuitti-d in favour of the zamindars was 
puzzled and said tlta^ the meeting would be postponed to 
anottier date. The members arrived on the appointed date, 
but the Hoii’ble Kevenue Minister sent a note to them that 
the meeting was }>ostpoiied to some other day. 

After a few days 1 sent a letter to the Praja ^abha 
office and enquired what further steps had been taken with 
respect to the Scdect Committee meetings, i also asked for 
a copy of the proceedings of the first meeting of the Select 
Committee. But neither was the meeting called, nor was 
a copy of ihe proceedings supplied to me. 

it is strange that the meeting was fixed first for 
28th August, then llth September and dually tbe IStli. 
But after ouly tbe fir.st m< etitig bad been held, no more 
meetiiiiis were allowed to be called, A short notice question 
was thej) asked as lo according to what law no meetings 
were held about this bill, and why rhe bill was not intro¬ 
duced iu tho Praja Sablia. Theu a motion was presented 
ou behalf of the lloidble Kevenue Minister. When this 
motion was tabled yesterday we objected to it. It was ouly 
said that the Bou’ble Kevenue Minister would present a 
motion about the Kahcharai Regnlaiiou Bill. The details 
were not given; nor was it stated as to what kind of motion 
it was or whar it meant. How can we discuss the motion 
unless we kuow the nature and tbe wordings of it. The 
Uon*ble President stated that he also did cot kuow the 
wording of the motion The nature of the motion ought 
anyway to have been stated so that it could be discussed in 
the House. Even today when the motion was presented 
before the House we were not made aware of it before. 

Now from the brief speech of tbe Hon’ble Revenue 
Minister we have come to kuow that as it is a money bill, 
and has been admitted by mistake, therefore under section 66 
he will withdraw it. 1 should like to ask if the mistake 
was not realized when in the sitting of October 20, Mr. Mehta, 
tbe then Revenue Minister, a quotation from whose speech 
has already been given said that the bill would be introduced 
in the House, and that it was being framed. Aeain when 
the present Revenue Minister introduced the bill in the 
House was the mistake not realised ? How has this mistake 
been realised all at once nowl Does the Government not 
know, and does the present Hon’ble I^evenue Minister too 
not know, that there must be changes and amendments in 
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tij<' Kalicharai Hegulatiou Bill that Lab bctii introduced in 
tlie House? Thei e must be some alterations and a necessary 
result ot that will be a decrease in the Kabcharai lates. As 
stated by the IJon’ble Kevmue Minister on the recommenda¬ 
tions of tliu (JluLcy Commission, Kaheharai was remitted in 
seven teb^il^ which lie in the V'laius. The Government had 
rheJi to reduce the Kabcharai chaige. Why has then the 
objection of the bill being a mom} bill been brought 
I'oi wai'l now in the same coimeclion. Even the present bill 
which is unde’- cljsciission i-ioposes exemplioi* of many areas 
from the Kabcharai Tax, under these circumstances too 
(juilc a good amount of the Kabcharai Tax will have to be 
remitted in these aitas. The object of this bill is a 
iKcrcase in the Kabcharai rates in places where these 
lates are high, and also where in the absence of pastures 
and foIe^ls Kaheharai Tax is biing lialised. Moieover, 
both the late and the presiut Ke\enue MiiiisUr have stated 
clearly in their speeches that the Praja fcabha Members will 
be empowered to amend or alter the various clauses ( f this 
bill, and that it would be passed after mature consideration. 
Why does the Government not {.resent if before the House 
now? Is there auy objection in introducing it in the House 
and eliciting the opinions of the public about it so that 
justice Could be done to the zamiiidars and a just and 
jK'rfect Kaheharai Kegulation brought into being. 

Did the Government itself not feel, and the House not 
acknowledge that there was a grtat necessity for the^ Kah- 
charai Rejgulatiou Bill? Did Mr. Mehta not declare that the 
I assing of this very important bill would be a great success 
lor the House? U his means that he thought that the passing 
of this bill would be tbe means of the greatest success of the 
House, and this makes it clear that from the Government 
view-point this bill was very important and very essential. 
We do not know why a motion for its withdrawal has been 
tabled now. Ko reason bas been given for withdrawing it. 
It has onl}’ been stated that it is a money bill and it bas 
been iiitroducfd by mistake. Is it{)iop(rfortheGoveiunient, 
for the Council and fur the Hon’blc Revenue Minister that 
iuspite of the speeches recorded in the proceedings, inspite of 
all the hopes that they raised and the promises they gave ; and 
iuspite of keeping us all expectant, a motion should now be 
tabled for the withdrawal of the bill ? 

There seems onlj'one reason for this withdrawal that 
permanent Kaheharai would have to be remitted. This tax 
has been forced on the people. They pay the land-revenue. 
Their cattle remain tethered and are supplied with grass 
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then. Thev spend a 2 ood deal of pneriry and moiipy on the 
protection and the purchase of their catth' d'he fax on oxen 
is already heavy. There is an export duty f*n Oliep too : to 
levy and realise the Kahcharai tax aUo i« a crreat ininstice. 
When wecry forthe removal of this in.insticenrnl for liherat- 
inp: the zamindars from this undue burden. an<l when we 
move resolutions in this behalf, wt- are told that a hill i« 2 : 0 - 
ing to he ititroduced; that this hill wi’l cure all ills and 
injustice ; that ttie ofdnion of the members of tlie Praja 
Sabha will be asked about it ; that the bill will he 
made perfect and then passed. \Ve had all been looking 
forward to this Kahcharai Bill as if it was to be a veri¬ 
table moon ushering in the Id We tljought tliat it would 
b^n'*Ht the zaraindars who are burdened with the Kalicharai 
charge at present, and liberate them from the clutches of a 
tixed tax. But now at last a most painful and disappointing 
question has cropped up, and this bill is being withdrawn. 
In realit}’ the Government introduces and passes only such 
bills as are to its liking and will benefit it: but when a 
measure which is for the good of the lacs of the down¬ 
trodden and poor peasant* comes up; when the question of 
saving tiiem from forced losses and from troubles cr^ps up; 
or when a resolution to liberate tln iu from undue taxation 
is moved, the (iovernmpnt at first tries to withhold permis¬ 
sion for the discussion of such questions and when the per¬ 
mission is granted, the motion is rejected by a majority of 
votes inspite of the opposition of all elected members Is 
this justice ? Is this regard for the welfare of the people and 
is this the sympathy that is extended to the people*? When 
any bill for the betterment of the people or to save them 
from loss and incovenience is introduced it is said that it is a 
money bill. It is the duty of the <Jovernment to consider such 
questions justly and with the greatest sympathy for these 
questions are for the betterment and the welfare of the people 
Wherein lies the objection if two or three lacs of rupees of a 
forced tax are remitted in f.nvour of the poor zamindars and 
peasants. Is it not the duty of the Government to see to 
the removal of all inconveniences and troubles which cloud 
the lives of lacs of poor and downtrodden zamiudars. 1 f mj' 
information is correct, I believe that no Minister has the 
power of introducing a bill in this House according to his 
own wishes only. The proposal is passed when it has been 
considered and discussed in every way in theConncil. Only 
then is a bill introduced in the House. Recently theflon’ble 
thnance Minister introduced the Possession Tax Bill ; but 
the Uon’ble Prime Minister, who is the President of the

arc introdneed on behalf of tli^ Government Such bills are 
drafted b^’^ keepinsr the requirements and t he wishe?^ of the 
Government in view, 1< this proper for tlie Government f 
And d ies it betit it 7 To withdraw this bill at this stage is 
for the Government to lower its prestige. It is going against 
the constitution, and agaiii't all the statements and pro¬ 
mises that have be«n ma<le and reci>rde;l in the proceed¬ 
ings. 'Fhe momher.s of the Council in ri^ality work together, 
with one object and aim. 'rhey intvodne<- bills after mutu¬ 
al consultation. Have all tlie members of the ('onncil been 
mi=itaken when this bill was introduced? What is the n?e of 
quoting section ■<S when the Council itself gets such bills 
introduced ? When s> many powerful, and according to 
their idea capable Minister.s are sitting liere wiiy are they 
afraid of introducing this bill in tin- House and discussing 
it. There is never any occasion for tlieni to be defeated. 
Hue to .a majority of votes they always sneered. They are 
forty-four in number; we the elected members are only 

thirty-t**^’^^^*- 

It is essential for the Government to keep its promise, 
and to introduce tlie hill straight a way in the House, dhe 
Government shoulrl grant tlie niombeis of the Praja Sabha 
an ()p]iortunity to speak freely about it. Instead a motion 
for its withdrawal should not he presented as it is against 
all priiiciple.s Its withdrawal would be an utter injustice to 
the poor zamindars on wliom the pennanemt Kahcharni tax 
has been forced, d'he Ilon’ble Piesitleiit, before giving a 
ruling, ought to consider its effect upon the peasants and 
tlie zamindars an<l the loss and inconvenience tliat they 
will be put to because of it. After all the objections have 
been put forth he should give an unjirejudiced ruling. 
According to the constitution ought not the Select Com- 
mitt' O Ucjiort to liavo been presenteil to the House in this 
session ? It certainly ought to have been presented (See 
Section of). The word ‘shall’ is to be found there). Unless 
the bill together witli the Select Committee Peport is present¬ 
ed to the House, and tne membeis read ii, bow can any 
opinion be given or discussion started about it, and bow' can 
they say whether or not the bill should be withdrawn? The 
bill must be lying closed in lile in the oftice of the Jlon’ble 
Revenue iMinister ? Is this the stage for brir^ing forward a 
moliviD for withdrawal of this bill ? A lesolutum or u bill can 
be taken up by the House only w ben it is brought forward in 
the House. The bill has been referred to <a Coutmittee,

The report of the Select Committee is not completed 
yet. No secon<l meetin" has been cfilled. The bill has not 
at all been introduced in the House. Jt is beiu<' aimed at that 
the Select Committee should not make a report, and that 
there should be no discussion or expression of opinions 
about the bill. An unconstitutional procedure is bein^follow- 
ed. If the Hon’ble Revenue Minister could not find any 
time, and he could not convene n meetin". lie could have 
said that a meeting can he held afterwards and tlie report and 
the bill pivsented tojfether. But instead of mtroducinff 
this bill which has been drafted after a irreat deal of heard- 
work and for which there is a sreat rlemaml lie wants io 
withdraw it. So far he has not intimated liis intention to 
the Select Committee On bein^ "iven a notice about the 
cjuestiou he presents a motion to the House The wonder is 
that instead of raising constif ulional objections the Hon’ble 
President also helps him and at once gives rulings infavour 
of the Oovernment. The withdrawal of the bill at this time 
means that it will never, even till the doomsday, be ever 
again introduced in this House. The Kahcdiarai rates would 
have to be reduced then and the Government does not at all 
want to make a reduction in these rates I he Government 
cousideis it a money bill. Under these circnnijtanoes how 
. can the poor peasants be relieved from the heavy burden of 
this tax when no resolution can be moved ; iio bill can be intro¬ 
duced ; the report of the .Select Committee is uot drafted, or 
presented before the Hons *, and at the top of it ajl. the bill 
itself is withdrawn? Are any meains left now to secure 
.justice ? 

It is most harmful to say, after such a loui’ time, that 
there has been a mist ike and* the bill will be withdrawn. 
The Government is undoubtedly injuring our feelings in this 
way. 

Mr Beg and I had sent in a resolution expressing our 
non-confidence in the Hon’ble President. We received the 
reply that the President has not been elected by the Praja 
Sabba Be has been appointed by His Highness the 
Maharaja Bahadur. No member of the Praja Sabba has 
therefore the power to move a vote of non confideuce against 
the President. We know that the Hon’ble President has 
been appointed by flia HigJiness the Maharaja Bahadur. 
But Uis flighuess has also set up the Praja Nabha, and we, 
the elected members, who represent thirty six lacs of people 
areafter ail the sub.iect of His Highness. All the people 

have returned us to the Praja Sabha. In spile of the- fact 
tliflt toe i^oa.ble President had not been appointed by tbe 
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Praia Sabhn, we acKnowledged bini. and we have been co- 
operatiiis so far. We obey him. and respect him very 
Tiiucb. But when an unconstitutional pvocediu’e is followed ; 
we ai*e unduly baulUed ; an unbearable tone and attitude are 
adopted toward® us; and when we understand that a neutral 
attitude is not adhered to, we can move a vote of non- 
contidence. We cannot bear any longer the thrusting of such 
pressure on us : nor can we bear rulings which are to onr 
detriment and against the people, for whose betterment we 
I' lvo been elected to this House. Proposals which go against 
t iie peo])le are made, or many similar .steps are taken, and 
we cannot speak. How long can we bear thi® state of 
helplessness. 

Mr President ( I he Hon’ble Sir Bnrjor Dalai Kt.): 
Our tone is better than your tone. Yon cannot understand 
your own tone. You speak and therefore jmu don’t know it. 
We hear yon saying everyday that we drink blood We do 
not drink i>lood We take water. 

Sardar Budh SfNGH : I have never nttered such a word. 

I cnallenge any body to show me any speech of mine in 
which I iiavo used the words “you drink blood”. If I have 
<lone so I am prepared to apologise forthwith, and leave the 
House. It seems that somebody else has uttered these words 
and heuce this impression of the Hon’ble President He 
has attributed these words to me. I have not fallen cultur¬ 
ally. 1 work with all ray heart and head. My senses are 
about me. 

I Hsk you to bear the betterment of those poor ])eop]e 
in view as a result of the sweat of whose broAV money goes 
into and tills thetivasury and because of which you all role 
in luxury. His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur has 
undoubtedly appointed the Hou’ble President But it is his 
iluty to bear the betterment of His Highness’ subjects fully 
in mind. I would submit that as President of the Praja 
Sabha we have a right tc request him to please realise his 
responsibility. We have received a constitution, small or 
great no matter what it is. and this we got when we took 
our oath. 1 1 is on r duty to be true to this constitution and 
it is also the duty of the Government and the Hou’hle 
President to be faithful to it. We can never bear that 
things should be done against this constitution ; nor can we 
bear the Government or the Hon’ble President disregarding 
it. We can discharge our duties honestly only when we 
shall see that justice bolds the held and constitutional 
methods are followerl. It is neither just not proper on the 
part of the Government to issue orders which clash against 
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the luterests of the people. When we say that this is done 
to he detnmeutof tne people, when we cry a^aiu.t this 
method ai^ request that we ^hould be heard our mouths are 

gagged. ^ e are not allowed to have our sav. j ^yould Jik“ 

to ask, and you shall have to decide, that if the elected 
members have not a rjght to speak who else has? Have 

the elected members on this c.ide of the House not got this 

nght ? What then IS the use of the Praja Sabha if tbey

them. We are aggrieved. We are harshly treated The 
people are starving. We are here for their bettcrmeut and 
to narrate their tale of woe. But we have no hope now that 
we can ameliorate their condition here. Now we will no 
longer exiend our hands in entreaty. No more shall we sub¬ 
mit any applications or make any appeals. We will foster 

strength in our ranks and acquire our right. It is our dutv 

to approach the Government for sympathy and justice and 

ask tor the betterment and walfare of the people It is also 

our right to request the Hon’ble President to adopt a iust 

Under these circumstances I would request the Hon’ble 
Revenue Minister not to withdraw bis bill: but to decide 
present it to the House together with the Select CommUtee 
Kepoit.

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A BILL TO MAKE PROVISION FOR THE BETTER ADMINISTRA¬ 
TION OF MONEYS RAISED BY PUBLIC SUBSCRIPTION AND POR 
ENSURING I HE KEEPING AND PUBLICATION OF PROPER ACCOUNTS 
IN RESPECT OF SUCH MONEYS. 


Whereas it is expedient to m«nke provision for the better 
administration of moiieya raised by public subscription and 
for ensuring the keepinj^ and publication of proper accounts 
in respect of such moneys ; it is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1- Short title, extent and commencement. —(1 ) This Regula¬ 
tion may be called the Public Subscription Reiyulation 1993. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Jammu and Kashmir 
State and Poonch. 

2. Definition. —In this Regulation ~- 

(i) the word “subscription** includes any gift in cash or 
kind ; and 

(f'O the word “public purpose’* includes any project 
purporting to benefit the public generally or any 
class of the public or any community by the 
promotion of education or I'eligion, the’ relief of 
the sick or suffering, the relief of unemployment, 
the erection or maintenance of public works or 
any other means whatsoever. 

3. I'urnts/iinff of particulars to the Court. —Within two 
months from the commencement of this Regulation every 
]»prson or body of persons who has or have appealed for 
suliseriptions for any charitable or public purpose shall 
furnish to the Court of the Disfrict Judge within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction the money so raised, is kept; 
the office for receiving such subscription is maintained, or 
to any one of two or more such courts, a statement cou- 
taininff the followiiiir I'artioulars :— 

(а) Full details of the purpose for which the monej 

is meant and the total amount of the monej 
raised. 

(б) The total amount of the money spent together 

with details of expenditure and vouchers for 
everj' item of expenditure exceeding five rupees 

(c) The remuneration of salary of the person or persons 

collecting the subscription or administering the 
moneys collected. 

(d) A list of the subscribers or donors with the 

amount paid by each. 

4. Court to be informed of intention of raising money by 
subscription. —(a) After the commencement of this Regula¬ 
tion every person or body of persons intending to raise 
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money ov to appeal for subscriptions for any charitable or 
public purpose shall inform the Court of the District Judge 
witbin the loeallimits of whose jurisdiction the monev 
collected is to be kept or the office for receiving the subscrip¬ 
tions is maintained or to any of two or more such Courts of 
such intention. ’ 

(6) Every such statement shall be accompanied by full 
particulars of the purpose for which the money is meant. 

5. Fumishmy of accounts to Coaris.—Every such person 

persons sliall prepare and furnish to the Court of 
the District Judge to which information was given under 

the last preceding section, within two mouths after the last 

day of Assuj next following the giving of the information, a 
full and true aceouut of all moneys received and expended 
by him or them during tbe previous financial year, together 
with the particulars mentioned in clauses (6) and (c) of 
section 3. 

6. Accounts to be audited and certified. —Every statement 
of accounts furnished under section 5 shall before it is 
furnished to the court be audited by a person appointed by 
the court by general or special order, and shall be written in 
the language of the court and shall be certified in the manner 
provided in the Code of Civil Procedure, for the verification 
of pleadings. 

J: (1) Any person may apply to the Court of the 
District Judge by a petition in writing accompanied by the 

prescribed fee to inspect any accounts furnished under 
section 5. 

(2) InspeclioH of accounts. —On such applications the Court 
may, after making such inquiry as it thinks fit, if it is of 
opinion that any further particulars are necessary in order that 
full information may be obtained regarding the origiu, nature 
or objects of the fund, cause to be served on the person or 
persons in charge notice to furnish such particulars as it 
thinks necessary within such time as it mav direct in the 
order. 

8. Ex'mption.—{a) Subscription raised for the expenses 
of a conference or public meetiug. for a reception or manag¬ 
ing committee which has been duly formed ; ^ 

(6) funds forming the subject matter of trusts or be¬ 
longing to companies incorporated under the Companies 
Regulation ; 

{c) any other funds of which regular accounts are kept 
and audited; 

.shall be exempt from the operation of this Regulation 
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9. Pennliif for furnishing false pariicvlars.—Any person, 
who is required under section 3 or 4 to furnish a statement 
of particulars or who is required under section 5 to furnish 
a statement of accounts, shall, if without reasonable cause, 
the burden of proving which shall be on him, he fails to 
furnish such statement in due time or furnishes a statement 
which he knows or has reason to believe to be false, mis- 
leadinc or untrue in any material particular or in the case of 
a statement of accounts furnishes a statement which has 
not been audited in the manner required by section 6, be 
punishable with simple imprisonment which may extend to 
six months, or fine which may extend to 5(J0 rupees or both. 

10. Penalty for n<d informing the Court .—Any person or 
persons raising money by subscription for any charitable oi’ 
public purpose without informing the Court of the District 
.Judge as required by sections, shall be punishable with 
simple imprisonment which may extend to six months or 
fine which may extend to 500 rupees or both. 


Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

For several veal’s past, there has been a growing feeling 
amongst the public throughout the country that the 
numeroua subscriptions which have been raised or are being 
rais«*d daily for pious and public purposes are being wasted 
or systematically misappropriated by those into whose hands 
the subscriptions may have come in course of time. 

Instances of such misuse of subscriptions, are unfortu¬ 
nately, so very common that the public hesitate even to sub¬ 
scribe for desiring objects and institutions. It is believed 
that the feeling is unanimous that some steps should be 
taken to redress this state of affairs so that deserving objects 
and institutions may not suffer. 

It is with this view that this bill is framed which re¬ 
quires that any person or body of persons or institutions 
which wants to appeal tor funds for religious, charitable ov 
public purposes must tile a regular account every year for 

auditing. 

Such accounts will be open to inspection by person ■who 
wishes to do so. As the object of my bill is only to provide 
a cheek on the mismanagement and misconduct in the ad¬ 
ministration of public funds and noi to create any hindrance 
ill the way of raising money for laudable purposes, I have 
taken every care that no undue difficulty maybe raised in 
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the way of bona Ude national workers.

Preamble .—Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to the domicile and natiouaUsatiOu 
of uon-State-subjccts, it is hereby enacted as follows;-*— 

1. This Regulation will be called the Jammu and 

Kashmir Nationalization Regulation of 1993. 

2. Scope and extent .—It extends to the tenTtonesof 
the whole of the Jammu and Kashmir State, including the 
Lllaqas of Poooch and Chenani and will come into operation 
fi*om the date of its publication in the State Gazette. 

3. Definition .—Unless otherwise provided in this Kegu-^ 

1 * 

“State” means the Jammu and Kashmir State inolud- 
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iug the Illaqas of Poonch and Ciienani. 

“Person’* shall mean and include every male and 
female whether of the age of majority or not. 

“Prescribed*' means prescribed under the rules. 

“Officer” shall mean the Sub-Registrar of a District or 
Tehsil. 

4. All Laws, Notifications. Hidayats, Allans issued be¬ 
fore the date of the enforcement of this Regulation regard¬ 
ing the status of State-subjects shall be deemed to be re¬ 
pealed : 

Provided that nothing in this Regulation shall take 
away any rights acquired by any person under any of the 
previous Regulations, Notifications, Xiidayats or Allans etc. 

5. The word “State-subject” shall be deemed to mean 
and include :— 

(а) All persons permanently residing within the State 

before the enforcement of this Regulation fora 
period of twenty years. 

(б) All persons who may permanently reside in tlie 

State for a period of twenty years. 

(c) The descendants of (a) and (6). 

Explanniion .—The acquisition or liolding of immovable 
property, service in the State or anj* office or under any pri¬ 
vate individual or company or carrying on of busines.s 
shall be strong presumptions of residence within the State. 

6. Every person desirous of settling in the State may 
apply before the officer through an application in the pres¬ 
cribed form, giving particulars of, to the best of his know¬ 
ledge and belief, his age, place of residence, profession, 
trade or occupation, the length of residence within the 
State, that he is settled in the State or is residing with the 
same intention or such other particulars as may be pres¬ 
cribed from time to time together with an affidavit sworn by 
him and verifying the truth of the statements contained 
therein. 

7. On such application being presented, the officer 
shall make inquiry and after satisfying himself as to the 
truth of the statements contained tl)erein and after giving 
an opportunity to any person who might like to contest 
such application, issue a certificate to the applicant. 

8. The certificate shall specify the length of the period 
during which the applicant has been residing within the 
State and on thecompletion of twenty years’ residence there¬ 
in, such person shall be entitled to all the rights and privi¬ 
leges of a State-subject.

Sialement of Objects and Reasons 

The present definition of the word “State-subject” lavs 
down a clause which makes it impossible for any person wno 
may go on living in the State even for centuries to acquire 
the status of a “State-subject^* if he happens to come in the 
State after the commeucement of the Samvat era 1942, It 
also pi'ovides distinction between State*subjects of Class I, II 
ili.^ The proposed Regulation does away with such 
distinction and places all State-subjects in one class. This 
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Regulation cousolidatf-s aud lays down tiie procedure to be 
followed in the acquisition of tState-subjects certificates.

Mb. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.): Do 
yon also want to withdraw it? 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma: Sir, Pt. Ham Chandra 
Dobey, Leader of the Liberal Group and Wazir Ganga Ram 
have told me that we might settle it outside amongst 
ourselves. If they assure me in the House then I shall 
withdraw it. 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey: How can we two give you 
this assurance? 

Pandii Lok Nath Sharma: Then, 1 submit the bill. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wa.tahat Hossain. No speeches can 
he made. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma; 1 move that I mav be allow¬ 
ed to submit this bill. 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey: 1 oppose it. 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt )• 
Only Pt. Lok Nath Sharma and Pt. Ram ‘Chandra Dobey 
will be permitted to speak. Then only you (Pt. Lok Nath 
Sharma) and Pt. Ram Chandra Dobey will be permitted to 
speak and no one else. 

Pandit Lok Nath Sharma: Sir, with your permission, 
I want to submit a few facts which are that before 1912 only 
“Rayatnaraa” was necessary for becoming a State-subject. 
Any body who had that Hayatuama was regarded a State-sub¬ 
ject. He could be taken in service; he could draw scholar¬ 
ships and purchase land Besides, land was also granted to 
him. Afterwards according to the Chief Minister’s Memo, 
dated April 10, 1912, the definition of the State subject that 
adopted was in the following terms: - 

I have carefully considered the question relating to the 
* definition of State-subjects and my opinion on the subject is 
as follows:— 

1. The expression “State-subject” means all bona fide 
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subjects of His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur. 

2. All persons who have tendered a duly executed 
Kayatnama and have acquired immovable properly within 
the State territory. 

3. All persons who have resided within the State 
territories for not less than 20 years and are subject to all 
the laws and regulations promulgated from time to time by 
His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur and have an 
intention to live in the said territories for an unlimited 
time. 

4. The descendants of the persoti mentioned in the 
foregoing classes. 

The following persons in addition will be considered 
eligible for appointments reserved for State-subjects:— 

(0 Any servant who though not a State-subject has 
not less than ten years’ approved service in the 
State. 

(#V) The children of such State servants also remoter 
descendants provided that the connection of 
the family with the Stale service has not been 
interrupted without due reasons. 

Submitted to His Highness the Maharaja Sahib 
Bahadur for favour of orders. 

Some excitement was caused this definition and a 
Committee was appointed for this purpose. The Committee 
recorded many evidences. Major General Janak Singh was 
the President of this Committee. Most of the evidences 
that were recorded by the Committee were of those people 
who were the residents of Jammu and Kashmir. Among the 
representatives Pt Amar Nath Kak and Wazir Ganga Ram 
were also present. Several gentlemen moved in the 
Committee that a period of forty to sixty years’ residence 
should be regarded as necessary for being declared a State* 
subject. 

Lai^er, this definition was promulgated according to 
which, as every one is aware a certain date was fixed, 
the Isf of Baisakh 1942 and only those people were regarded 
hereditary State-subjects who came into the State prior to 
that date. 

1 do not want to enter into controversy whether the 
effect of outsiders in the State has been wholesome or not. 
Nor do I want to say whether, by their coming into the State, 
there has been any advancement in either education, 
commerce or trade or whether they have not helx^^d 
people in getting appointments. 1 do not want to say >all 
this but, I cannot help maintaining that much harm was 
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done by this definition. 11 is a definition a.« has been said so 
often, which does not provide tor a man’s being a hereditary 
State-snbject although he may have resided in the State for a 
hundred or a thousand year.^s unless his fore-fathers entered 
the State on the 1st Baisakh 1942. Yonr Lordship, perhaps, 
remembers that many Commissions have had theirsittings in 
the State. For instance under 3 *our presidentship a Commis¬ 
sion was held which was known by the name of ^‘Dalal 
Comraissiou”. After that there was thcGlanc 3 ' Commission 
and third Commission was lieUl under the presidentship of 
Sir Ivo I>. Elliot. 

All these three commissions afiirmed that it isa definition 
according to which a peison cannot be regarded State-subject 
if his ancestors came into the State after 1942 and th#re 
should he a change in this definition 

Wazir Ganoa Ram ; Is it stated anywhere in the Glancy 
Commission like that ? 

Pandit Lon Nath Sharma : If you want, I can send for 
the same and show it to 3 'ou. Besides, I have received a 
copy of the Sriuaga’* Kiots Enquiry Committee and the 
following is from page 45 : - 

“We are in favour of reserving appointments for State- 
subjects but are not prepared to recommend that the present 
policy of reserving them for liereditarv State-subjects should 
be continued. Under Your Highness’ orders scholarships 
may be given to State-subjects of any class and are not 
reserved for hereditary State-subjects. So the reservation of 
appointments to hereditaiy StaD»-snhjects is likely to create 
much disaffection when the scholars educated at State ex¬ 
pense are denied a claim to service in the State. Again in our 
opinion, it is dangerous to have a class of domiciled subjects 
who feel compelled to look upon the Government as a foreign 
institution, from which they are excluded, and cannot be 
counted upon for help in time of need”. 

This is the opinion of those persons on whose hands 
depends the fate of thirty-six lakhe of the population. 
They pointed out that in the State there should not be 
foi'med a class of peov>l^ who would regard the Government 
as a foreign institute. I would submit also, that in regard 
to the present definition it is said that a person can purchase 
land in the State and can become State subject after ten 
years. The reply to this is, as has been decided by the 
High Court Jammu that State-subjects ClassII and III have 
been made so that these people may be able to avail of these 
concessions. I will submit Sir, that several such matters 
have cropped up which have compelled me that 1 should in 
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the interests of the State submit this bill and also the 
reasons therefor. 

My submission to you. Sir, is tha^ whereas the Slate 
has decided in the “Aid lo Industries Regulation” that the 
Industries may be encouraged, it also provides that only 
those persons will be helped who are 1st Class State-subjects. 
Besides, according to the Agriculturist Loan and Improve¬ 
ment Regulation, Takkavi Loan will be given to those 
persons only who are 1st Class State-subjects. I will submit 
if there is a locust storm or the outbreak of plague or any 
epidemic it would attack all lauds irrespective of whether 
they are “A” class or “B” class. I have submitted these 
two examples which clearly show the defects that have 
cropped u]) because of such a law. 1 submit to you, Sir, 
that in the bill that I have drafted I have tried to show 
that those persons who have been living in the State for the 
last twenty ^’■ears can also become State-subjects. It would 
moan that they will enjoy all those rights which are at 
present enjoyed by the hereditary State-subjects, i have 
shown in my bill also that there have been many defects in 
the procedura that has in vogue for obtaining State 

subject certificate. As is generally complained many- 
fictitious State-subject certificates have been issued. But 
I want to tell my learned friends that no forged or fictitious 
certificates have even been issued nor there have beenanjuiu- 
fairness. 'J'he procedure that I have suggested in my bill 
leaves no room for forgery provided that an affidavit of the 
applicant is recorded before the Sub-Registrar and it is 
entered therein that the applicant has completed his twenty 
years’ residence in the State from a particular date and after 
fully satisfying himself the Registrar sends the certificate 
over to the Wazir Wazarat so that he might publish or 
notify in the Gov’ernment Gazette that so and so has applied 
for the State-subject certificate and fifteen days after the 
publication of this notice he records the evidence and issues 
the certificate in his favour after making a thorough and 
satisfactory enquiry. 

There is every possibility of mistakes creeping in the 
issue of certificate.s because to err is human. Even Hoards 
and Tribunals are capable of making mistakes and under 
these circumstances the High Court of Judicature should be 
authorised with the“ Revisinn Powers” and they should see 
whether the judgment has beeu right or not. 

The intention in submitting the bill to the Select 
Committee has been that the rights of the resident sons-in-law 
may be safeguarded and it may be possible there to decide the 
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position of the vesidpnt sons-iu-Iaw. 

I want to submit hore that in no otiior State or civilized 
country 1st of Baisakh or any parallel date or period or auv 
such rptriction is imposed as requisite for becoming a State- 
subject. I hope my learned friends will support me and if 1 
am m the wrong they can contradict me. 

cfit. many States wherein “residence of ten to 

hfteen years is considered sufficient for being regarded a 
State-subject For instance, in Hyderabad State a 
residence of twelve to fifteen years is enough to entitle one 
to a State-subject certificate. In a like way five years’ 
residence nas been regarded sufficient in Mysore, the n-riod 
of residence necessary in Baroda State is still less and 
period nece.ssary for becuning a State-subject in Jodhpur 
State is twenty years. So far as we know in tlie Bhnwalpur 
State If a person purchases a hou.se there be becomes a State- 
subject and he is entitled to all the rights and privileges 
enjoyed by a bona fide State-subject. 

It is not our intention that outsiders should come into 
the State and rule here, but rather it would be an occasion 
of great rejoicing when this entire official bench will be 
occupied by State-subject Ministers and the people 
employed in the State will be cent, per cent State-subjects 
We shall be mighty glad when the subjects of the State shall 
be running the Industrial and Cominorcial concerns of the 
btate. I appeal to yon that it' you want to turn 
us out of the State tell us in open words and not in a round 
about manner. Our intention is that w.* may live here 
amicably. We don’t desire that a lower period residence 

in the State be fixed for Stale-subjects. 1 have put the 
period of residence necessary in the State at twenty years 
and it is not important that the duration of residence 
should necessarily remain the same. Any other duration 
may be fixed by the Select Committee. But all that we 
want to submit is that we have settled in the State, we are 
faithful to the State and in oiir feelings of loyalty we arc 
second to none. Wo have kept shoulder to shoulder with 
the State-subjects in all the religious, political and social 
movements. Now they want to treat ns as Harijans. Mv 
heart desires that I should live one with them but I do not 
know what treatment do the Ist class State-subjects want 
to meet out to ns Do they desire to close to u.s ihe doors 
of einploynftnt, agricultural betterment aad luture uplift 
After ail we too have made our property here, we have had our 
birth and breeding here. We too have some rights here 
This is not a bill which may be spurned. But according 
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to th^ existing definition if a person unfortunately came 
one day later than 1st Baisakh 1942 and has lived in the 
State continuously ev-n after he is deprived of all those 
rif’hts which are eujo.ved by another who came one day 

earlier. How far is this right and justifiable f 

A person Nvho has his property in the State, whose 
vested interests are here, who has taken up service in the 
State or has ileveloped business relations here, what will 
he do in British India where he has lost all rights? What 
will his sons do? Where will they go ? How will then- 

rights be protected outside ? 

It is a very ordinary affair and vrbat we want is that 
this bill may be referred to a Select Committee. The bill 
as it is, does noi merit an immediate decision. But 1 
desire that in the Select Committee there should be 
representatives of every party and representatives of the 
(Government also and that we don’t want to meddle with 
any reasonable amendments that the Committee might like 
to carry out in order to protect their rights as well as ours. 
The bill, of course, will be put into practice after due 
deliberations. 

As is well known the Hoii’ble Revenue Minister wrote 
that this definition will be put into practice for five years 
and after five years it will be seen whether it has satisfac¬ 
torily worked out in practice or not? .^ow I read out a 
relevant portion of the letter .No. 1211, dated December 
8, 1926 from the Personal Secretary to the Maharaja to the 

Hon’ble Revenue Minister:— 

“The definition already intimated by the Committee 
may work for some time say 5 years and then 
if necessary after the experience gained the 
points raised in the State Secretary’s letter 
alluded to above may be brought up for 
re-consideration” 

Mr President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.);

Pandit Lok Nath Shakma: I want to submit to you, 

Sir, that even the P'-esident of this Committee has put the 

period of trial at five years so that it may be possible to 

ascertain whether the “aim” with which this move was 

made has been achieved or not ? m ^ • .x, 

1 want to submit. Sir, that a Government is the 
protector of the rights of all. In antique words the 
Government is called a parent body. This ruling power 
has to be flattered, coaxed, beseached and requested. 
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I waut to appeal therefore t(j the Ouvermieiit thiougii 
you, Sir. that it is as well a pruiector of the uou-State- 
subjects as it is of the hereditary State-subjects. The onus 
falls on the Governnieut to see very carefully as to how will 
it fare with those who have permauently settled iu the State 
and w'hat is the Government going to do for theu-. The 
Government is as such a protector of our rigl.te as it is of

consider this question which deals with our destinies 

X will very humbly appeal once more that the Govern¬ 
ment should sympathetically consider the rights of tho«e 
citizens who have permanently settled in the State and 

should also see how It will bo fare with them. With these 
words I p«t this bill before the House. 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey: First of all 1 have to say 
that Mr. Lok Nath Sharina who has sought permission to 
submit this bill is a lirst class State-subject. Therefore iu 
my opinion this bill which is submitted is not from his own 
behalf but rather he is submitting it, lawyer-like on behaif 
of some other party. 

The bill to amend the State-subject definition which 
is being submitted before the House to-day by a State 
. Councillor cannot at all be regarded as representative of 
any portion of the thirty-six lakhs of the population because 
this bill has not been submitted on behalf of the elected 
members. That is to say that the bill has been submitted 
on behalf of that extraneous class which has not so far 
succeeded in obtaining the State-subject certificate. I will 
first briefly put before the House those circumstances under 
which the present regulation protecting the rights of the 
State-subjects was passed. 

1. Before the year 1910 when there was a surfeit of 
outsiders employed in the State, with a view to putting a 
check to it His Highness ordered that in future in the 
recruitment to Public Services qualified State-subjects 
should be given preference. Jn 1910 the State Engineer 
who was a European wrote to the Durbar that the term 
“State-subject*' may be defined because of the sevei-al 
difficulties that had to be faced at the time of recruitment 
On this move of the said officer several years were spent 
in correspondence but all to no purpose. 

At last w^hen the pressure was put by the Residency 
then in the year 1912, the Chief Minister got a certain 
definition df “State-subject” sanctioned by His Highness 
but no class was satisfied with this definition. The fir.-,t 
section of this definition was regarding the hereditary 
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State-subjects, the second pertained to the KayatnamaState- 
subjects and the third to those persons who had been 
residing in the State for the last twenty years. 

2. With the promulgation of this definition repeated 
submissions were made to the Government by the 
representatives of the people that section ‘two’ and ‘three’ 
have been formed against the interests of the State-subjects. 
At this His Highness issued special orders on 27th June 
1014 that a Committee may be appointed including the 
Ministers and the Judges of the High Court as Members 
which should thoroughly investigate the matter. 

Although this Committee held many meetings but it 
did uot come to any conclusion. In tliis connection when 
Haja Daljit Singh was the Chief Minister, the Hasident Mr. 
y. M. Frazer wrote especially in the following manner. 

•‘In my opinion the defect of the present definition ia 
that it admits as State-subject equally the des¬ 
cendants of men who have been in Kashmir for 
generations and outsiders who comply with the 
formal procedure of obtaining Rayatnama.” 

Later, on 7th August 1918 the present His Highness 
expressed his views with regard to the three classes of the 
tftate-subjects in the Durbar in following terms: — 

1. All natural born subject of His Highness the 

Maharaja Sahib Bahadurs* territory ; 

2. Persons whoso ancestors have for three generations 

or more been permanently residing in the State ; 

J. Persons who have been domiciled within the 
State territory, have built houses and acquired 
immovable property and have resided in the 
State for uot less than thirty years. 

NoTK.—With rofcrcnco to i.ho pcr9oo» inontionod in olauBo 2 and S U ahoold be 
boriio in mind that whenever an opportunity arises for provision in the ^tnte serviocs 
seniority to domicile should bo oQo fd thr factors ia the matter. 

So long as Raja Daljit Singh continued to be the 
Chief Minister and the outside intiuence persisted in the State 
no heed was paid to the definition of “State-subjects’*. Of 
course, when the present His Highness took over as 
Political and Foreign Minister, then with the orders of 
His Highness in accordance with the Foreign Minister’s 
letter No. 629, dated 14tb May 1922 a Committee was 
appointed with six official and 4 non-official members 
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elected from both the i»r..vince3. i.'ai BaLadur Major 
General Janak J*iug)i was its President and excepting him 
Rao Bahadur 'Fhakur Kartar .Singhji, JCliau Bahadur Aga 
Sj^ed Hussain, Khan 8ahil* Mirza Gi.ulani Mustafa who 
were its members are present at this time iu the 
House. The Committee recorded various evidences of 
respectable persons from outside and inside the State both 
at Jammu and at Srinagar. Tiiis anluous task was fini¬ 
shed by the end of the year 1924 and in January 1925 
the C-mimittee submitted the following result of its 
enquiry with special reference to which the evidences were 
recorded.

Question J. —“Do you consider that existing definition of 
State-subjects a.s laid down iu 1912 is defective in any way” ? 

Answer .—“The i912 definition is evidently defective both 
in letter and spirit as borne out by the detailed evidence of 
certain educated witnesses ” 

Question II. “What has been the effect of the existing 
definition on the natural and moral condition of the 
indigenous subjects of the State both in Jammu and 
Kashmir” ? 

Answer .— In oinlcr to determine the effects it is necessary 
to look back to the period pieceding the 1912 definition 
when there existed no doliuiiion or restriction. The influx 
of outsiders had commenced from that period i. e. long 
before the definit'ou and the 1912 deflnition, 

though obviously meant to create some restrictions 

did create none in reality; so the effect of this 
influx before and after the definition on moral and mate¬ 
rial condition ol the indigenous subjects of the 

State had been both good and bad; good because 
the outsiders talent and capital came forward unrestricted¬ 
ly when they were not forthcon.ing from within; bad 
because services profits and wealth passed into the 

bauds of the outsiders and the indigenous subjects lost 
entel“prize and independence. The free aud unrestricted 
influx of outsiders produced evil effects on the morals of 
the indigenous people in certain respects. 

Question. III .—Do you consider that possession of im¬ 
movable property by itself is a sufficieut qualification to 
enable a man to become a ytate-subject ? 

Answer. reply is in the negative because there 

are ingtauces of many persons who have built houses 
in the State to serve them as pleasure resorts or seasonal 
abodes without the least iut^ution of residing permanently

Question IV.—Do you coosiiler that Jeugtlj of service by 
itself is sufficient qualification to make a man “State- 
subject”? 

Conclusion —reply is in the negative because there 
are numerous instances to bear out the fact that even after 
serving for 30 or 40 veais people left the State for good 
and settled in their own native fdaces never thinking of the 
State afterwards. 

Question V .—What shoiild be the status of families who 
were once State-subjects but have left the country and 
settled outside the State ? 

Conc/wsfon—Such families who were once State-subjects 
but have left the country severing all connections 
and settled outside the State will have to fulfil 

the c nditions of the proposed definition after 

their return. But such families as have kept inimov 
able property in the State while residing outside will 
have the status of the State-subjects on their return pro¬ 
vided the intention of settling permanently in the State 
is proved, 

Mr. President (The Hon’ble Sir Barjor Dalai Kt.) ; 
(To L. Hans Raj) Did you understand all this English ?

several thousand rupees have been spent and for a very 
long time the Council also had been deliberating over it. 
This fact too was affirmed that the intention of His 
Highness was that the period of residence necessary fop 
0 class State-subjects should be thirty years. But the 
committee reduced it to one-half that is fifteen years. 
At last on 31st January 1927 the sanction of His 
Highness was obtained although its promulgation, in the 
real sense of the terms started in the year 1987 whereby* 
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fictitious State-subject certificates were cancel- 
means that the i-reseut State-subject defi¬ 
nition has been in force as yet only for five years 
According to this definition there are three claves 
of State-subjects. Although the hona fide residents 
consider their class higher than class 1 they think it their

His Highness has in regard toappointmentsunder 
special order.s dated 31st January 1927 provided additional 
safeguards for his hereditary State-subjects (Refer to 
letter from the Private Secretary, Mr. P K Wattal 
dated Slat January 1927.) These special orders were 
brought into force through the Government notification 
dated 20th Baisakh 1984 (refer to the following foot Note 
No. I together with the qualifying sentence which was 
added to the proposals of the Committee.) 

“In the matter of grants of State scholarships State 
laud for agricultui'al aud house building purposes and 
recruitment to State services, State-subjects of class I 
should receive preference over other classes and those of 
class J1 over III subject however to the order dated 31st 
January 1927 of His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur 
regarding the employment of hereditary State-subjects in

In the face of such clear and distinct orders the 
Amendment Bill that is being presented to-day is out and 
out ridiculous and Mr. Sharma desires to wipe out all these 
orders with a mere stroke of his pen. 

Ijala Shiv Nath Manda : He has been talking about the 
setting up of a Select Committee. 

Pandit Ram Chandra Dobey : It is worth consideration 
however that while several official committees that were 
appointed to enquire whether there has been any infringe¬ 
ment in the issue of State-subject certificates, have not yet 
finished their work, in the present amendment it is request¬ 
ed that the rights of those persons who have settled in the 
State for the last twenty years or of those who will complete 
their twenty years* residence in the State may be considered 
at par with the hereditary State-subjects. That is to say 
Mr. Sharma wants to turn down with one stroke of his pen 
all the work that has been done by these committees in the 
cancellation of improper State-subject certificates. Besides 
thousands of rupees have been spent on the same. Those 
persons who have been dismissed from services on the 
cancellation of improper State-subject certificates can, if 
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the Amendment Bill is passed rejoin their services. It 
appears Mr. Sliarma has not at all read Section III of the 
definition because in the present amendment he has 
altogether ignored ‘'Raj'atmima ” and “Ajazatuama** al¬ 
though during the course of the Assembly Mr. Mehta, ex‘ 
Revenue Minister in consultation with the elected members 
added a clause to the existing conditions of the“ Ajazat- 
nama”. 

Now an amendment is being suhinitteil which cannot 
be acceptable to the Bouse in any form. So the ujombers 
of the House have serious objections lo tin- acceptance of 
sncli bill and wo strongly protest against such a bill. We 
are fully certain that keeping in view the letter of the 
Prime Minister No. C71, dated iGth March li34 wherein it 
is clearly stated that the Government have no intention to
